To  amend  an  ordinance  entitled  "An  Ordinance  granting 
permission  to  the  Philadelphia  Standard  Telephone  and 
TelegTaph  Company  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia  to 
construct  and  operate  a  system  of  electric  wires,  con- 
ductors and  cables  through  and  under  the  streets  of  the 
City,"  approved  March  31,  1896. 
Section  1.     The  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the 

City    of    Philadelphia    do    ordain,  That  the  ordinance 


entitled  "An  Ordinance  granting  permission  to  the  Phila- 
delphia Standard  Telephone  and  Telegraph  Company  of 
the  City  of  Philadelphia  to  constrnct  and  operate  a  system 
of  electric  wires,  conductors  and  cables  through  and  under 
the  streets  of  the  City,"  approved  March  31,  1896,  be, 
and  the  same  is  hereby  amended  as  follo^ys: 

Amend  Section  1,  by  inserting  between  the  words  "con- 
ductors and  under,"  on  the  sixth  line,  the  words  "from 
its  tenninal  poles  oyer  and  across  any  of  the  streets  and 
cables,"  and  between  the  words  "through"  and  "any,"  the 
words  "its  conduits  in,"  so  that  Section  1,  as  amended,  will 
read  as  follows: 

Section  1.  The  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the 
City  of  Philadelphia  do  ordai)i,  That  permission  be,  and 
is  hereby  granted  to  the  Philadelphia  Standard  Telephone 
and  Telegraph  Company  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia  to 
lay,  extend,  run,  maintain  and  operate  its  wires  and  elec- 
tric conductors  from  its  terminal  poles,  oyer  and  across 
any  of  the  streets  and  cables  under  and  through  its  conduits 
in  any  of  the  streets  of  the  said  City,  as  well  as  the  right  to 
erect  and  maintain  such  poles  in  the  outer  districts  of  the 
City  as  shall  meet  with  the  approval  of  the  Department  of 
Public  Safety  (Electrical  Bureau)  for  the  purpose  of  esr 
tablishing  electric  communication  between  its  various  sta- 
tions, exchanges,  subscribers  and  patrons. 

Amend  Section  5,  by  striking  out  the  words  "one  year," 
wherever  the  same  occur,  and  inserting  in  lieu  thereof  the 
words  "four  years,"  so  that  Section  5  as  amended  will  read 
as  follow?: 

Sect.  5.  That  said  com]>any  shall,  within  ninety  (90) 
days  from  the  passage  of  this  ordinance,  file  its  plans  of 
system  and  streets  proposed  tO'  be  occupied  by  it,  and  shall 
commence  its  work  provided  for  by  this  ordinance  within 
ninety  (90)  days  after  such  plans  are  approved  by  the 
Board  of  Highway  SuperAdsoirs,  and  shall  expend  not  less 
than  two  hundred  thousand  (200,000)  dollars  in  work  and 
materials  for  carrying  out  the  priyileges  herein  conferred 
upon  it  within  four  years  from  the  time  of  the  approval 
of  such  plans.  Said  company  shall,  within  four  years 
from  the  approval  of  the  plans,  be  ready  and  equipped  to 
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give  service  with  at  least  two^  thousand  telephones  in 
Philadelphia,  and  this  section  shall  be  made  one  of  the 
conditions  of  the  bond  of  said  company:  Provided,  That 
failure  on  the  part  of  the  company  to  file  its  plans  within 
ninety  (90)  days  prescribed  shall  work  a  forfeiture  of  this 
ordinance. 

Amend  Section  9,  as  follows:  by  striking  out  the  words 
"one  year"  wherever  they  occur,  and  inserting  in  place 
thereof  the  words  "four  years,"  so.  that  Section  9,  as 
amended  will  read  as  follows: 

Sect.  9.  That  before  any  jiermit  shall  be  gTanted  to  said 
company  it  shall  give  a,  bond  to  the  City  in  the  sum  of 
fifty  thousand  (50,000)  dollars  conditioned  that  the  com- 
pany shall,  and  will,  in  four  (4)  years  after  the  approval 
of  the  plans  erect  and  have  in  successful  operation  a  sys- 
tem that  will  accommodate  twO'  thousand  telephones  in 
Philadelphia,  and  an  additional  bond  in  the  sum  of  fifty 
thousand  (50,000)  dollars  for  the  faithful  compliance  with 
the  reiuaining  conditions  of  this  ordinance,  to  be  approved 
by  the  Ctiy  Solicitor. 

Amend  Section  11,  b_Y  striking  out  on  the  fourth  line 
the  words  "or  corporation  whatsoever,"  and  by  striking 
out  on  the  seventh,  eighth  and  ninth  lines  the  following 
words:  "and  this  provision  shall  be  one  of  the  couditious 
of  the  bond  to  be  filed  as  aforesaid,"  and  inserting  in  lieu 
thereof  the  following:  "That  nothing  in  this  ordinance 
shall  prohibit,  forbid  or  in  any  way  prevent  said  company 
from  mortgaging  its  property  and  franchises  for  the  pur- 
pose of  securing  its  mortgage  bonds."  And  to  further 
amend  by  striking  out  at  the  end  of  the  section  the  Avords 
"And  said  company  shall  before  exercising  any  of  the 
privileges  conferred  by  this  ordinance  first  pay  fifty  (50) 
dollars  into  the  City  Treasury  for  the  printing  thereof," 
and  by  adding  to  the  section  the  following:  "That  said 
company  shall  comply  with  all  the  ordinances  now  in 
force  or  hereafter  passed  relating  to  the  construction  and 
maintenance  of  telegTaph  and  telephone  lines  as  well  as 
license  charges  for  overhead  and  undergi-ound  electrical 
service,  anrl  shall  remove  its  overhead  wires  in  the  outer 
district  of  the  City  as  fast  as  it  constructs  and  extends  its 


undergroimd  system,  except  such  terminal  poles  and  wires 
as  are  hereby  authorized  in  connection  with  said  under- 
ground system,  and  said  company  shall  not  extend,  erect 
or  connect  their  wires  overhead  from  one  terminal  pole  to 
another,  and  shall  on  the  passage  of  this  ordinance  give 
a  bond  to  the  City  in  the  sum  of  fifty  thousand  (50,000) 
dollars  for  faithful  compliance  with  the  provisions  of  this 
ordinance;  said  bond  to  be  executed  with  a  surety  or  sure- 
ties to  be  approved  by  the  City  Solicitor,"  so  that  Section 
11,  as  amended,  wall  read: 

Sect.  11.  That  said  company  shall  construct  and  com- 
plete a  plant  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  this  ordi- 
nance, and  shall  not  sell  or  lease  to  any  telegTaph  or  tele- 
phone company  the  rights  and  franchises  herein  and  here- 
by conferred  upon  it  under  the  penalty  of  making  this 
ordinance  and  all  the  provisions  and  conditions  thereof 
null  and  void;  that  notliing  in  this  ordinance  shall  pro- 
hibit, forbid  or  in  any  way  prevent  said  company  from 
mortgaging  its  property  and  franchises  for  the  purpose  of 
securing  its  mortgage  bonds.  That  said  company  shall 
comply  with  all  the  ordinances  now  in  force  or  hereafter 
passed  relating  to  the  construction  and  maintenance  of 
telegi-aph  and  telephone  lines  as  well  as  license  charges 
for  overhead  and  underground  electrical  service  and  shall 
remove  its  overhead  wires  in  the  outer  districts  of  the 
City  as  fast  as  it  constructs  and  extends  its  underground 
system,  except  such  temiinal  poles  and  wires  as  are  hereby 
authorized  in  connection  with  said  underground  system, 
and  said  company  shall  not  extend,  erect  or  connect  their 
wires  overhead  from  one  terminal  pole  to  another,  and 
shall  on  the  passage  of  this  ordinance  give  a  bond  to  the 
City  in  the  sum  of  fifty  thousand  (50,000)  dollars  for 
faithful  compliance  with  the  provisions  of  this  ordinance; 
said  bond  to  be  executed  with  a  surety  or  sureties  to  be 
approved  by  the  City  Solicitor. 

And  further  amend  by  adding  a  new  section,  as  follows: 
"Sect.  12.    That  said  company  is  hereby  authorized  and 
empowered    to    hire,  rent,  lease  or    purchase  any  under- 
ground conduits  or  systems  of  cable  and  wires  which  may 
have  been  or  hereafter  may  be  constructed  by  the  City 


of  Pliiladelpliia,  or  by  any  corporation,  firm  or  individual 
under  existing  ordinances,  and  that  said  City  of  Phila- 
delphia and  such  corporation,  firm  or  individual  is  hereby 
authorized  and  empowered  tO'  so'  hire,  rent,  lease  or  sell 
its  conduits,  cables  or  v^ires." 

And  further  amend  by  adding  a  new  section,  as  follows: 
"Sect.  13.  So  much  of  the  ordinance  of  March  31, 
1896,  as  is  hereby  amended,  and  is  inconsistent  with  the 
provisions  of  this  ordinance,  is  hereby  repealed,  and  no 
right,  franchise  or  privilege  granted  by  the  said  ordinance 
of  March  31,  1896,  shall  be  forfeited  by  reason  of  the 
failure  of  the  Philadelphia  Standard  Telephone  and  Tele- 
graph Company  to  comply  with  the  provisions  thereof 
within  the  time  specified  therein,  and  all  rights,  privileges 
and  franchises  therein  granted  are  hereby  revived,  con- 
tinued and  extended.  Said  company  shall  pay  intO'  the 
City  Treasury  tlie  sum  of  fifty  (50)  dollars  for  printing 
this  ordinance. 

And  amend  the  title  by  inserting  after  the  word  "con- 
ductors," the  words  "over  and  across,"  and  after  the  words 
"of  the  City,"  the  words  "with  the  right  to  purchase  or 
lease  conduits  or  wires  belonging  to  the  City  ot  other  cor- 
porations," so  that  the  title  as  amended '  shall  read  as 
follows : 

"An  Ordinance  granting  permission  to  the  Philadelphia 
Standard  Telephone  and  Telegraph  Company  of  the  City 
of  Philadelphia  to  construct  and  operate  a  system  of  elec- 
tric wires,  conductors^  over  and  across,  and  cables  through 
and  under  the  streets  of  the  City,  with  the  right  to  pur- 
chase or  lease  conduits  or  wires  belonging  to  the  City  or 
other  corporations."

and  supplement  thereto,  approved  February  16,"^  1869,  and 
any  excess  over  and  above  said  assessment,  in  addition  to 
that  provided  for  by  ordinance  entitled  "An  Ordinance 
authorizing  the  Chief  Engineer  and  Surveyor  to  draw 
warrants  for  street  intersections,  manholes  and  legal  de- 
ductions in  the  construction  of  branch  sewers,"  approved 
April  3,  1868,  to  be  charged  to  the  item  for  branch  sewers 
in  the  annual  appropriation  made  to  the  Department  of 
Public  Works  (Bureau  of  Surveys). 
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Sect.  3.  The  Director  of  the  Department  of  Public

maintenance  of  said  bridge,  and  shall  pay  into  the  City 
Treasury  the  sum  of  fifty  (50)  dollars  for  the  publication 
of  this  ordinance.

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ways  it  is  difficult  or  impracticable  to  collect  such  allcij 
frontage  charge,  aud  numerous  liens  have  been  filed  and 
kept  revived  at  large  cost  to  the!  City  without  commensu- 
rate results  in  the  collection  of  such  charge. 

And  "Whereas,  Such  alley-waysi  are  practically  high- 
ways open  to  the  use  of  all  citizens  and  it  seems  an  un- 
necessary and  fruitless  expense  to  file  liens  against  such 
alleys  for  water-pipe  laid  in  the  streets  upon  which  they 
abut;  therefore, 

Section  1.  21ie  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the 
City  of  Pli'iladelplda  do  ordain,  Th«t  when  water-pipe 
is  laid  in  the  streets  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia  the  Chief 
of  the  Bureau  of  Water  shall  mark  upon  his  records  as 
exempt  from  collection  by  process  of  lien  all  bills  that

to  erect  and  maintain  poles  to  support  said  wires,"  be 
amended  as  follows,  ^^z:  Amend  Section  1,  by  striking 
out  all  after  the  words  "do  ordain,"  and  inserting  in  place 
thereof,  the  following:  "That  the  Delaware  and  Schuylkill 
Railway  Company,  by  virtue  of  appropriate  action  of  its

road;  thence  along  the  said  Frankford  and  Germantown 
turnpike  road  or  Asylum  pike  or  road  to  its  intersection 
with  Olney  avenue,  street  or  road,  or  Tabor  lane,  street 
or  road;  thence  along  Olney  avenue,  street  or  road,  or 
Tabor  lane,  street  or  road,  to  the  intersection  of  the  same 
with  the  Old  York  road;  thence  from  said  intersection 
along  Olney  avenue,  street  or  road  to  Stenton  avenue,  and 
also  from  the  intersection  of  Olney  avenue,  street  or  road,  or 
Tabor  lane,  street  or  road  with  York  road,  along  York 
road  to  Thorp's  lane;  thence  along  Thorp's  lane  to  its 
intersection  with  Olney  avenue,  street  or  road;  thence 
along  Stenton  avenue,  from  its  intersection  with  Obiey 
avenue,  street  or  road,  to  Wistar  street;  thence  along 
Wistar  street  to  Wakefield  street;  thence  along  Wakefield 
street  to  Mehl  street  or  Seymour  street ;  thence'  along  Meld 
street  or  Seymour  street  to  the  point  of  intersection  of 
the  latter  with  Wayne  street  or  Wayne  avenue;  thence 
along  Wayne  street  or  Wayne  avenue  to  its  intersection 
with  Queen  street,  and  thence  along  Queen  street  to  its 
intersection  with  Thirty-fifth  street;  thence  along  Thirty- 
fifth  street  to  its  intersection  with  Midvale  avenue;  thence 
along  Midvale  avenue  to  Ridge  avenue;  and  further  amend 
by  striking  out  all  of  Section  2  and  inserting  a  new  Sec- 
tion 2,  as  follows: 

Sect.  2.  The  said  Delaware  and  Schuylkill  Railway 
Company  is  authorized  to  lay  double  or  single  tracks  on 
the  whole  of  said  route  and  tO'  construct  such  sidings  as 
may  be  necessary:  Provided,  That  no  double  track  shall 
be  laid  on  a  street  less  than  60  feet  in  width  without  the 
consent  of  the  Department  of  Public  Works.  The  laying 
of  said  tracks  or  railway  shall  be  completed  on  or  before 
June  27,  1899,  as  heretofore  directed  by  ordinance  ap- 
proved December  13,  1897.

That  in  the 
construction  and  equipment  of  its  roadbed,  cars  or  its 
trolley  system,  all  kinds  and  character  of  materials,  sup- 
plies or  workmanship,  plans,  profiles,  elevations,  designs, 
etc.,  shall  be  subject  in  every  way,  at  all  times,  to  the 
approval  and  inspection  of  the  Departments  of  Public 
"NYorks  and  Public  Safety.  That  the  wires  necessary  for 
supplying  the  motors  crossing  bridges  on  the  line  author- 
ized shall  be  erected  according  toi  plans  to  be  submitted 
to  and  approved  by  the  Directors  of  Public  Works  and 
Safety.  That  the  said  railway  company  shall  run  cars 
over  its  entire  line  at  inter^'als  not  exceeding  five  minutes, 
between  the  hours  of  6  and  9  A.  M.  and  5  and  8  P.  M., 
and  at  intervals  not  exceeding  ten  minutes  at  all  other 
ho'urs  of  the  day,  excepting  between  the  hours  of  12  mid- 
night and  5  A.  M.,  when  they  shall  run  at  least  every 
hour.  The  rate  of  fare  to  bei  charged  for  a  single  con- 
tinuous ride  over  the  entire  line  shall  not  exceed  five  (5) 
cents  per  passenger,  excepting  between  midnight  and  5 
o'clock  A.  M.,  when  it  shall  not  exceed  ten  (10)  cents, 
and  by  re-enacting  Section  5,  viz:  Sect.  5.  That  the  said 
company  shall,  under  the  supervision  of  the  Department 
of  Public  Works,  repave  in  good,  substantial  and  work- 
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manlike  manner,  with  Belgian  blocks  or  other  improved 
pavement,  as  directed  by  ordinance  of  Conncils  or  by  the 
Director  of  the  Department  of  Public  Works,  and  to  be 
done  in  a  manner  to^  be  prescribed  by  and  to  the  satisfac- 
tion of  the  said  Department,  all  streets  to  be  occupied  by 
it  not  already  repaved  with  such  improved  pavement,  and 
also  all  other  streets  heretofore  repaved  with  an  improved 
pavement,  the  paving  of  which  is  not  satisfactory  tO'  the 
said  Department,  said  repaving  to  be  done,  from  curb  to 
curb,  for  such  length  of  street  as  shall  be  occupied  by 
poles  and  trolley  wires,  or  by  other  electric  motive  power 
system.  Such  repaiang  shall  be  commenced  upon  each 
of  th©  said  streets  as  soon  as  the  construction  of  the  road- 
bed, or  of  the  poles  or  trolley  wires  or  other  electric  motive 
power  system  shall  be  commenced  thereon,  and  shall  be 
pushed  and  completed  with  all  reasonable  and  proper  dili- 
gence, as  rapidly  as  such  system  is  being  constructed  in 
said  streets,  or  as  Councils  may  by  ordinance  otherwise 
direct.  If  not  thus  pushed,  the  Director  of  the  Depailr 
ment  of  Public  Works  may  enter  upon  the  streets  and 
complete  the  same,  at  the  euxpense  and  cost  of  the  said 
railway,  trolley,  or  other  electric  motive  power  company 
constructed  therein,  and  that  said  company  shall,  at  all 
time  hereafter,  keep  the  said  paving  in  good  repair  when 
directed  to  do  so  by  the  Department  of  Public  Works, 
so  long  as  the  said  trolley  or  other  electric  motive  power 
system  shall  be  maintained  on  such  streets:  Provided, 
That  such  repaving  or  repairing  aforesaid  shall  not  free 
the  said  company  from  any  other  paving,  repaving  and 
repairing  the  streets  occupied  by  it,  that  may  be  required 
by  an  ordinance  of  Councils,  wdiich  has  been  passed  or 
which  may  hereafter  be  passed,  or  from  any  other  duty

ment, and  that  fifty  (50)  dollars  shall  be  paid  into  the 
City  Treasury  by  the  Pennsylvania  Railroad  Company  for 
printing  this  ordinance.

bria street;  also,  to  pro^-ide  for  the  opening  of  said  Wy- 
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omiug  street  and  Wittee  street;  and  authorizing  the

That  the  Department  of 
Public  Works  (Bm-eau  of  Surveys)  be,  and  is  hereby  au- 
thorized and  directed  to  revise  the  lines  and  grades  of  the 
City  plans  along  the  line  of  the  Philadelphia  and  Trenton 
Railroad,  from  N"orris  street  to  Butler  street,  in  the  Twen- 
ty-fifth and  Thirty-first  Wards,  so  that  all  grade  crossings 
of  said  railroad  may  be  avoided;  and  to  strike  from  the 
City  plan  Trenton  avenue,  from  Lehigh  avenue  to  Butler 
street,  and  to  place  upon  the  City  plan  Wyoming  street, 
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of  tlie  width  of  twenty-five  (25)  feet,  between  Somerset 
street  and  Ann  street,  and  from  Clearfield  street  to  Clem- 
entine street,  and  from  Cope  street  to  Virginia  street. 
Also,  to  place  on  the  City  plan  AVittee  street,  thirty  (30) 
feet  wide,  parallel  with  Trenton  avenue,  between  Fulton 
street  and  Auburn  street,  and  between  Wayne  street  and 
Cambria  street;  Provided,  That  before  the  Board  of  Sur- 
ve^^ors  confirm  the  plans  of  the  revision  herein  authorized, 
the  Pennsylvania  Railroad  Company,  lessee  of  the  Phila- 
delphia and  Trenton  Railroad,  shall  file  in  the  Department 
of  Public  Works  (Bureau  of  Surveys),  an  obligation,  ap- 
proved by  the  City  Solicitor,  that  it  will  raise  the  grade 
of  its  railroad  between  the  south  side  of  l^onis  street  and 
the  south  side  of  Butler  street,  as  in  the  revision  of  said 
planis  may  be  found  necessary,  including  the  connection 
with  the  Rivea*  Front  Railroad  on  Lehigh  avenue,  in  order 
to  avoid  all  crossings  w^ith  streets  at  grade:  And  provided 
further,  That  upon  the  elevation  of  said  railroad  between 
said  points  no  street  nor  road  hereafter  to  be  laid  out  or 
opened  between  the  points  above  named  shall  be  approved 
to  cross  the  said  railroad  at  grade.  The  said  railroad  com- 
pany shall  constmct  all  the  bridges  and  other  work  inci- 
dent thereto  within  the  lines  of  the  right  of  way  of  .said 
railroad  in  accordance  with  said  revision,  and  shall  also 
alter  and  reconstruct  all  sewers,  water  and  gas  mains, 
electrical  conduits  and  other  municipal  structures  incident 
to  all  the  aforesaid  work,  and  necessary  for  its  proper 
completion.  The  changes  in  the  elevation  of  the  railroad 
a.nd  the  construction  of  the  bridges  shall  be  done  by  said 
railroad  company  in  such  manner  as  not  to  materially  in- 
tei-fere  with  the  traffic  on  said  railroad  or  streets."

The  clear  headroom  under  the 
girders  of  all  cross  streets  between  JST orris  street  and  Som- 
erset street,  shall  be  at  least  thirteen  (13)  feet,  with  the 
exception  of  Susquehanna  avenue,  Dauphin  street,  Frank- 
ford  avenue,  York  street,  Huntingdon  street,  and  Lehigh 
avenue,  where  the  clearance  shall  be  at  least  fourteen 
(14)  feet.  From  Somerset  street  to  the  south  side  of  But- 
ler street  the  railroad  shall^be  carried  on  an  earthen  em- 
bankment or  iron  or  steel  superstructure  with  openings 
at  the  cross  streets  of  the  full  width  of  the  streets  between 
house  lines,  with  the  right  to  place  iron  or  steel  columns 
within  the  curb  lines,  giving  a  clear  height  under  the  gir- 
ders at  all  cross  streets  of  at  least  fourteen  (1-1)  feet. 
The  connection  mth  the  River  Front  Railroad  shall  be 
supported  on  an  iron  or  steel  superstructure  or  such  other 
stiiicture  as  shall  meet  the  approval  of  the  Chief  Engi- 
neer of  the  Bureau  of  Sun'eys,  constructed  along  tlie 
northeast  side  of  Lehigh  avenue,  descending  with  a  gen- 
erally uniform  grade  so  as  to  reach  the  surface  of  Lehigh 
avenue,  at  or  near  the  north  line  of  Cedar  street,  and 
crossing  Cedar  street  and  Lehigh  avenue  at  grade,  making 
connection  with  present  line  of  railroad  on  Commerce 
street,  south  of  Cedar  street. 

"The  detail  plans  and  specifications  for  all  retaining 
walls,  abutments,  bridges,  superstructures  and  for  all  other 
parts  of  work  herein  authorized,  shall  be  submitted  to  the 
Director  of  the  Department  of  Public  Works  for  his  ap- 
proval prior  to  the  work  w^hich  they  represent  being  com- 
menced." 

Amend  Section  4  by  inserting  after  the  word  "dedicate," 
in  line  3  of  said  section,  the  words  "and  cause  to  be  dedi- 
cated." Also,  amend  Section  4  by  striking  out  all  after 
the  word  "same,"  in  the  eighth  line,  and  inserting  in  place 
thereof  the  following:  "And  shall  receive  from  the  City 
of  Philadelphia,  contemporaneously  with  such  dedication 
and  as  consideration  therefor  and  for  the  said  work,  the 
sum  of  seven  hundred  and  fifty  thousand  (750,000)  dol- 
lars, by  warrants  to  be  drawn  by  the  Chief  Engineer  of 
the  Bureau  of  Sur^^eys  and  approved  by  the  Director  of 
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the  Departmieoit  of  Public  Works,  in  accordance  with  this 
and  other  existing  ordinances," 

So  that  the  foui'th  section  as  amended  will  read  aa 
follows: 

"Sect.  4.  Upon  the  completion  of  the  work  herein  au- 
thorized the  Pennsylvania  Railroad  Company,  lessee  of  the 
Philadelphia  and  Trenton  Raih'oad,  shall  dedicate  and 
cause  to  be  dedicated  to  the  City  of  Philadelphia  for  high- 
way purposes  all  poi-tions  of  the  bed  of  Trenton  avenue, 
between  ^"orris  street  and  Lehigh  avenue,  owned  and  oc- 
cupied by  it,  subject  to  the  right  of  the  said  railroad  com- 
panies tO'  maintain  their  elevated  structures  over  and  upon 
the  same;  and  shall  receive  from  the  City  of  Philadelphia 
contemporaneously  with  such  dedication  and  as  considera- 
tion therefor  and  for  the  said  work,  the  sum  of  seven 
hundred  and  fifty  thousand  (750,000)  dollars,  by  warrants 
to  be  drawn  by  the  Chief  Engineer  of  the  Bureau  of  Sur- 
veys, and  approved  by  the  Director  of  the  Departmeint  of 
Public  Works,  in  accordance  with  this  and  other  existing 
ordinances." 

Amend  Section  5  by  striking  out  the  words  and  figures 
following  the  words  "shall  be,"  in  lines  1  and  2  thereof, 
do^vn  to  and  including  the  words  "as  herein  authorized," 
in  the  tenth  line,  and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the  follow- 
ing: "be  paid  for  out  of  the  sum  of  nine  hundred  thou- 
sand (900,000)  dollars  which  is  hereby  appropriated  to 
the  Department  of  Public  Works  (Bureau  of  Surveys) 
out  of  the  loan  of  eleven  million  two  hundred  thousand 
(11,200,000)  dollars,  approved  the  seventeenth  day  of 
June,  1898,  for  the  pui-pose  of  paying  the  Penn- 
sylvania Railroad  Company,  lessee  of  the  Philadelphia 
and  Trenton  Railroad,  for  the  work  of  elevating  its  rail- 
road, building  the  said  bridges  and  other  work  incident 
thereto,  as  herein  authorized,  and  for  the  land  which  it 
is  to  dedicate  and  cause  to  be  dedicated  for  highway  pur- 
poses as  hereinbefore  provided."  Also,  strike  out  the 
following  at  the  end  of  Section  5:  "The  said  nine  hun- 
dred thousand  (900,000)  dollars  being  taken  from  a  loan 
created  by  ordinance,  approved  July  16,  1896,"  so  that 
Section  5  as  amended  will  read: 
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"Sect.  5.  The  cost  of  the  work  hereby  authorized  shall 
be  paid  for  out  of  the  sum  of  nine  hundred  thousand

And  further  amend  said  ordinance  by  adding  at  the  end 
of  Section  7  the  following:  *Tn  consideration  whereof  no 
benefits  shall  be  assessed  upon  any  property  of  either  rail- 
road company  or  persons  holding  property  for  their  use;" 
so  that  said  Section  7  shall  read  as  follows: 

'^Sect.  7.  The  Mayor  of  the  City  is  hereby  authorized 
to  enter  security  on  behalf  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia 
for  the  payment  of  any  damages  which  may  be  assessed 
by  reason  of  the  change  of  grade  or  the  taking  of  any 
property  necessary  in  the  work  of  changing  the  grade  of 
said  railroad  tracks  or  for  opening  said  Wyoming  street 
or  Wittee  street,  or  any  damage  that  may  be  caused  by 
the  revision  of  the  plans  herein  provided  for:  Provided, 
That  there  shall  be  a  release  of  damages  on  behalf  of  the 
Pennsylvania  Railroad  Company,  lessee  of  the  Philadel- 
phia and  Trenton  Railroad,  or  for  any  person  holding 
property  in  their  behalf,  filed  in  the  Law  Department  upon 
the  confirmation  of  said  revised  plans  by  the  Board  of 
Surveyors.     In  consideration  whereof  no  benefits  shall  be 
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assessed  upon  any  property  of  either  railroad  company  or 
persons  holding  property  for  their  use."

The  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the 
City  of  Philadelphia  do  ordain,  That  the  ordinance  en- 
titled ''An  Ordinance  relating  to  underground  connections 
mth  sewers  to  prevent  objectionable  drainage  flowing  over 
footways,  or  into  the  gutters,  or  upon  the  highways,  and 
the  collection  of  the  cost  thereof,"  as  heretofore  amended, 
be  further  amended  by  adding  to  Section  2  of  the  said  Or- 
dinance at  the  end  of  said  Section,  the  following  \vords: 
"After  the  said  work  shall  be  hereafter  or  shall  have  here-

To  levy  and  fix  the  rate  of  taxes  for  the  year  1900. 

Section  1.  The  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the 
City  of  Philadelphia  do  ordain,  That  the  Board  of  Revi- 
sion of  Taxes  are  hereby  authorized  and  required  forth- 
with to  levy  on  the  taxable  property  returned  by  the  as- 
sessors as  the  assessment  made  in  the  year  1899  (except 
such  as  are  marked  agricultural,  and  farm  lands  and  rtural 
or  suburban),  a  tax  of  ome  (1)  dollar  and  eighty-five  (85) 
cents  on  the  hundred  dollars  on  the  assessed  valufe  thereof. 

Sect.  2.  The  said  tax  to  be  levied  for  the  year  1900 
as  one  City  and  Coiinty  tax,  and  is  hereby  voted  for  the 
following  objects  for  the  said  year,  viz: 

Item  1.  For  the  relief  and  employment  of  the  poor,  the 
sum  of  seven  (7)  cents. 

Item  2.  For  the  public  schools,  the  sum  of  twenty-two 
(22)  cents. 

Item  3.  For  lighting  the  City,  the  sum  of  four  (4)  cents. 

Item  4.  For  the  payment  of  interest  on  the  funded  debt 
and  for  the  sinking  funds,  the  sum  of  seventy-one  (71) 
cents. 

Item  5.  For  the  care  of  the  public  highways,  the  smii 
of  eight  (8)  cents. 

Item  6.  For  the  supply  of  water,  the  smn  of  nine  (9) 
cents. 

Item  7.  For  the  police,  the  ^um  of  twenty  (20)  cents. 
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Item  8.  For  the  care  of  markets  and  City  property,  the 
Slim  of  three  (3)  cents. 

Item  9.  For  fire,  tlie  snm  of  seven  (7)  cents. 

Item  10.  For  the  prisons,  the  sum  of  two  (2)  cents. 

Item  11.  For  the  Department  of  City  Commissioners, 
the  sum  of  nine  {9)  cents. 

Item  12.  For  .health,  the  sum  of  two  (2)  cents. 

Item  13.  For  the  remaining  expenses  of  the  munici- 
pality, the  sum  of  twenty-one  (21)  cents;  and  said  amounts 
are  hereby  declared  to  be  appropriated  for  said  objects 
subject  to  further  direction  by  ordinance;  and  it  shall  be 
the  duty  of  the  Receiver  of  Taxes  to  cause  to  be  printed 
on  the  tax  bills  the  rate  voted  for  the  objects  hereinbefore 
mentioned. 

Sect.  3.  On  all  such  portions  of  assessed  property  marked 
"agricultural  and  farm  lands,"  only  one-haK  of  the  highest 
rate  of  tax  shall  be  levied;  and  on  all  such  portions  marked 
"rural  or  suburban,"  only  two-thirds  of  the  highest  rate 
of  tax  shall  be  levied;  and  no  part  of  that  set  apart  for 
the  relief  and  employment  of  the  poor  shall  be  le\'ied  on 
the  assessed  property  situate  in  the  wards  where  houses 
for  the  accommodation  of  the  poor  are  provided,  as  re- 
quired bv  the  Eighteenth  Section  of  the  Act  of  February 
2,  1854." 

Sect.  4.  That  upon  all  taxes  paid  during  the  months 
of  January  and  February,  a  discount  of  two  per  cent  shall 
he  allowed;  after  the  last  day  of  February,  a  discount  at 
the  rate  of  one  per  cent  per  annum  shall  be  allowed  if  paid 
on  or  before  the  30th  day  of  June.  If  paid  after  tlie  first 
day  of  September  and  on  or  before  the  first  day  of  Oc- 
tober, an  addition  or  penalty  of  one  per  cent.  If  paid 
af,ter  the  first  day  of  October,  and  on  or  before  the  firet 
day  of  November,  there  shall  be  an  addition  or  penalty  of 
two  per  cent.  If  paid  after  the  first  day  of  Noven>ber  and 
on  or  before  the  first  day  of  December,  there  shall  be  an 
addition  or  penalty  of  three  per  cent.  If  paid  after  the 
first  day  of  December  and  before  the  first  day  of  January 
there  shall  be  an  addition  or  penalty  of  four  per  cent; 
and  upon  all  taxes  remaining  unpaid  on  and  after  the  first 
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day  of  January,  tliere  shall  be  an  addition  or  penalty  of 
five  per  cent  added  to  and  made  payable  on  the  same. 
And  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Receiver  of  Taxes  to  dis- 
play, from  day  to  day,  in  large  figiu'es  and  in  a  conspicuous 
place  in  the  tax  office,  the  amonnt  of  discount  or  penalty 
fixed  by  ordinance.  All  ordinances  or  parts  of  ordinances 
inconsistent  herewith  be,  and  the  same  are'hereby  repealed.

otlicr  iimnicipal  constructions  incident  thereto;  for  the

Laurens  street,  from  King  to  Queen  street ;  Linmore  street, 
from  Forty-fifth  to  Melville  street,  and  Sixty-sixth  street, 
from  Woodland  avenue  to  Green  way  avenue;  the  following 
street  with  sheet  asphaltum  on  broken  stone  base  and 
binder.  Fifty-first  street,  from  Green  way  avenue  to  Chester 
avenue,  and  for  paving  and  re-j)aving  Osage  avenue,  from 
Forty-third  to  Forty-fifth  street,  with  sheet  asphaltum  on 
broken  stone  base  and  binder.

and  Wissahickon  avenue,  thence  with  double  track  through 
and  along  a  strip  of  private  property  (which  strip  is  to  be 
dedicated  to  the  city  as  a  public  highway)  tO'  a  point  on 
Wissahickon  avenue  opposite  or  nearly  opposite  Midvale 
avenue,  thence  with  double  track  across  Wissahickon  ave- 
nue to  Midvale  avenue,  and  wdth  donble  track  along  Mid- 
vale  avenue  to  Ridge  avenue;'  with  a  turnout  on  Coulter 
street  from'  Morris  street  to  Pulaski  avenue;  with  con- 
nections at  Ridge  avenue  and  at  Wayne  avenue;  and  with 
all  necessary  switches,  curves  and  turnouts.

with  a  double  bracket,  the  same  to  be  of  the  kind,  stylo 
and  system  as  that  now  constructed  by  the  Catharine  and 
Bainbridge  Streets  Railway  Company. 

Sect.  3.  Before  any  permit  shall  be  issued  by  the  De- 
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partiiicnts  of  the  City  of  Phikick'lpliia  to  proceed  with  the 
work  of  constnictiug  the  railway  and  tmlley  system  au- 
thorized by  tJiis  ordinajice,  said  Company  shall  enter  into

cept as  binding  upon  it  the  terms  and  conditions  of  all 
laws  and  ordinances  now  in  force,  or  which  may  hereafter 
be  passed,  relating  to  the  government,  control  or  regulation 
of  railways  or  railroads  of  any  kind,  within  the  City  of 
Philadelphia.  That  in  the  constniction  and  equipment  of 
its  roadbed,  cars  or  its  trolley  system,  all  kinds  and  chax- 
acter  of  materials,  supplies  or  worlananship,  plans,  profiles, 
ele^^atioiis,  designs,  etc.,  shall  be  subject  in  every  way,  at 
all  times,  to  tine  approval  and  inspection  of  the  Depart- 
meaits  of  Public  Works  and  Public  Safety;  that  the  said 
railwa}'  f0iii])any  shall  run  cars  over  its  entire  linei  at  in- 
tervals not  exceeding  ten  minuites,  between  the  hours  of 
six  A.  31.  and  nine  P.  M.  The  rate  of  fare  to  be  charged  for 
a  single  continuous  ride  over  the  entire  line  shall  not  ex- 
ceed hve  (5)  cents,  except  between  midnight  and  five  o'clock 
A.  i\r.,  when  it  shall  not  exceed  ten  (10)  cents;  that  the  rail- 
\VR\  (jr  trolley  system  herein  authorized  shall  be;  so  built 
and  erectCid  as  not  to  interfere  with  the  building  of  an 
elevated  railway  or  railroad  oai  any  of  the  streets  or  avenues 
lierein  named;  that  work  upon  tlie  said  railway  and  trolley 
system  shall  be  begum  within  six  months,  completed  and 
in  operation  over  the  entire  route  herein  named  within 
two  years,  and  that  the  said  railway  company  shall  furnish 
and  execute  a  bond  in  the  forai  approved  by  the  City  So- 
licit or  and  with  security  approved  by  the  Mayor  in  the 
sum  of  twenty-five  thousand  (25,000)  dollars,  conditiomed

Said  compajiy,  shall  under  the  supervision  of 
the  !)epartment  of  Public  Works  re-pave  in  good,  sub- 
stantial and  workmanlike  manner,  with  improved  pave- 
nu'ut,  all  streets  to  be  occupied  by  it  already  paved,  but 
upon  A\'hich  improved  pavements  have  not  been  laid.  In 
respect  to  stiieets  which  have  not  been  paved  originally  and 
in  respect  to  all  other  streets  upon  which  improved  pave- 
ment has  been  laid  by  the  City  or  may  be  laid  by  the  com- 
pany hereunder,  the  company  shall  be  imder  obligation 
to  keep  said  improved  pavement  in  continual  good  repair, 
but  nothing  herein  contained  shall  be  construed  to  impose 
upon  the  said  company  the  duty  of  doing  original  paving 
upon  streets  occupied  by  it.  Said  company  shall  pay  iuto 
the  City  Tteasin-y  the^  sum  of  fifty  dollars  for  printing  this 
ordinance.

and  overhead  trolley  system  as  authorized  by  charter,  by 
donble  track  from  their  present  terminus  on  Grays  Ferry

The  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the 
City  of  Fhiladelphia  do  ordain,  That  the  Mayor  be,  and 
is  hereby  authorized  to  enter  into  a  contract  with  any 
traction  motor  company  or  street  passenger  railway  com- 
pany owning,  leasing  or  operating  lines  of  street  passenger 
railway  on  the  streets  of  the  City,  which  contract  shall 
provide  inter  alia  as  follows:  That  such  traction  motor 
company  or  street  passenger  railway  company  may  tem- 
porarily remove,  under  the  terms  and  conditions  herein- 
after set  forth,  the  track  now  laid  upon  said  streets,  to  wit: 
Allen  street,  from  Shackamaxon  to  Palmer  street;  Dela- 
ware avenue,  from  Fairmount  avenue  to  Laurel  street; 
J*Vankford  avenue,  from  Manderson  to  Laurel  street;  Jas- 
per street,  from  Cumberland  to  Huntingdon  street;  Laurel 
street,  from  Frankford  avenue  to  Delaware  avenue ;  Moms 
street,  from  Twenty-second  to  Twenty-third  street;  Palmer 
street,  from  Allen  street  to  Girard  avenue;  Shackamaxon 
street,  from  Girard  avenue  to  Allen  street;  York  avenue, 
from  Callowhill  to  Vine  street;  Letterly  street,  from  Ken- 
sington avenue  to  a  point  east  thereof;  said  tracks,  or  such 
of  them  as  may  be  temporarily  removed,  to  be  removed 
subject  to  the  folloAving  terms  and  conditions:  Such  re- 
moval shall  be  made  at  the  expense  of  the  traction  motor

Section  1.  The  Select  and  Common  (.'on nails  of  the 
City  of  Philadelphia  do  ordain,  That  permission  be,  and 
is  hereby  gi-anted  to  the  Fisher's  Lane  Railway  Company 
to  lay  tracks  as  follows:  Beginning  at  the  intersection  of 
Wyoming  avenue  and  Fisher's  lane  (at  or  near  ''D"  street) ; 
thence  along  Fisher's  lane  by  single  track  with  turaouts 
to  and  across  Wyoming  avenue  (near  "I"  street);  thence 
continuing  along  Fisher's  lane,  with  single  track  with  turn- 
outs to  Asylum  pike;  thence  with  double  track  along  Asy- 
lum ])ike  to  Arrot  street;  thence  continuing  with  double 
track  along  Arrot  street  to  Castor  road,  vnih  all  neceissary

binding  upon  it  the  terms  and  conditions  of  all  laws  and 
ordinances  now  in  force,  or  which  may  hereafter  be  passed, 
relating  to  the  government,  control  or  regulation  of  rail- 
ways or  railroads  of  any  kind  within  the  City  of  Philadel- 
phia. That  in  the  construction  and  equipment  of  its  road- 
bed, or  trolley  system,  all  kinds  and  character  of  materials, 
supplies  or  workmanship,  plans,  profiles,  elevations,  de- 
signs, etc.,  shall  be  subject  in  every  w^ay,  at  all  times,  to 
the  approval  and  inspection  of  the  T)e])artn units  of  Public

is  not  satisfactory  to  the  said  Department,  said  repaving  to 
be  done  from  curb  to  curb  for  such  length  of  street  as 
shall  be  occupied  by  poles  and  trolley  wires,  or  by  other 
electric  motive  power  system;  such  repaving  shall  be  com- 
menced upon  each  of  said  streets  as  soon  as  the  construc- 
tion of  the  roadbed,  or  of  the  poles  or  trolley  wires,  or  other 
electric  motive  power  system,  shall  be  commenced  thereon, 
and  shall  be  pushed  and  completed  with  all  reasonable  and 
proper  diligence,  as  rapidly  as  such  system  is  being  con- 
structed in  said  streets,  or  as  Councils  may  by  ordinance 
otherwise  direct.  If  not  thus  pushed,  the  Director  of  the 
Department  of  Public  Works  may  enter  upon  the  streets 
and  complete  the  same  at  the  expense  and  cost  of  the  said 
railway,  trolley  or  other  electric  motive  power  company 
constructed  therein,  and  that  said  company  shall,  at  all 
times  hereafter,  keep  the  said  paving  in  good  repair  when 
directed  to  do  so  by  the  Department  (if  Public  Works,  so 
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long  as  the  said  trolley  or  other  electric  motive  power 
sjvsteiii  shall  be  maintained  on  such  streets:  Provided, 
That  such  rcijaving  or  repairing  aforesaid  shall  not  free 
the  said  company  from  any  other  paving,  repaving  and  re- 
pairing the  streets  occupied  by  it  that  may  be  required 
by  any  ordinance  of  Councils  which  has  becii  passed  or 
which  may  hereafter  be  passed,  or  from  any  other  duty  or 
obligation  resting  upon  it  regarding  paving  and  repairing 
that  is  incmnbent  on  it  under  and  by  virtue  of  any  act  of 
Assembly;  and  that  fifty  (50)  dollars  shall  be  paid  into  the 
C^ity  Treasury  by  said  company  for  printing  this  ordinance.

Deae  Sir: — I  am  in  receipt  of  your  coiiimiiiiication  of 
December  31  last,  in  reference  to  an  ordinance  approved 
November  15,  1898,  authorizing  the  American  BrcAving 
Company  to  construct  a  conduit  under  and  across  Thirty- 
first  street,  abo-ve  Master  street.  You  refer  to  the  ordi- 
nance imposing  a  charge  per  front  foot  for  pennits  to  con- 
struct vaults  under  the  sidewalk  extending  from  the  house 
line  to  the  curb,  and  you  inquire  whether  the  structure 
mentioned  in  the  ordinance  of  November  15,  1898,  and 
other  structures  of  like  kind,  are  tO'  be  regarded  as  vaults 
under  the  requirement  to  pay  pemiit  fees  as  above. 

The  ordinance  in  question  gTaiits  permissioii  to-  the 
American  Brewing  Company  ''to  construct  a  conduit  not 
exceeding  five  feet  in  width,  in  order  to  connect  for  fire 
and  other  pur])oees,  their  power  hoiLse,  oai  the  east  side 
of  Thirty-first  street,  above  ]\Iaster  street,  with  their  brew- 
ery, on  the  west  side  of  said  street." 

I  think  it  extremely  doubtful  whether  a  structure  of 
this  character,  and  made  for  the  puii^ose  thus  indicated,  is 
"a  vault"  within  the  meaning  of  the  earlier  ordinances  on 
the  subject,  which  limited  the  building  of  vaults  to  the 
space  between  the  house  line  and  the  curb.     By  those  ordi- 


iiaiioes,  limvever,  it  was  required  that  before  aiiy  vault  sliall 
be  constnicted  the  consent  of  tlic  Conuiiissioners  of  High- 
ways shall  be  O'btained  and  the  pennit  fee  paid  therefor. 

The  ordinance  of  Xo'Veniber  15,  1898,  does  not  make  it 
obligatory  upon  the  American  Bre^ring  Company  to  ob- 
tain tlie  consent  of  the  Comndssionei*s  of  Highways,  of 
the  Deiiartment  of  Public  Wori-is,  althoaigh  it  is  jirovided 
that  the  work  shall  be  subject  to  the  a})i)roval  and  super- 
vision of  the  hitter  Department.  As  under  the  ordinance 
the  brewing  conii)any  has  a  right  to  proceed  to  construct 
the  conduct  thereby  a.uthorized  without  olitaining  a  permit, 
I  am  of  the  opinion  that  it  is  not  obliged  to  pay  the  foot 
front  permit  fee  before  so  proceeding.  Like  reasons  would 
apply  in  the  case  of  other  similar  strnctures  which  may  be 
authorized  in  the  same  manner.

Deak  Sir: — I  am  in  receipt  of  your  favor  of  the  20th 
ult.,  in  which  you  inquire  whether  the  custom  is  legal 
which  has  been  heretofore  followed  l)y  the  Registration 
Department  of  the  Board  of  Health  of  this  City  in  issuing 
burial  penults  to  the  fathers  of  still-born  children  on  the 
certilicates  of  physicians,  withoait  the  intervention  of  under- 
takers. Yo'U  state  that  some  question  has  been  raised 
whether  the  Board  is  not  obliged  to  see  that  an  undertaker 
is  employed  about  the  burial  of  such  still-born  children 
before  they  issue  a  license  therefor;  the  contention  that 
they  are  obliged  to  do'  so^  being  especially  foun(le<l  u]X>n 
the  Act  of  June  7,  1895,  P.  L.,  167,  whidi  provides  for  the 
creation  of  a  State  Board  of  r^ndertakei-s. 


1  have  ean'fully  t'xaniiiicd  the  Act  of  Assembly  referred 
to,  and  I  hiid  iiutliiii^'  therein,  or  in  any  O'ther  law,  whicli 
requires  that  undei'takers  shall  be  employed  in  snch  cases. 
The  purpose  of  the  Aet  of  1895  is  thus  stated  by  the 
Deputy  Attorney  (Jeneral,  see  17  Pennsylvania  County 
Court  Reports,  page  104:  "The  object  of  the  Act  of  1895 
is  to  secure  the  better  protection  of  life  and  health  by  di- 
niinishing  the  dangers  from  infectioius  and  contagious  dis- 
eases, b}'  requiring  a  greater  degrcie  of  efficiency  oii  the 
part  of  those  who  care  for  and  bury  the  dead." 

I  am  of  the  oipinion  that  the  custom  of  granting  burial 
pe-rmits  in  the  mamier  heretofore  followed  is  legal  and  per- 
missible in  the  cases  of  still-born  legitimate  children.

Dear  Sir: — Your  favor  of  the  30th  ult.,  in  recference 
to  the  contracts  to  the  American  Artificial  Stone  Paveineut 
and  Construction  Conipanj',  for  the  re-construotion  of  the 
masonry  and  repairs  to  the  Penrose  Ferry  Bridge,  received. 

It  appears  that  there  were  two  contracts  for  this  work — 
one  for  the  north  approach  and  the  other  for  the  south  ap- 
proach, and  that  under  the  terms  of  these  contracts  tlie  eon- 
tractors  were  to  complete  the  work  within  four  months 
after  receiving  notice  to  commence  oiperations,  and  that  the 
limit  ex2)ired  on  August  1  and  15,  1898,  respectively. 
After  the  expiration  of  the  time  limit,  supplementar)^  con- 
tracts were  executed  for  the  completion  of  the  work.  You 
inquire  Avhether  the  supplementary  contracts  are  to  be  con- 
sidered ))art  of  the  orig-inal  contracts,  and  whether  the  limit 


of  time  for  the  completion  of  the  wurk  will  apply  to  the 
supplemental  contracts  the  same  as  to  the  original  con- 
tracts ^ 

The  supplemental  contracts  do  not  appear  to-  include 
any  other  work  than  that  S€t  forth  in  the  original  contracts, 
and  only  increase  the  amounts  toi  be  paid  for  the  work,  and 
under  their  tei-ms  were  to  be  subject  to  all  the  conditions 
and  jH'ovisions  of  the  original  contracts.  The  supplemental 
contracts  were,  therefore,  the  same  as  the  originals,  and  if 
an}-  work  was  authorized  by  them,  the  contractors  were 
bound  to^  complete  that  work  within  four  months  from  the 
time  they  were  notified  to  commence.  Yon  state  that  the 
work  has  been  completed  and  is  satisfactory  tO'  the  Depart- 
ment, and  you  request  my  opinion  as  to  whether  the  con- 
tractors could  be  paid  the  twenty  per  cent,  retained  per- 
centage ? 

If  the  work  has  been  eonipleted  to  your  satisfaction 
more  than  thirty  days,  you  can  pay  the  contractors  the 
twenty  per  cent,  retained,  if  there  be.  no  other  reason  why 
ithey  should  not  receive  it. 

It  appears,  howe^-er,  that  the  penalty,  or  damages,  as 
you  call  it,  for  the  alleged  delay  in  finishing,  has  not  been 
.adjusted.  It  is  advisable  that  before  the  final  payments 
be  made,  the  question  of  the  penalties  to  be  deducted, 
sho'uld  be  settled.  After  the  lapse  of  thirty  days  from  the 
satisfactory  completion  of  the  work,  there  should  be  no  dis- 
tinction between  tlie  balance  of  the  eighty  per  cent,  due 
the  contractors  and  the  twenty  per  cent,  retained  per- 
i'entage,  and  you  would  be  justified  in  paying  the  balance 
due  under  their  contracts  after  deducting  the  penalties  or 
damages  which  are  properly  chargeable  against  them.

Dear  Sir  : — I  am  in  receipt  of  the  following  resolution, 
approved  March  2,  1899:  "Resolved,  by  the  Select  and 
Common  Councils  of  the  City  of  Pliiladelphia,  that  the 
City  Solicitor  be  requested  to  inform  these  Councils  at  their 
next  regular  meeting  whether  or  not  the  loan  authorized 
by  ordinance  approved  June  17,  1898,  the  validity  of 
which  is  now  at  issue  before  the  Supreme  Court  of  Penn- 
sylvania, is  an  available  asset  of  the  City  before  the  final 
decision  of  said  Court,  and  whether  any  ordinances  pta,ssed 
before  said  decision  is  rendered  are  legal  and  of  binding 
effect,  or  are  void  and  of  no  effect,  and  whether  ordinances, 
if  passed  previously  to  such  final  decision,  will  become  of 
effect  if  said  decision  is  favorable  to  said  loan." 
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111  reply  thereto,  I  would  say  that  Councils  have  the 
right  to  pass  oixiinances  authorizing  the  improvements 
which  are  to  bo  jiaid  for  by  the  loan  directed  to  be  issued  by 
the  ordinance  of  June  17,  1898,  and  they  can  also  appro- 
priate the  money  to-  be  raised  by  the  issuing  of  that  loan. 
The  fact  that  the  validity  of  the  loflu  is  in  dispute,  and, 
therefore,  the  loan  has  not  yet  been  issued,  does  not  pre- 
vent the  Councils  from  directing  the  doing  of  the  work 
and  making  appropriations  therefor.  Indeed,  one  of  the 
complaints  against  the  loan  made  by  the  plaintiffs  in  the 
bill  filed  to  restrain  its  issue  is,  that  the  Mayor  has  been 
empowered  to  issue  the'  loan  in  advance  of  Councils  author- 
izing the  vai-ious  improvements  to^  be  done.  It  would,  how- 
ever, be  inadvisable,  if  not  illegal,  to  enter  into  any  con- 
tract until  after  the  loan  has  been  issued  and  the  money  in 
the  Treasury.  Any  Ordinances  now  passed  authorizing  the 
doing  of  the  work,  and  making  the  necessaiw  ajipropriation 
out  of  the  loan,  would,  of  coui-se,  become  effectual  in  case 
the  Supreme  Court  decides  the  loan  is  legal.

Dear  Sir: — Your  letter  in  relation  to  the  contract  en- 
tered into  by  IMessrs.  Clement  and  jMcGlathery  for  the  pav- 
ing of  Waverly  street,  between  Forty-fifth  and  Forty-sixth 
streets,  received.  You  state  that  the  work  was  completed 
December  15,  1898,  and  bills  made  out  by  the  Sui-veyor 
of  the  district,  approved  by  the  Assistant  in  the  T3ureau  of 
Highways  and  by  the  Chief  of  the  Bureau  of  Highways, 
and  a  warrant  for  paving  the  intersection,  for  which  the 


City  was  lial)le,  was  delivered  to  the  contractoTs;  that  the 
assessment  bills  against  the  proiDerty  ownci's  were  about  to 
be  delivered,  when  upon  complaint  made  as  to  the  charac- 
ter of  the  woa*k,  it  Avas  discovered  that  the  pavemeint  had 
not  beecn  laid  in  accordance  with  the  specifications;  that 
the  coaitraotor,  while  agi^eeing  to^  do  thci  repairs  requrred 
of  him  to  the  pavement,  insists  that  tliCi  assessment  bills 
should  be  delivered  to  him,  as  he^  will  only  have  six  moiitlis 
from  the  time  the  work  was  done  in  front  of  the  properties 
in  which  to  file  the  liens. 

Yon  desire  me  to  advise  yon  whether  the  City  would  be 
at  any  risk  if  you  refused  to  give  the  assessment  bills  until 
all  the  bricks  had  been  removed  from  thei  concrete  founda- 
tion and  opportunity  afforded  toi  have  a  thorongh  examina- 
tion made,  and  all  concrete  which  is  not  satisfactory  taken 
out  and  replaced  liy  j^roper  materials. 

In  answer  thereto,  I  reply  as  follow^s:  The  pavement  is 
net  finished  or  coni])leted  until  the  work  is  done  in  accord- 
ance with  the  contract  and  specifications.  If  the  con- 
tractor has  ai>parently  finished  the  work,  but  upon  inspec- 
tion it  is  found  that  he  has  not  performed  it  in  accordance 
with  the  contract  and  specifications,  the  Department  can 
compel  him  to  perfonn  the  work  jjroperly,  and  the  com- 
pletion of  that  work  Avould  be,  when  it  was  done,  in  ac- 
cordance with  the  contract  and  specifications. 

In  the  case  of  Pittsburg  vs.  Knowison,  92  Pa.  St.,  116, 
the  Conrt  aptly  states  the  principle  in  these  w^ordts:  "Any 
imperfection  in  completing  the  work  required  by  the  con- 
tract, or  any  defect  in  the  work,  which  has  to  be  remedied 
before  the 'engineer  will  acceirt  the  work,  or  take  it  off 
the  contractor's  hands,  will  extend  the  actual  completion 
until  that  work  is  done,  and  tlie  time  must  be  counted  from 
that  date.  But  repairs  made  necessaiy  by  heavy  rains,  or 
a  change  of  a  few  feet  of  curbing,  after  the  contractor  had 
quit  work  and  after  the  acceptance  of  the  work  Ijy  the 
street  committee,  would  not  have  the  effect  of  extending 
the  time  of  the  actual  completion,  unless  the  curbing  thus 
changed  had  been  improperly  placed  through  the  neglect 
■or  fault  of  the  contractor.'' 

You  will  notice  a  distinction  between  Avhatever  is  neces- 


sary  to  perforin  the  work  properly  in  accordance  "with  the 
contract  and  what  may  be  merely  repairing  of  the  contrac- 
tor's w'ork.  In  all  snch  cases  the  ditticnity  is  to  determine 
the  fact.  If  yon  refuse  the  assessment  bills  upon  the 
gi'onnd  that  the  work  has  not  been  properly  done,  and  the 
time  for  filing  the  lien  expires,  and  the  contractor  is  able  to 
prove  that  the  work  was  pa-operly  done,  then  the  City  would 
be  liable  to  him  for  the  cost  of  the  paA'ing,  as  was  deter- 
mined in  the  recemt  ease  of  McGinn  vs.  City.  In  that  case 
the  Department  refused  assessment  bills  to  McGinn  be- 
cause the  Avork  was  not  properly  done,  and  the  six  months 
having  expired,  he  commenced  suit  against  the  City  and 
proved  to  the  satisfaction  of  a  Referee  that  the  complaint 
against  his  work  was  unfounded,  and  he  was  permitted  to 
recover,  and  the  City  Avas  then  too  late  to  file  the  liens 
against  the  property  owners. 

If  yO'U  are  satisfied  that  beyond  any  doubt  you  can  show 
that  the  work  has  not  been  completed  according  to  the  con- 
tract and  specifications,  then  the  six  months  would  begin 
to  nin  from  the  time  the  contractor  completes  the  work  in 
accordance  with  his  contract. 

I  notice  that  the  Chief  of  the  Bureau  in  his  communica- 
tion to  the  contractors  under  date  of  December  30,  1898, 
states:  "And  in  reply  would  say  that  there  will  be  no  ob- 
jections wdiatever  ou  the  part  of  this  Bureau  to  your  mak- 
ing some  repairs  on  WaA^erly  street  to-morrow,  December 
31,  1898,  for  the  protection  of  the  brick  wdiich  you  have 
on  this  street." 

Tliei"©  may  be  some  question  as  to  whether  what  you  re- 
quire the  contractOTs  to  do  is  "repairs,"  or  necessary  to 
make  their  "svork  in  accordance  with  the  contract.  The 
Chief  of  the  Bureau  talks  about  repairs,  and  repairing  the 
work  would  not  extend  the  time  of  completion.  If  there 
be  the  slightest  doubt  about  whether  the  work  was  properly 
completed,  it  would  be  advisable  to  deliver  the  assessment 
bills  against  the  property  owners  to  the  contractor,  and 
take  from  them  an  acknowledgment  of  the  imperfect  con- 
dition of  the  work,  and  their  agreement  to  do  whatever 
is  necessary  to  conform  to  the  contract  and  specifications, 
having  at  the  same  time  the  sureties  of  the  contractors  agree 
to  the  delivery  of  the  assessment  bills. 
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Evidently  the  inspector  has  ai)proved  the  work,  and  that 
wonkl  be  some  evidence  against  the  (Jity  when  you  claim 
in  defence  of  the  eontractoi's'  suit,  that  the  woi'k  was  not 
properly  comi^leted. 

As  the  property  owners  have  the  right  to  defend  against 
the  liens  on  the  ground  that  the  work  was  not  properly 
done,  the  City  would  not  suffer  by  delivering  the  asse^ss- 
ment  bills  in  order  that  the  liens  may  b©  filed,  provided  the 
contractors  and  their  sureties  agree  that  they  will  do-  what- 
ever the  Department  requires  in  order  to  put  the  street 
in  proper  condition  in  accoixlance  vnth  the  contract  and 
specifications. 

It  is  true  that  in  the  recent  case  of  Philadel]>hia  to  use 
against  Beatty,  reported  in  9  Sup'r  Court,  page  255,  the 
Court  of  Common  Plcias  'No.  4  held  that  thei  six  months 
begin  to  run  from  the  tini'e  the  work  was  done  in  front  of 
each  of  the  properties,  and  this  has  been  sustained  by  the 
Superior  Court. 

This  decision,  therefore,  makes  it  dangerous  to  neglect 
to  file  liens  a  considerable  time  before  the  expiration  of  the 
six  months  after  the  date  of  the  assessment  bills.

Dear  Sir: — I  am  in  receipt  of  the  following  resolution: 
"Eosolution  of  request  to  the  City  Solicitor  for  his  opin- 
ion as  to  the  l^ality  of  the  ordinance  for  the  protection  of 
sub-contractors  as  well  as  for  persons  furnishing  materials 
and  labor  for  the  construction  of  buildings  for  the  City 
or  for  other  City  work. 

"Resolved,  by  the  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the 
City  of  Philadelphia,  That  the  City  Solicitor  be,  and  he 
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is  hereby  requested  to  funiish  these  Councils  with  an  opin- 
ion as  to  whether  the  provisions  of  the  ordinance  entitled 
'An  Ordinance  for  the  protection  of  sub-contractoi"s  as  well 
as  for  pei-sons  furnishing-  materials  and  lahur  for  the  con- 
struction of  buildings  for  the  Citv  of  Philadelphia  or  for 
any  other  City  work,'  approved  March  30,  1896,  arc  in 
conformity  with  law.  and  whether  they  can  be  fully  en- 
forced." 

The  questiou  of  the  validity  of  the  ordinance  of  March 
30,  1S9G,  has  been  raised  in  Co'urt  of  Common  Pleas  Xo. 
1,  and  has  no^  yet  been  decided.  It  w-oaild  not  be  advisable 
for  me  to  give  an  opinion  Avhile  the  case  is  inidetermined. 
Until  the  Court  determine  otherwise,  I  consider  it  proper 
to  treat  the  ordinance  as  valid  and  enforce  its  provisions.

Dear  Sir  : — I  am  in  receipt  of  your  communication  rel- 
ative to  a  property  on  Rittenhouse  street,  wdiich  yon  state 
is  used  by  the  United  Gas  Improvem^ent  Company  as  a 
worksho]).  You  say  that  before  the  lease  to  that  coanpany 
said  property  was  used  as  a  small  workshop  for  minor  re- 
pairs, but  was  not  any  part  of  what  is  generally  known  as 
the  '"g'as  property."  Relative  to  the  facts  thus  stated,  you 
ask,  first,  whether  the  City  can  exact  any  rent  from  the 
United  Gas  Improvement  Company  for  the  occupancy  of 
the  premises;  and  second,  whether  the  City  is  obliged  to 
keep  the  premises  in  repair  in  case  rent  cannot  be  so  col- 
lected. 

The  language  of  tlic  jicrtincut  (dause  of  the  lease  of  the 
Gas  AVorks  to  the  United  (ias  liujirovemeut  Comjiany  is 
as  follow^s: 
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"Clause  1.  The  City  of  Pliiladelphia  does  hereby  lease 
to  the  said  United  Gas  Improveinent  Company,  its  succes- 
sors and  assigns,  for  the  term  beginning-  the  day  of 
i89  ,  and  ending  December  31,  1927,  all  the  property, 
real  and  }>crsonal,  collectively  known  as  the  Philadelphia 
Gras  Works,  A\nth  the  appurtenances,  iiududing,  iiiler  alia, 
the  property  particularly  described  in  Ii^xhibit  A,  hereto  atr 
laclied,  which  is  to  be  taken  as  a  part  of  this  contract,  com- 
prising, generally,  the  land,  buildings,  tenements,  machin- 
ery, a]:)paratus,  tools,  mains,  pipes,  services,  meters  and 
other  appurtenances  possessed  or  used  by  or  for  tlie  City  of 
Philadelphia  in  the  manufacture,  storage;,  sale,  distribution 
and  supply  of  gas,  it  being  understood  that  the  specification 
of  said  leased  property  in  said  exhibit  A  shall  not  be  con- 
strued in  such  way  as  to  exclude  from  the  lists  any  items 
omitted  which  should  have  been  herein  included."    ""      *    * 

As  seen  from  the  foregoing  language  of  tiie  lease,  it  is 
not  alone  the  Gas  Works  proper,  but  also  the  appurtenances 
to  which  the  contract  of  lease  applies.  If,  therefore,  the 
use  of  the  premises  by  the  City  anterior  to  the  lease  was 
such  as  tO'  make  them  fairly  appurtenant  tO'  the  Gas  Works, 
then  the  ]30ssession  of  said  premises  properly  passed  to  the 
United  Gas  Iraprovemeiit  Com]iany,  and  they  should  not 
be  required  to  pay  rent  therefor,  excej)t  as  reserved  in  the 
lease. 

Answering  yomr  second  (|uestion,  the  ( 'ity  is  not  obliged 
to  keep  the  premises  in  repair  in  any  event.  As  to  a  public 
sewer,  however,  the  City  is,  of  course,  oldiged  to  kec])  that 
in  repair.

1  see  no  reason,  how- 
ever, why  they  may  not  draw  warrants  for  less  amounts 
than  the  approjiriation  calls  for,  if  there  is  good  cause  for 
so  doing.

Dear  Sir: — I  am  in  receipt  of  your  communicatiooi  en- 
closing copy  of  a  proposed  ordinance  entitled  "An  Ordi- 
nance to  provide  employment  for  prisoners  confined  in  the 
Philadelphia  County  Prisons,"  which  is  refeiTed  to  this 
Department  for  an  opinion  as  to  its  legality. 

The  said  ordinance  provides  that  the  several  heads  of 
Departments,  Bureaus,  Boards,  etc.,  of  the  City,  shall  pur- 
chase all  supplies  required  by  them  for  the  Philadeli^hia 
County  Prisons  to  the  extent  that  the  same  can  be  fur- 
nished satisfactorily  by  the  prisO'U  authorities.  Such  pur- 
chases are  to  be  made  "as  if  in  open  market,  without  ad- 
vertisement or  comjDetition,  provided  that  the  cost  thereof 
shall  not  exceed  the  current  marketable  price."  The  City 
Controller  is  further  directed  not  to  counteTsign  waiTants 
dra^^^l  by  any  head  of  Department,  Bureau,  etc.,  to  pay 
for  supplies  or  materials  of  a  nature  set  forth  in  the  list  to 
be  furnished  him  by  the  Prison  Inspectors,  unless  accompa- 
nied by  a  certificate  from  the  Superintendent  of  the  Pris- 
ons that  he  is  unable  to  furnish  the  same. 
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By  Section  G,  of  the  Act  uf  May  23,  1874,  P.  L.,  233, 
it  is  provided  that  ^'all  stationery,  printing,  paper  and  fuel 
used  in  the  Councils,  and  in  other  Departments  of  the  City 
.government,  and  all  work  and  materials  required  by  the 
City,  shall  be  furnished,  and  the  printing  and  all  other 
kinds  of  work  to  be  done  for  the  City,  shall  be  perforaied 
under  contract  to  be  given  to  the  lowest  responsible  bidder, 
under  such  regulations  as  shall  be  prescribed  by  ordinance." 

The  i>roposed  ordinance,  of  which  you  send  me  a  copy, 
is  in  contravention  of  the  terms  of  the  Act  of  Assembly 
quoted  above,  and  I  am  therefore  of  the  opinion  that  the 
provisions  thereof  are  illegal  and  invalid.

Dear  Sir: — Your  letter  enclosing  an  ordinance  entitled 
"An  Ordinance  accepting  the  surrender  of  certain  powers 
possessed  by  private  associations  over  lands  in  the  Twenty- 
sixth,  Thirty-sixth  and  Thirty-ninth  AVards  of  the  City  of 
Philadelphia,"  and  also  the  form  of  an  agreement  by  which 
said  associations  or  companies  offer  to  "assigii,  transfer,  re- 
lease, extinguish,  surrender  and  set  over  unto  the  City  of 
Philadelphia  all  and  every  the  powers  vested  in  any  of  said 
associations  or  the  managers  thereof,"  etc.,  provided  the 
City  of  Philadelphia  agrees  in  consideration  thereof  to 
"save  harmless  the  managers  or  the  property  ow^lers"  from 
damage,  loss  or  liability  which  might  occur  on  account  of 
the  failure  of  said  associations  or  companies  to  comply  with 
the  acts  of  .Issembly  creating  them,  was  duly  received. 

In  your  letter  you  state:  "We  desire  to  know  whether, 
in  your  opinion,  these  papei-s  are  in  proj>er  form,  whether 
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tlie  interests  of  the  City  are  properly  protected  thereby, 
and  whether  the  City  has  the  aiitliority  to  give  the  iiKk-ni- 
nifying  bond  as  provided  for  in  the  agreement.''' 

To  answer  these  qneries  it  becomes  necessary  to  inquire 
into  the  character  of  the  associati(nis  and  the  powers  with 
which  they  have  been  invested.  The  Greenwich  Ishmd 
Me^adoAv  Company  was  incorporated  12th  April,  ITGO,  by 
private  act,  recorded  A  Vol.  4,  p.  173,  entitled  '^An  Act 
to  enable  the  owners  of  Greenwich  Island  to  embank  and 
drain  the  same,  to  keep  the  outside  bank  aiid  drains  in  good 
repair  for  ever,  and  to  raise  a  fund  to  defray  the  sundry 
contingent  and  yearly  expenses  thereon."  The  Schuylkill 
Point  Meadow  Company  was  incorporated  the  26th  Sep- 
tember, 17G1,  by  private  act,  recorded  in  Law  Book  Xo.  1, 
p.  525  (see  Smith  Laws,  Vol.  2,  p.  44),  entitled  "An  Act 
to  enable  the  owners  of  Schuylkill  Point  Meadow  Land,  in 
the  County  of  Philadelphia,  to  keep  the  banks,  drains, 
sluices  and  floodgates  in  repair,  and  to  raise  a  fund  tOi  de- 
fray tlie  expenses  thereof."  T'he  Weccacoe  Meadow  Com- 
pany was  incorporated  lYtli  Februar)^,  1762,  by  private 
act,  recorded  A  vol.  4,  p.  277,  entitled  "An  Act  to  enable 
the  owners  and  occupiers  of  the  Weccacoe  ^Meadows,  in  the 
County  of  Philadelphia,  to  keep  the  banks,  drains,  sluices 
and  floodgates  in  repair,  and  to  raise  a  fund  to  defray  the 
expenses  thereof."  Amendments  w^ere  made  from  time  to 
time  by  wliicli  the  powers  originally  granted,  were  en- 
larged." By  the  Act  15th  May,  1893,  P.  L.,  48,  the 
Meadow  Conqianies  contiguous  to  each  'other  were  autho'r- 
ized  to  consolidate  their  franchises  and  corporate  rights 
and  become  one  company,  by  an  agreement  duly  executed, 
ami  recorded  in  the  oflice  for  recording  of  deeds  of  the  re- 
spective counties  in  which  said  coanpanies  are  located. 

As  appears  from  the  several  titles  of  the  acts  of  incor- 
poration, these  companies  were  incorporated  by  the  State 
Legislature  to  enable  the  owners  of  meadow  lands  to  co- 
operate in  reclaiming  said  lands  from  the  ebb  and  flow  of 
the  tidal  waters  of  the  Delaware  river,  and  for  this  pui-po&e 
the  companies  were  authoi-ized  to  constiTict  sluices  and  em- 
bankments, witli  the  power  to  levy  a  tax  upon  the  owners 
of  adjoining  lands  subject  tO'  oiverflow  from  the  Delaware 
river  for  the  cost  of  the  construction  and  maintenance  of 
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their  works,  and  for  more  than  a  century  and  a  quarter 
they  have  continued  to  do  so.    Tim,  doubtless,  has  entailed 
a  heavy  expense  upon  the  owners  oi'  the  reclaimed  land, 
and  it  is  quite  natural  for  them  to  desire  to  free  themselves 
from  further  responsibilities,  if  possible.     Henoe  the  otfea- 
to  surrender  to  the  City  of  Philadelphia  ''their  respective 
riohts  and  powers  o>ver  said  lands."    Appropos  to^  the  pres- 
ent subject  of  inquiry,  I  direct  your  attention  to  corres- 
pondence recently  exchanged  between  the  Department  of 
Public  Works  and  the  President  of  the  Greenwich  Island 
Meadow  Company.     In  March,  1808,  an  euxamination  was 
made  by  the  Department  officials  of  the  sluice  at  the  mouth 
of  Hollander's  creek,  and  it  was  found  to  be  leaking  and 
in  a  dangerous  condition.    Notice  Avas  served  upon  ownere, 
the  Creenwich  Island  Meadow  Company  and  the  Schuyl- 
kill Point  MeadoAV  (Vmipany,   to  make  repairs.      I'o   this 
notice  the. President  of  the  latter  company  replied:    "Xo 
repairs  to  'this  sluice  will  be  made  until    the    prupei'  au- 
thority sees  fit  to  so  direct,"  etc.     In  a  subsequent  c(Jinmu- 
nication   the  President  of    tli.e    said    company  also    said: 
AVithin  the  limitations  of  its  charter,  the  rights  and  powers 
of  the  Girard  Point  Meadow  Company  are  superior  to  those 
of  the  City — the  company  being  responsible  to  its  own 
members — the  property  owners  in  the  district  covered." 
In  this  same  connection  I  may  also  call  your  attention^  to 
the  fact  that  the  City  is  now  involved  in  litigation  Avhich 
may  cost  it  upwards  of  fifty  or  sixty  thousand  dollars  for 
damages  sustained  by  owners  and  tenants  during  the  sum- 
mer of  1807  by  the  overflow  of  the  Delaware  river  in  con- 
sequence of  an  alleged  defect  in  the  work  done  by  a  City 
contractor  in  the  fall  of  180(),  and  which  shonld  have  been 
done  by   the  Meadwv   Companies.      With  this  resume,   I 
will  proceed  to  answer  the  questions  submitted  for  my  opin- 
ion. 

(1)  uVssuming  that  the  several  companies  have  authority 
to  "assign,  transfer,  release,  extingiiish,  sun-ender  and  set 
over  unto  the  City  of  Philadelphia  all  and  eveiy  the  powers 
vested  in  any  of  the  said  associations  or  the  managers  there- 
of," and  that  the  City  has  authonty  to  bind  itself  to  "save 
harmless  the  said  managers  or  the  sai<l  ])roperty  owners  of 
and  from  any  damage"  by  reason  of  their  failuix^  to  perform 
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statutory  duties  (all  of  wliicli  is  Jiot  conceded),  the  papers 
submitted  appear  to  be  in  proper  form. 

(2)  The  evident  purpose  of  the  "suTrender,"  etc.,  of  the 
powers  vested  in  the  several  companies  to  the  City  is  to  se- 
cure the  release  of  the  former  from  all  further  obligation 
to  erect  and  maintain  the  banks,  sluices,  etc.,  and  to  impose 
the  burden  upon  the  City  of  Philadelphia;  in  other  words, 
instead  of  collecting  the  funds  necessary  for  the  work  from 
those  immediately  benefited,  to  wit,  the  owners  of  the  land, 
as  directed  by  the  several  acts  of  Assembly,  the  intent  is 
to  place  the  burden  upoai  the  taxpayers  of  the  City  gen- 
erally. It  wo'uld  appear  from  this  that  the  only  interests 
sought  to  bc'  protected  were  those  of  the  Meadow  Bank  Com- 
panies. But  aside  from  these  considerations  and  assuming 
that  the  general  welfare  of  the  City  would  justify  its  as- 
sumption  of  the  burden  now  imposed  upon  the  Meadow 
Bank  Companies,  I  am  of  the  opinion  that  the  powers  en- 
joyed by  he  companies  cannot  be  transferred  or  surren- 
dered to  the  City  in  the  absence  of  specific  legislative  au- 
thority. These  associations  or  companies  are  quasi  public 
in  character;  they  were  created  not  only  to  serve  private  in- 
terests, but  for  the  public  good.  The  Commonwealth, 
vested  as  it  is  mth  the  title  and  ownership  of  the  rivers  of 
the  State,  and  ha-^dng,  therefore,  absolute  control  of  that 
part  of  the  Delaware  river  within  its  dominion,  invested 
the  companies  by  acts  of  Assembly  with  franchises  which 
othei-^vise  could  not  have  been  enjoyed  or  exercised  by 
them.  For  the  purpose  of  excluding  the  waters  of  the  Del- 
aware river  and  thus  reclaim  gToanid  subject  to  the  ebb  and 
flow  of  the  tide  they  were  authorized  to  enter  upon  private 
]>roperty  and  build  banks,  sluices,  etc.,  and  as  a  necessary 
incident  to  the  efficient  exercise  of  this  po^wr,  they  were 
authorized  to  levy  and  collect  a  tax  from  the  several  prop- 
erty o\vTiers  benefited  thereby.  I  have  examined  the  several 
acts  by  virtue  of  which  said  companies  were  incorporated, 
and  am  unable  to  find  a  single  ]>rovision  which  would  jus- 
tify a  transfer  of  their  franchises  to  the  City  of  Philadel- 
phia or  to  any  other  corporation  or  individual.  Nor  can  I 
find  any  act  of  Assembly  which  authorizes  them  to  do  so. 
I  am  of  the  opinion,  therefore,  that  the  Meadow  Baidv  Com- 
panies have  no  authority  to   "assign,   ti'ansfcr,   surrender 
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and  det  OA^er  unto  the  City  of  riiiladelpliia  all  and  every  the 
powers  v€ste:d  in  any  of  j^aid  associations  or  the  managers 
thereof,"  as  provided  for  in  the  foTui  of  agTeement  enclosed 
in  your  letter,  as  it  is  a  fundamental  rule  of  law  that  a 
coqvoratioii  cannot  sell,  or  in  any  maniiea-  transfer  the  pro|> 
erty  rights  or  franchises  necessary  to  perform  its  obliga- 
tions and  duties  to  the  public,  without  special  legislative 
authority.  And  this  is  equally  true  whether  the  corpora- 
tio'U  be  public  or  private. 

(3)  If  the  co(m])anies  could  lawfully  "assign,  transfer," 
etc.,  all  the  "powei-s,"  etc.,  vested  in  tlieiii  to  the  City  of 
Philadelphia,  there  would  be  r.o  necessity  for  an  agreement 
to  indemnify  them  against  loss  ov  damage  on  accoaint  of 
their  failure  to  perforin  the  duties  imposed  upon  them  by 
the  legislature.  I  will  assume,  therefore,  as  I  am  com- 
pelled to  do,  in  answering  your  last  question,  altlionigh  such 
construction  dees  violence  to  the  language  used  in  the  pro- 
posed ordinance  and  agreement,  that  the  coin  panics,  as  a 
matter  of  fact,  do  not  contemplate  relieving  themselves 
primarily  of  the  obligation  to  maintain  the  banks,  sluices, 
etc. ;  that  the  purpose  is  to  retain  tlieir  corporate  franchises 
and  merely  enter  into  an  agTeenient  witli  the  City  of  Phila- 
delphia l)y  which  the  latter  would  assume  the  duty  to  con- 
struct and  repair  the  hanks,  etc.,  and  be  secondarily  liable 
for  any  damages  which  should  accrue  by  reason  of  the 
defective  construction  or  maintenance  of  said  work.  If 
this  is  really  what  is  intended,  I  am  of  the  opinion  tliat  the 
agreement  would  be  nUra  rirc.s,  and  therefore  void. 
There  is  express  authority  for  the  opening  of  streets,  parks 
and  squares;  for  the  erection  of  public  buildings,  schools, 
water  and  gas  works,  and  for  the  construction  of  wharves, 
bridges  and  sewei-s.  By  the  Sixth  section  of  the  Act  of 
Consolidation  the  City  is  also  "vested  Avith  the  powers, 
rights,  privileges  and  immunities  incident  to  a  municipal 
corjioration,  and  necessary  for  the  proper  go-^-enimenit  of 
the  same,"  and  also  with  "all  the  powei-s,  rights,  privileges 
and  immunities  possessed  and  enjoyed"  by  the  several  dis- 
tricts, townships  and  boroughs  incorpoTated  in  it.  There  is 
no  exjn-ess  authority,  ho-wever,  for  the  City  or  incorporated 
districts,  etc.,  to  construct  or  maintain  sluices  and  embank- 
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ments  upon  private  pruijcrty  in  the  soutlieni  section  of  the 
City  for  the  purpose  of  preventing  an  overflow  of  the  Del- 
aware river.  In  1848  the  Legislature  passed  an  act  (Act 
25th  ]\rarch,  1848,  P.  L.,  250)  wliich  provided  that  if 
ownei-s  of  land  in  the  northern  sectioai  of  the  City  and  front- 
ing on  the  Delaware  river,  or  liable  to  he  damaged  by  the 
overflow  of  the  river,  neglected  to  maintain  the  banks 
thereon  in  })ro]ier  condition  after  due  notice,  the  proper 
authorities  might  cause  the  work  of  repairs  to  be  made  and 
tile  liens  against  the  property  for  tlie  cost  of  doing  it.  In 
18G3  an  ordinance  was  passed  (Ord.  p.  203)  which  practi- 
cally adopted  the  words  of  the  Act  of  1848.  The  ordinance, 
however,  was  intended  to  apply  to  all  ''property  fronting  on 
the  Delaware  river."  In  1870,  under  the  supposed  author- 
ity of  the  Act  of  1848  and  the  ordinance  of  1863,  the  City 
filed  a  claim  against  a  piece  of  ground  owned  by  one  Scott, 
in  what  was  formerly  the  District  of  Richmond,  fronting 
on  the  Delaware  river,  said  claim  Ijeing  for  work  done  and 
materials  furnished  and  used  in  "i-epairing  and  rebuilding, 
and  rendering  safe  and  secure  the  banks  of  tlie  meadows 
along  the  Delaware  river"  in  front  of  Scott's  premises.  In 
the  suit  between  the  City  of  Philadelphia  to  the  use,  etc., 
and  Scott,  reported  in  81  Pa.  St.,  80,  to  reco'ver  the  cost  of 
the  repairs,  the  Act  of  1848,  in  so  far  as  it  attempted  to 
authorize  the  City  to  direct  the  work  of  repair,  etc.,  to  be 
done,  and  to  file  a  lien  for  the  cost,  Avas  declared  to  be  un- 
constitutional and  void.  While  no  reference  was  made  by 
the  Court  to  the  ordinance  of  1863,  there  is  no  doubt  but 
Avliat  it  is  at  least  equally  objectiomable  and  invalid. 

Without  deciding  whether  the  City  may,  in  certain  con- 
tingencies affecting  the  public  welfare,  erect  a,nd  maintain 
structures  of  the  kind  in  the  absence  of  statutory  authority, 
I  am  quite  certain  that  it  has  not  the  power  toi  bind  itself 
to  answer  in  damages  for  injuries  to  persons  or  property 
caused  by  defects  in  pro]>crty  under  the  jurisdiction  and 
control  of  third  ]iarties.

Dear  Sir: — I  am  iu  receipt  of  your  eominuiiieation 
of  February  29,  1899,  transmitting  copy  of  a  bill  sent  to 
the  Board  of  Education  liv  the  Institute  for  Colored  Youths 
for  $2,000  for  Item  68  in  the  appropriation  to  your  Board 
for  the  year  1899,  together  with  a  resolution  of  the  Board 
of  Education  referring  the  matter  to  this  Departmeait  for 
an  opinion  as  to  the  right  of  the  Board  to  draw  a  warrant 
in  favor  of  said  Institute',  in  accordance  with  the  bill  so  pre- 
sented. 

I  have  examined  Item  03  in  the  ordinance  of  appropna- 
tion  to  the  Board  of  Education  for  the  current  year,  and 
iind  it  to  be  in  these  words:  "In  aid  of  the  Institute  for 
Colored  Youths,  Bainbridge  street,  below  Tenth  street, 
two  thousand  (2,000)  dollars."  Upon  the  face  of  tliis  par- 
ticular ajjpropriation  it  would  seem  that  the  Board  can 
properly  draw  a  warrant  in  accordance  therewith.  If  any 
facts  exist  which  would  make  such  actiom  illegal,  they  do 
not  appear  in  the  bald  question  which  has  been  submitted 
to  me.  I  do  not  express  any  opinion  upon  the  merits  of  the 
appropriation,  there  being  nothing  before  me  upou  that 
point. 

I  might  say  to  you,  further,  that  there  would  be  no 
right  resting  mth  tJie  Board  of  Public  Education  to  draw"  a 
warrant  in  favor  of  said  Institute  merely  in  response  to 
the  bill  presented,  unless  the  bill  represented  an  O'bligation 
properly  incurred  by  the  Board.  But  I  see^  no  objection 
to  tlie  Board  dra-\\ang  a  warrant  simply  for  the  purpose  of 
passing  to  the  Institute  the  money  appropriated  by  Coun- 
cils in  the  ordinance  above  referred  to,  if  that  be  the  sole 
object  of  Councils.

DearSik: — 1  am  in  receipt  of  your  communication 
of  jMarcli  22,  1801),  relative  to  tlie  ordinance  of  July  11, 
1870,  reg-iilating  hackney  carriag-es,  etc.,  and  in  regard  to 
certain  per>:^ons  and  corporations  maintaining  cabs  in  sup- 
posed violation  of  the  provisions  of  said  oixlinance.  I  think 
the  definition  of  a  hackney  coach  under  which  you  Sfay 
many  owners  of  carriages  seek  to  escape  the  payment  of 
the  prescribed  license  fees,  is  too  nan'owly  interpreted. 
The  purpose  of  the  ordinance  of  July  11,  1876,  was  to 
regulate  the  entire  subject  of  hackney  coaches,  cabs,  cabri- 
olets, etc.  The  intention  seems  to  have  been  to  require 
all  such  carriag-es  or  cabs  publicly  used  foT  the  conveyance 
of  persons  for  hire,  from  place  to  place,  to  resort  to  certain 
public  stands  to  be  fixed  by  Councils,  and  in  Section  18  of 
the  ordinance  it  is  forbidden  to  owners  or  drivers  thereof, 
to  permit  them  to  stand  elsewhere  in  the  streets  of  the  City. 
It  is  in  this  view  that  in  Section  1  hackney  carnages  are 
defined  by  terms  which  seem  to  limit  them  to  those  "sent 
upon  ])ublic  stands."  The  idea,  in  short,  was  to  require 
that  all  such  cal)s  and  carriages  should  remain  upon  the 
2)ublic  stand  provided,  and  that,  therefore,  they  might  proj> 
erly  be  defined  as  those  sent  upon  public  stands.  If  a  car- 
riage or  cab  be  used  for  all  the  public  purposes  calculated 
to  make  of  it  a  hackney  coach,  and  if  it  unlawfully  remain 
at  other  places  excepting  the  ]iublic  stands,  I  do-  not  think 
that  that  fact  alone  would  entitle  it  to  be  regarded  as  other 
than  a  hackney  coach  so  as  to  escape  payment  of  the  proper 
license  fees. 

You  say  that  exemption  is  made  of  livery  stables,  hotel 
coaches,  etc.,  or  carriages  owned  or  hired  by  hotels  which 
shall  be  used  for  the  conveyance  of  guests  only,  and  that 
the  Pennsylvania  Cab  (^onipany  have  a  large  number  of 
cabs  used  for  public  ])ur})0ses,  which  are  kept  standing  on 
the  pro]ierty  of  the  Pennsylvania  Kailroad  Company,  and 
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not  upon  public  stands.  I  am  of  the  opinion  that  such  cabs 
as  those  are  within  the  exemption  rather  than  within  the 
general  terms  of  the  ordinance,  and  being  kept  entirely 
upon  private  property  of  the  Pennsylvania  Railroiad  Com- 
pany, are  not  such  hackney  coaches  as  require  to-  be  licensed. 
Other  cabs  of  the  same  company,  you  siay,  are  permitted 
to  stand  upon  Market  and  Fifteenth  streets,  the  drivers 
seeking  business  jniblicly  upon  these  streets.  Neither  of 
the  said  streets  are  designated  as  public  stands.  I  do'  not 
think  that  fact  alone  would  save  the  cabs  pennitted  to  stand 
upon  the  streets  from  being  regiarded  as  hackney  carriages, 
and  as  such,  from  being  subject  to  the  proper  charge  for 
license  fees.  If  they  should  not  be  so  snbject,  however, 
the  alteniative  would  seem  to  be  that  they  have  no  legal 
right  to  stand  upon  the  streets  at.  all,  and  the  company 
should  be  compelled  to  remove  them  therefroan. 

You  mention  the  proprietor  of  a  stable  who  hires  out 
coupes  to  drivers  at  so  much  per  night,  the  drivers  being 
unlicensed,  you  state,  and  going  out  upon  the  streets  so- 
liciting passengers  to  convey  them  from  one  portion  of  the 
City  to  another,  for  hire.  Such  drivers  should  be  licensed. 
They  are,  to  all  intents  and  purposes,  drivers  of  hackney 
coaches,  and  the  fact  that  these  coaches  are  hired  from  a 
livery  stable  in  the  manner  you  state,  does  not  alter  their 
status. 

Regarding  the  Philadelphia  and  Heading  Railway  cab 
Company,  whose  cabs  you  say,  differ  from  those  of  the  Penn- 
sylvania Cab  Company  only  in  that  they  sieek  business  upon 
a  public  stand,  duly  desig-nated,  on  Twelfth  street,  no'rth  of 
Market  street,  I  would  say  that  so  long  as  they  do  this  there 
can  be  no  escape  from  the  conclusion  that  they  arei  hack- 
ney coaches,  and  should  take  out  licenses  accordingly.  Tf 
they  remain  upon  the  private  property  of  the  Philadelphia 
and  Reading  Railway  Conipany  seeking  business,  and  not 
upon  public  stands  or  the  streets,  they  are  not  such  hackney 
coaches. 

Relative  to  the  complaint  that  the  penalties  pro^-ided  hj 
the  ordinance  do  not  afford  sufficient  relief,  you  will,  of 
course,  understand  that  this  fact  cannot  afford  groamd  for 
other  or  more  severe  proceedings  than  those  which  have 
been  established.    The  subject  of  your  complaint  in  this  re- 
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spect  is  properly  one  wliich  should  be  brought  before  Coun- 
cils. Indeed,  the  whole  matter  seems  to  have  been  so  in- 
•sufRciently  and  uncertainly  pronded  for  by  the  exising  or- 
dinance, that  the  attention  of  Councils  should  be  drawn 
to  the  subject  w^ith  a  view  to  the  adoption  of  more  compre- 
hensive and  efficacious  system  of  reo-ulations.

Dear  Sir: — I  am  in  receipt  of  your  communication 
relative  to  the  filing  of  liens  for  the  paving  of  the  mdened 
portion  of  Cumberland  street,  from  Edgemont  street  to 
Commerce  street.  You  say  that  Cumberland  street,  be- 
.tween  the  ]>oints  named,  has  been  widened  upon  one  side; 
,  that  Councils  have  provided  for  the  repaving  of  the  street, 
but  have  not  appropriated  funds  for  the  paiang  of  the 
Tividened  portion,  and  you  ask  for  the  opinion  of  this  De^ 
partment  upon  the  question  whether  the  City  or  the  abut- 
ting owners  are  liable  for  the  cost  of  paving  the  widened 
portion  of  the  street,  and  if  the  latter,  whether  the  liability 
is  limited  to  those  owners  whose  properties  abut  upon  the 
side  on  which  the  widening  has  taken  place,  or  whether  the 
owners  upon  both  sides  of  the  street  are  chargeable  with  the 
expense  of  pa^dng  the  widened  portion. 

In  reply  I  beg  to  call  your  attention  toi  the  case  of  Yew- 
dall  vs.  City,  wdiich  has  just  been  decided  by  the  Supreme 
Court,  and  is  not  yet  reported.  In  that  case,  upon  condi- 
tions substantially  similar  to  those  which  yon  state,  it  was 
held  by  the  Court  of  final  resort  that  for  the  paving  of  the 
\videned  portion  of  a  street  where  such  paving  is  laid  upon 
areas  fonnerly  covered,  either  by  a  sidewalk  or  a  paved 
cartway,  the  City  alone  is  responsible,  such  paving  being 
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properly  a  repa^'ing,  and  that  where  the  facts  disclose  the 
former  existence  of  a  sidewalk  or  other  paving,  no  lien  can 
be  filed  against  the  abutting  owners.  It  was  in  that  case 
further  held,  however,  that  upon  those  parts  of  the  high- 
way wliere  no  paving  at  all  had  been  foTnierly  laid,  the 
abutting  owners  were  required  to  pay  the  cost,  as  the  pav- 
ing u]:)on  such  portions  is  an  original  paving.  In  the  case 
referred  to  the  liens  were  filed  against  the  abutting  ownei"s 
on  both  sides  of  the  street,  and  it  was  not  suggested  that 
any  erroT  was  committed  in  following  that,  course. 

I  would  therefore  ad\dse  you  that  liens  cannot  be  filed 
for  paving  such  parts  of  the  surface  of  the  widened  portions 
of  Cumberland  street  as  was  formerly  covei^ed  by  a  pave- 
ment of  any  kind,  whether  footway  or  cartway.  For  the 
cost  of  paving  such  portions  as  were  not  fonnerly  so  oov- 
ered,  liens  may  be  filed  against  the  property  abutting  on 
both  sides  of  the  street.

Dear  Sir  : — Your  communication  in  reference  to  Con- 
tract JSTo.  37,  Pennsylvania  Avenue  Subway,  and  as  regards 
the  liability  of  the  United  Gas  Improvement  Company  to 
make  the  nece.^is.ary  changes  in  the  gas  pipe  on  Pennsylva- 
nia avenue  at  their  own  expense,  received.  You  desire  to 
be  ad-^nsed  as  to  whether,  under  the  ordinance  authorizing 
the  lease  of  the  Philadelphia  Gas  Works,  the  United  Gas 
Improvement  Comjiany  should  make  the  change  in  the  gas 
pipe  on  Pennsylvania  avenue  specially  at  their  o-^ni  ex- 
pense. 
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The  ordinance  refen-ed  to  in  Clause  7  provides:  "All  the 
changes,  alterations,  constrnctions,  removals  and  repairs 
which  shall  be  neeessaiy  to  be  made  from  time  to  time  in 
the  proper  maintenance,  extension,  improvement  and  bet- 
tennent  of  the  said  leased  gas  works  and  ajjjmrtenanoes  and 
the  plant  of  the  Philadelphia  Gas  Improvement  Company, 
shall  be  made  and  done  by  the  said  the  UiiitedGas  Improve- 
ment Company."  *  *'*  *  *  And  in  Clause  8 :  "The 
intention  of  this  agTcement  is  that  all  changes,  extensions, 
improvements,  removals  and  alterations  in  said  gas  works 
in  the  mains,  pipes  and  appurtenances  thereto,  and  in  the 
property  needed  to  meet  the  demands  for  gas  as  herein  pro- 
vided, shall  be  made  in  such  way  and  manner  as  shall  main- 
tain said  gas  woi'ks  in  first-class  condition,  wnth  the  best 
and  most  economical  processes  in  use  that  are  customaiy  in 
the  best  regulated  gas  works."     ***** 

At  the  time  of  the  execution  of  the  lease  the  Pennsyl- 
vania Avenue  Subway  was  under  construction,  and  the 
plans  provided  for  the  alteration  and  removal  of  the  gas 
pipes  or  mains.  It  appears  that  the  Bureau  of  Surveys  had 
made  contracts  for  the  gas  pipe  with  the  McNeal  Pipe  and 
Foundry  Company,  and  had  an-anged  with  the  Bureau  of 
Gas  to  pay  for  the  labor  of  the  men  in  the  employ  of  that 
Bureau  in  the  removal  of  the  pipes.  The  Bureau  of  Gas 
having  ceased  to  exist  upon  the  execution  of  the  lease,  it 
would  follow  that  the  work  of  removal  must  be  performed 
by  some  other  Bureau  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia,  or  the 
lessee. 

It  must  be  assumed  that  at  the  time  of  the  execution  of 
the  lease,  the  lessee  had  knowledge  of  the  necessity  for  the 
removal  of  the  pipes  oA^nng  to  the  construction  of  the  Sub- 
way. There  is  nothing  in  the  lease  which  relieves  them 
from  the  liability  to  continue  this  work.  The  provisions 
of  that  lease  contemplate  that  the  lessee  should  be  at  the 
expense  of  all  removals  and  alterations  made  necessary  for 
the  proper  maintenance  of  the  gas  w^orks  and  its  appurte- 
nances. 

As  the  Chief  Engineer  states  that  the  contrad^  ISTo.  37 
with  the  McXeal  Pipe  and  Foundry  Comi)any  can  be  can- 
celled, it  would  seem  advisable    to  have  that    done,  or  if 
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agreeable,  turn  it  over  to  the  United  Gas  Improvement 
C'Ompany.  The  contract  being  revoiked  or  cancelled,  the 
City  would  be  relieved  of  any  liability  thereoii. 

It  is  unfortunate  that  the  lease  did  not  make  any  pro- 
vision expressly  for  this  ease,  but  as  it  i-equires  the  rejnoval 
and  alteration  of  the  gas  pipes  to  be  at  the  expense  of  the 
United  Gas  Improvement  Coinpany  in  all  cases,  it  would 
be  reasonable  to  infer  that  the  continuation  of  the  removal 
of  the  gas  pipes  at  the  Pennsylvania  Avenue  Subway  was 
to  be  done  by  the  lessee^ — the  United  Gas  Improvement 
Company. 

I  am  of  opinion,  therefore,  that  the;  woirk  of  removal 
should  be  assumed  by  the  lessee' — the  United  Gas  Improve- 
ment Company.

Dear  Sir: — Your  favor  of  the  25th  inst.,  in  reference 
to  assessment  bills  for  the  construction  of  a  sewer  on  York 
street,  from  Tliirtieth  to  Tliirty-fii-st  street,  received. 

You  state  that  the  Board  of  Survey oi-s  a.pproved  a  peti- 
tion of  Charles  Rotli  and  Isaiah  Fleckenstein,  builders,  to 
construct  a  sewer  at  private  expense,  on  York  street,  from 
Thirtieth  to  Thirty-first  street,  in  1891,  and  that  subse- 
quently, on  June  30,  1899,  Councils,  by  ordinance,  au- 
thorized the  construction  by  the  City  of  a  server  on  the  said 
Yoi'k  street,  from  Thirtieth  to  Thirty-first  street,  and  pro- 
vided therein  that  the  contractor  should  accept  the  sums 
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assessed  upon  and  charged  to  the  pa'operties,  in  payment. 
That  bids  were  received  for  the  construction  of  the  said 
sewer  and  the  contract  awarded  to  John  E.  Wynkoop,  and 
that  he  refuses  to  execute  the  contract  because  the  abutting 
owners  propose  to  test  the  riglit  of  the  City  to  assess  them. 

It  appears  that  the  sewecr  constructied  by  Mr.  A¥agner 
was  a  12-inch  terra  cotta  pipe,  and  apparently  was  for  the 
convenience  of  Messrs.  lioth  and  Fleckenstein,  and  that 
the  property  owners  were  not  assessed  by  the  City  for  the 
cost  of  constructing  that  sewer. 

It  is  stated  by  you  that  the  sewer  was  constructed  in  com- 
pliance ^yiih  the  ordinance  of  April  4,  1891,  and  as  that 
ordinance  refei*s  to  sewers  or  drains  on  private  or  undedi- 
cated  streets,  we  assume  that  York  street  in  1891  was  not 
a  legally  opened  street. 

In  the  recent  case  of  Philadelphia  to  use  vs.  Odd  Fel- 
lows' Hall,  168  Pa.  St.,  105,  the  assessment  against  the  prop- 
erty owners  for  the  construction  of  a  sewer,  though  they 
had  previously  paid  for  one  constructed  in  1864,  was  held 
to  be  good.  In  view  of  this  case,  I  am  of  the  opinion,  under 
the  facts  as  here  stated  by  you,  that  the  properties  on  York 
street  can  be  assessed  with  the  cost  of  the  construction  of 
the  sewer  authorized  by  the  ordinance  of  January  30,  1899, 
and  that  the  contractor  can  be  required  tO'  take  in  pa^anent 
therefor  the  assessment  bills.

3.  Those  which  you  omit  to  act  upon  will  fail,  because 
of  the  expiration  of  your  tenn  of  office  within  the  period 
of  ten  days  allowed  by  law  for  their  consideration.

Deak  Sir: — I  am  in  receipt  of  your  communication  en- 
closing various  lettei-s  to  your  Board  from  the  United  Gas 
Improvement  Company  ui>ou  the  subject  of  gas  usted  in 
the  public  schools  for  other  than  lighting  purposes.  It  ap- 
pears that  the  said  compaiiy  desires  to  place  separate  meters 
in  schools  where  gas  is  employed  for  heating  the  buildings, 
or  otherwise  for  non-illuminating  pur}X)se,  claiming  that  it 
is  entitled  to  compensation  for  gas  so  used.  Your  Commit- 
tee on  Property  refers  the  subject  to  this  Department,  with 
a  request  for  an  opinion  thereon,  "as  the  said  Committee 
have  always  been  under  the  impression  that  gas  furnished 
public  buildings  for  all  purposes  was  free  of  charge." 

The  subject  is  governed  by  Clause  10  of  the  agreement 
of  lease  between  the  City  and  the  United  Gas  Improvement 
Company,  embodied  in  ordinance  of  November  12,  1897, 
page  227.  The  relevant  provision  of  the  agreement  is  as 
follows : 

"The  United  Gas  Iiuprovemeut  Company,  its  successors 
or  assigns,  shall  from  time  to  time,  as  the  same  shall  be 
demanded  by  the  City  of  Philadelphia,  supply  to  it  in  each 
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year,  without  charge,  delivered  in  its  various  public 
buildings  along  the  line  of  its  mains,  such  amounts  of  gas 
as  may  be  required  for  illuminating  purposes  in  said  public 
buildings." 

From  this  language  it  is  seen  that  only  gas  used  for  illu- 
minating puiijoses  is  to  be  furnished  free  to  the  City,  and 
it  follows  that  the  United  Gas  Improvement  Company  has 
the  legal  right  to  make  a  p'oper  charge  for  all  gas,  except 
that  used  foa*  such  purpose,  and,  therefore,  to  insert  in  the 
school  houses  separate  meters  to  measure  the  amount  of 
gas  not  so  used.

Dear  Sir  : — I  am  in  receipt  of  your  communication 
transmitting  a  copy  of  a  resolution  of  the  Board  of  Public 
Education,  referring  to  this  Department  a  communication 
from  the  President  of  the  Board,  together  with  a  copy  of 
an  ordinance  of  Councils  authorizing  the  purchase  of  a  lot 
of  ground  at  the  northeast  corner  of  Twenty-eighth  and 
Huntingdon  streets  for  school  pur]>06es.  The  resolution 
directs  that  the  entire  subject  be  referred  to  the  City  So- 
licitor for  his  opinion  as  to  the  rights  of  the  Board  of  Edu- 
cation in  the  selection  of  sites  for  school  houses. 

It  appears  that  at  a  foiiner  meeting  of  the  Board,  held 
on  November  8,  1898,  a  resolution  was  adopted  requesting 
the  City  Councils  to  purchase  for  school  purposes,  the  lot 
at  the  northwest  corner  of  Tliirty-third  and  Huntingdon 
streets,  and  that  subsequently,  Councils  passed  the  ordi- 
nance to  which  reference  has  been  above  made,  authoriz- 
ing, supposedly  in  lieu  of  the  site  fixed  by  the  Board  of 
Edncation,  the  purchase  of  gi'ound  at  the  northeast  comer 
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of  Twenty-eighth  and  Huntingdon  streets,  for  the  price  of 
$25,000,  the  same  to  be  p^aid  for  out  of  Item  62  of  the  an- 
nual appropnation  to  the  Board  of  Public  Education  for  the 
year  1898. 

The  Act  of  February  18,  1871  (P.  L.  100),  provides: 
"That  whenever  the  Board  of  Public  Education  of  the  City 
oi  Philadelphia,  has  determined  upon  the  erection  of  a.  new 
school  house,  and  tlie  Councils  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia 
have  made  an  appropriation  of  money  to  build  the  same, 
all  matters  in  connection  with  the  erection  of  the  said 
school  house  shall  be  under  the  directioii  of  said  Board 
•of  Public  Education,  who,  immediately  after  the  appro- 
priation is  made  by  C'ouncils,  shall  have  a  proper  plan  and 
specifications  of  said  new  school  house  prepared."      *      * 

This  power  was  originally  placed  in  the  Board  of  School 
■Controllers  of  the  City  and  County  of  Philadelphia,  foiin- 
ing  the  First  School  District  of  Pennsylvania,  by  Act  of 
1818,  7  Smith's  LaAvs,  53,  and  it  still  so  remains  therein, 
the  said  Board  never  having  been  .divested  of  said  power. 
In  the  Act  of  June  1,  1885,  Article  IX,  Section  1,  there 
is  an  express  provision  in  language  as  follows:  ''The  De- 
partment of  Education  shall  continue  as  now  established 
by  law."  Moireover,  in  Article  IV,  Section  1,  of  the  same 
Act,  referring  to  buildings  and  real  estate,  it  is  provided 
that  "the  construction,  protection  and  repair  of  public 
buildings,  bridges  and  structures  of  every  kind  for  public 
use,  public  squares,  real  estate  (except  such  as  now  or  here- 
after may  be  used  foi'  educational  or  police  purposes),  sui'- 
veys,  engineering,  sewerage,  drainage  and  dredging,  and 
all  matters  and  thing-s  in  any  way  relating  to  or  affecting 
the  highways,  footways,  wharves  and  docks  of  the  City, 
shall  be  under  the  direction,  control  and  administration  of 
the  Department  of  Public  AVorks."     *     *     * 

In  the  case  of  Johnson  vs.  City  of  Philadelphia,  47  Pa. 
St.  Reports,  p.  384,  Chief  Justice  AYoodward,  in  his  opin- 
ion,  among  other  thing's,  says:  "From  an  examination  of 
the  Acts  of  Assembly  to  which  our  attention  has  been  di- 
rected in  this  case  it  is  apparent  that  everything  pertaining 
to  the  public  schools  witliin  the  City  and  County  of  Phila- 
delphia has  been  committed  to  the  Board  of  Controllers, 
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excepting  only  the  public  purse,  which  has  been  kept  care- 
fully in  the  hands  of  City  Councils." 

From  these  citations  the  inference  is  unavoidable  that 
as  the  iioard  of  Education  is  cliarged  with  the  subjeet  of 
education,  and  consequently  presumed  to  have  full  knowl- 
edge of  the  numbers  and  places  of  residence  of  children 
in  this  community  requiring  to  be  educated,  and,  tliei*efoi*e, 
to  know  the  necessity  for  school  buildings  and  where  the 
same  should  be  located,  it  consequently  follows  that  the 
matter  of  such  location  of  sites  is  vested  in  the  said  Board. 
Its  discretion  in  such  matters  is  not  in  any  manner  under 
the  control  of  any  other  body  whatsoever,  nor  can  any  such 
power  and  duty  so  imposed  by  law  upon  it,  be  by  it  dele- 
gated to  others.

Dear  Sir: — Your  favor  of  the  7th  inst.,  in  reference  to 
the  assessment  bills  for  sewer  in  York  street,  from  Thirtieth 
to  Thirty-first  street,  received. 

From  the  further  infonnation  which  you  send  us,  it  ap- 
pears that  York  sti'eet,  from  Thirtieth  to  Thirty-first  street, 
was  dedicated  in  1887,  and  was,  therefore,  a  public  high- 
way when  the  permission  was  granted  to  the  property  own- 
ers in  1891  to  construct  a  sewer  at  their  own  expense.  The 
ordinance  provides  that  the  Department  of  Public  Works 
may  gi'ant  pennission  to  property  owners  to  construct  a 
sewer  on  any  public  street  when  it  is  deemed  tO'  the  interests 
of  the  City,  and  it  requires  the  neceSvSary  manholes,  inlets 
and  intersections  at  the  sole  cost  of  the  owners;  and  further, 
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that  the  construction  shall  be  nndcr  the  direction  and  su- 
pei'\dsio-n  of  the  Department  of  Public  Works,  and  under 
contracts  wdth  the  City,  and  under  specifications  furnished 
by  the  Department. 

In  view  of  the  case  of  Philadelphia  to  use  vs.  Odd  Fel- 
Imvs^  Hall,  168  Pa.  St.,  105,  as  the  assessment  for  the  con- 
sti'uction  of  the  sewei-  authorized  by  ordinance  of  January 
30,  1899,  is  the  first  assessment  for  a  new  sewer  levied  by 
the  City  of  Philadelphia  against  the  property,  I  do  not 
deem  it  advisable  to  determine  that  the  property  o^vners 
are  not  liable  for  the  constrnction  of  tlie  new  sewer. 

As  some  doubt  exists  as  to  the  liability  of  the  pro^perty 
owners^for  the  construction  of  the  second  sewea-,  it  would 
be  better  if  the  City  should  take  the  bills  itself  and  file  the 
liens,  and  pay  the  contractor  by  wan-ant.  However,  if 
Oonncils  do  not  jiass  an  ordinance  to  that  effect,  the  con- 
tractor should  1)0  required  to  take  the  assessment  l)ills.

Dear  Sir: — I  am  in  receipt  of  your  letter  of  the  14th 
instant,  in  which  you  say: 

"On  the  23d  day  of  September,  1861,  City  Councils  en- 
acted an  ordinance  declaring  it  to  be  a  nuisance  to  place  or 
maintain  any  cellar  door,  porch  or  steps  which  shall  extend 
more  than  four  feet  six  inches  into  any  footway  of  any 
street  of  fifty  feet  \ridth  or  upwards.  On  the  21st  day  o*f 
March,  1891  (page  90),  Councils  passed  an  ordinance  re- 
lating to  the  extension  of  cellar  doors  and  steps  into  the 
footways  of  streets.  This  ordinance  does  not  mention 
porches.    Section  3,  of  said  ordinance  of  1891,  reads  as  fol- 
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lows:  'AH  ordiiiani'es  and  parts  (cf  ordiuanees  inconsistent 
herewith  are  hereby  repealed.'  Does  that  repeal  the  ordi- 
nance of  1864?" 

In  reply  1  would  say,  that  the  ordinance  of  September 
23,  1864,  is  an  ordinance  entitled  ''An  Ordinance  relating 
to  nuisances,"  the  eleventh  section  of  which  declares  the  fol- 
lowing to  be  nuisances:  "To  place  or  maintain  any  cellar 
door,  porch  or  steps,  which  shall  extend  more  than  fonr 
feet  six  inches  into  any  footway  of  any  street  of  fifty  feet 
wide  or  upwards,  or  a  proportionate  distance  into  any  foot- 
way in  any  street  of  less  width  than  fifty  feet." 

The  ordinance  of  March  21,  1891,  is  an  ordinance  en- 
titled "An  Ordinance  relating  tO'  the  extension  of  cellar 
doors  and  steps  intO'  the  footway  of  streets,  and  the  placing 
of  architectural  ornamental  features  thereon."  The  first 
section  is  as  follows: 

■'Section  1.  The  Select  and  Common  Cbuncils  of  the 
City  of  Philadelphia  do  ordain.  That  the  following  are 
hereby  declared  to  be  nuisances:  To  place  or  maintain  any 
cellar  door  or  steps  which  shall  extend  more  than  four  feet 
six  inches  into  any  footway  of  any  street  of  fifty  feet  wide 
or  u])wards,  or  a  proportionate  distance  into  any  footway 
in  any  street  of  less  width  than  fifty  feet:  Provided,  That 
in  streets  of  one  hundred  feet  in  width  and  upwards,  steps 
leading  to  the  doors  or  residences,  may  exteud  more  than 
four  feet  six  inches  into  the  footway,  but  so  that  such  ex- 
tension shall  not  reduce  the  footway  between  the  curb  and 
such  steps  to  be  a  less  width  than  eighteen  feet:  And  Pro- 
vided, also.  That  upon  streets  of  one  hundred  feet  in  width 
and  upwards,  architectural,  ornamental  features  may  be 
placed  upon  said  steps,  which  architectural,  ornamental  fea- 
tures shall  in  no  ease  be  placed  within  fifteen  inches  of  the 
extreme  projections  of  said  steps." 

Section  3  pro^vides  that  "All  ordinances  and  parts  of  ordi- 
nances inconsistent  hei^ewith  are  hereby  repealed." 

The  ordinance  of  1891,  as  is  clearly  expressed  in  its  title, 
and  in  the  firet  section  thereof,  only  relates  to  "the'  exten- 
sion of  cellar  doors  and  steps  into  the  footway  of  streets," 
and  therefore  does  not  in  any  way  aifect  the  provisions  in 
the  ordinance  of  September  23,  1864,  making  the  extensioon 
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of  porches  "more  than  four  feet  six  inches  into  any  footway 
of  any  street  of  fifty  feet  wide  or  npwaixls,  or  a  proportion- 
ate distance  into  any  footway  in  any  street  of  le^s  width 
than  fifty  feet,"  a  nnisance.  Tliat  provision  is  still  valid. 
The  ordinance  of  J\Jarch  21,  1891,  simply  re-enacts  the  pro- 
visions of  the  ordinance  of  1864  relating  to  the  extension 
of  cellar  dooi*s  and  steps  into  the  footway  of  streets,  with 
provisos  attached  permitting-  'in  streets  of  one  hundred  feet 
in  width  and  upwards  steps  Iftiding  to  the  dooi's  or  resi- 
dences to  extend  moire  than  four  feet  six  inches  into  the 
footway,  and  pennitting  architectural  and  ornamental  fea- 
tures to  1)0  placed  upon  said  ste]>s  with  the  limitations  con- 
tained in  said  jirovisos. 

I  am  therefore  of  the  opiniou  that  the  ordinance  of  1864 
is  still  in  force  so  far  as  it  relates  to  porches  extending  into 
the  footway  of  streets,  provided  said  porches  do  not  extend 
more  than  four  feet  six  inches  into  the  footway  of  any 
street  of  fifty  feet  wide  or  upwards,  or  a  proportionate  dis- 
tance into  any  footway  in  any  street  of  less  width  than  fifty 
feet.

My  Dear  Sir: — To  your  communication  of  Ajiril  21 
1890,  enclosing  letter  to  you  from  the  Secretary  of  the 
Philadelphia  Exposition  of  1899,  with  two  blanks  sent  you 
for  replies  to  his  letter,  tlie  purpose  being  to  secure  your 
approval  of  a  grant  of  the  tenijx>rary  use  of  part  of  the 
grounds  of  the  Univereity  of  Pennsylvania  for  the  puqx)ses 
of  the  Exposition,  and  wherein  you  ask  for  the  opinion  of 
this  Department  u]X)n  the  question  whether  the  request 
made  can  be  properly  granted,  my  reply  is  as  follows : 
3 
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In  one  of  the  said  blanks  sent  yon,  reference  is  made  to 
the  ordinance  of  March  30,  1894,  and  June  15,  1894.  The 
former  ordinance  was  passed  to  authorize  the  conveyance 
to  the  Trustees  of  the  University  of  Pennsylvania  of  the 
tract  of  land  therein  described,  to  be  opened  to  free  public 
use  at  all  times  as  a  park.  The  Trustees  of  the  University 
of  Pennsylvania  were  required  to  lay  out,  improve  and 
maintain  the  same  for  a  museum,  bottanical  garden  and 
park,  ^^^thout  exiiense  to  the  City,  "'to  be  ojD'ened  to  the  free 
access  of  the  public  at  all  times  forever  under  suitable  regu- 
lations to  be  from  time  to  time  agreed  upon  by  the  said 
T'lTistees  and  Mayor  of  the  said  City,"  a,nd  also  tO'  erect 
thereon  a  Museum  of  Science  and  Art,  without  exjDense  to 
the  said  City. 

In  said  ordinance  it  was  further  provided  that  for  de- 
fault in  keeping  the  premises  described  open  to  the  public 
at  all  times,  or  foT  diverting  the  said  ground  to  a.ny  other 
than  the  specified  purposes,  thereupon  the  trust  created 
thereby  should  cease  and  deteTmine,  and  all  privileges 
granted  thereunder  should  be  null  and  void,  and  that  the 
said  property  should  revert  to  the  City  of  Philadelphia  free 
and  discharged  of  all  trusts,  expenses  or  obligations. 

AVhile  there  is  in  the  said  ordinance  authority  upon  your 
part  to  join  with  the  Trustees  of  the  University  of  Pennsyl- 
vania in  making  suitable  regulations  for  the  maintenance 
and  management  of  the  ]3ark  and  buildings  to  be  thereon 
ei'ected,  this  does  not,  therefore,  confer  upon  you  alone  the 
power  to  assent  to  the  letting  of  the  grounds,  or  any  jjart 
thereof,  to  the  Association,  as  proposed  in  the  said  letter  of 
its  Secretary.  If  such  a  step  is  to  be  taken  by  you,  I  wonld 
suggest  the  propriety,  if  not  the  necessity,  of  fii-st  obtain- 
ing the  assent  of  Councils  thereto.  Consequently,  I  am 
obliged  to  advise  yon  that  the  request  made  cannot  prop- 
erly be  granted,  unless  Councils  shall  confer  upon  you  the 
necessary  authority  so  to  act.

Deak  Sik: — Tieplyiiig  to  your  coininunieatioii  of  recent- 
date  asking  inc  to  advise  ^'oii  whetlior  it  is  necessary  tO'  place 
a  United  States  Internal  Revenue  stamp  on  the  warrant  of 
attorney  accompanying  the  bond,  and  on  the  certificate 
of  electors,  in  the  matter  of  the  liquor  licenses,  I  have  to 
state  that  the  Act  of  Congress  of  June  lo,  1898,  known  as 
the  war  revenue  law  (Section  G,  Schedule  A),  requires 
every  power  of  attorney  to  pa}'  a  tax  of  twenty-five  cents, 
and  every  certificate  of  any  description  required  by  law 
and  not  specified  in  the  act,  ten  cents. 

I  think  it  is  quite  clear  that  a  twenty-five  cent  stamp 
must  be  placed  on  the  warrant  of  attorney  to  which  you 
refer,  and  I  would  so  advise  you.  AVliile  I  am  of  the  opin- 
ion that  the  certificate  named  in  the  Act  of  Congress  has 
reference  only  to  an  official  authentication  required  by  law, 
and  not  to  such  a  paper  as  is  named  in  the  Act  of  Assembly, 
which  is  merely  a,  voucher  or  recommendation  of  the  appli- 
cant for  license,  I  think  you  are  bound  to  comply  with  the 
interpretation  placed  by  the  proper  official  of  the  Govern- 
ment until  such  time  as  he  may  be  found  to  be  in  error  on 
appeal  from  his  ruling,  if  such  appeal  be  had. 

The  cost  of  the  stamp  will,  of  course,  be  borne  by  the  ap- 
plicant for  license.

Dear  Sir: — I  am  in  receipt  of  your  favor  of  May  12th, 
resjwnding  to  a  former  letter  from  this  Department  i^ela- 
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tive  to  the  exaction  of  license  fees  from  the  Phihidelphia 
Commercial  Museum,  under  the  supposed  authority  of  the 
Act  of  June  24,  1895  (P.  L.,  249).  You  ask  "to  be  ad- 
vised of  any  statute  or  the  decision  of  any  court  of  compe- 
tent jurisdiction  which  relieves  the  Philadelphia  Museums 
from  the  obligations  to  the  Conimonwealth  imposed  by  the 
general  terms"  of  the  said  act. 

In  reply,  I  beg  to  say  that  1  did  not  f<;>uud  my  conclu- 
sions heretofore  communicated  to  you,  upon  any  especial 
statute  or  judicial  decision  which  bears  upon  the  subject, 
but  rathei'  upon  those  general  principles  of  interpretation 
to  which  it  is  found  necessary  to  resort  in  all  cases  where 
questions  of  the  construction  of  statutes  are  to  be  consid- 
ered, lire  first,  and  perhaps  most  important  of  those  prin- 
ciples is,  that  words  used  by  the  Legislature  in  the  framing 
of  acts  are  to  be  regarded  in  a  reasonable  degree  with  ref- 
erence to  the  context  of  the  statute  in  which  they  are  found, 
and  to  be  given  such  a  meaning  as  will  best  accord  with  the 
2>urpose  of  the  entire  act.  The  Act  of  June  24,  1895,  is 
«<n titled  "An  Act  to  provide  for  the  licensing  of  buildings 
aiid  other  places  in  which  theatrical,  operatic  or  circus  per- 
foimiances  are  held  and  menageries  or  museums  are  ex- 
hibited, and  fixing  the  price  to  be  paid  for  said  licenses, 
and  providing  for  the  licensing  of  circuses  and  menageries 
exhibiting  in  tents  and  enclosures  of  like  character."  In 
:  accordance  with  the  abo've  title,  it  was  enacted  in 
the  body  of  the  statute  that  the  "owner  or  owners 
.or  lessee  or  lessees,  according  to  agreement  between 
■said  owner  or  ow^ners  and  lessee  or  lessees  of  a 
ibuilding  or  building's,  the  whole  or  part  of  which  are 
fitted  up  and  used  for  theatrical  or  operatic  enter- 
tainmeuts  or  for  the  exhibition  (d'  museums  shall  pay 
to  the  use  of  the  Oommonwealth  an  annual  license  fee  at 
the  following  rates."  *  *  *  The  pi'oprietors  of  cir- 
cuses or  menageries  exhibiting  in  tents  or  enclosures  of  like 
character,  are  also  required  to  ])ay  certain  license  fees 
which  are  fixed  liy  the  act.  It  seems  to  me.  to  be  apiparent 
from  the  text  of  this  act,  that  the  intentiou  of  the  Legis- 
lature is  to  require  license  fees  from  the  proprietors  of 
places  of  amusemeait  of  the  general  character  designated. 
That  is  to  say,  ])laces  where  theatrical  or  operatic  perfonn- 
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ances.  are  exhibited,  where  circTises  and  menageries  are 
maintained,  or  which  may  be  devoted  to  tlie  purposes  of 
museums;  that  is,  museums  of  a  similar  type  to  operatic, 
theatrical,  circus  or  menagea-ie  entertainments,  and  which 
are  operated,  as  all  of  the  others  commonly  are,  for  the 
private  profit  or  emolument  of  the  owners  or  lessees.  The 
resemblance  between  such  museums  and  the  Philadelphia 
Coinmercial  museum  is  in  name  only;  the  object  and  pur- 
pose, the  means  of  support  and  the  ends  to^  be  attained  are 
wholly  different  in  the  latter.  No  element  of  private 
profit  forms  any  part  of  the  plan  or  purpose  of  that  insti- 
tution. It  is  supported  by  the  public  funds  of  the  City. 
(See  ordinance  June  15,  1894,  p.  242  and  others.)  It  was 
organized  to  serve  the  public  interests  of  the  municipality, 
to  extend  and  better  its  commercial  relations  and  to  con- 
duce to  the  welfare  of  its  inliabitants  as  a  whole.  To  ex- 
tend to  a  body  of  this  character  the  jDrovisions  of  the  Act 
of  Assembly  in  question  because  that  act,  among  other 
places  of  amusement,  mentions  museums,  would,  I  think, 
be  giving  to  a  mei'ely  verbal  identity  of  terms  a  controlling 
effect,  in  spite  of  an  essential  difference  between  the  thing 
which  the  act  had  in  view  and  the  thing  to  which  it  is 
sought  to  make  its  language  applicable.  It  would,  in  short, 
in  the  interpretation  of  the  statute,  completely  ignore  the 
meaning  which  is  conveyed  by  all  of  the  context  thereof. 

You  say  that  you  have  been  advised  that  it  is  your  offi- 
cial duty  to  collect  from  the  Pliiladelphia  Museums  the 
amount  of  license  claimed  to  be  due  the  Coimmonwealth 
in  this  case.  T,  of  course,  have  no  disposition  to  interfere 
with  any  pui"pose  which  you  may  have  in  view  in  the  pur- 
suit of  such  advice.  My  foi-mer  letter  was  written  to  you 
merely  because  I  deemed  it  proper  and  courteous,  that  be- 
fore ansAvering  Mr.  Wilson's  communication  to  me  T  should 
first  advise  you  of  my  Adews.  I  \vrite  this  only  to  place 
before  you  my  reasons  for  the  conclusion  somewhat  briefly 
stated  in  my  letter  of  April  26th.

Deab  Sir  : — In  reply  to  your  communication  of  May 
11,  1899,  relatiye  to  the  deposit  of  money  in  your  hands  as 
Treasurer  of  the  Board  of  Directoi-s  of  the  City  Trusts,  in 
which  you  say  that  you  have  written  to  said  Board  stating 
that  as  such  I'reasurer  you  decline  to  recognize  any  right 
save  such  obligation  as  may  arise  from  courtesy,  in  the 
Board  of  Directors  of  City  Trusts,  to  designate  in  what 
bank  or  banks  you  shall  deposit  funds  placed  with  you  by 
said  'Board  or  its  agents,  and  that  to  this  claim  the  Board 
of  Directoi-s  of  the  City  Tnists  refuses  to  assent,  I  would 
say  that  the  subject  is  govenied  by  the  provisions  of  the 
Act  of  June  13,  1869  (P.  L..,  1,276).  That  act  provides: 
''That  all  and  singular  the  duties,  rights  and  powers  of  the 
City  of  Philadelphia,  concerning  all  property  and  estate 
whatsoever,  dedicated  to  charitable  uses  or  trusts,  the 
charge  or  administration  of  which  are  now  or  shall  here- 
after become  vested  in  or  confided  to  the  City  of  Phihidel- 
phia,  shiall  be  discharged  by  the  said  City  through  the  in- 
strumentality of  a  Board  composed  of  fifteen  persons,  in- 
cluding the  jMayor  of  said  City,  the  Presidents  of  Select 
and  Commoai  Councils  for  the  time  being,  and  twelve  other 
citizens  appointed  as  hereinafter  provided,  to  be  called 
Directors  of  City  Trusts,  who  shall  exercise  and  discharge 
all  the  duties  and  powers  of  said  City,  however  acquired, 
concerning  any  such  property  appropriated  tO'  charitable 
uses  as  well  as  the  control  and  management  of  the  persons 
of  any  orphans  or  others,  the  objects  of  such  charity,  to  the 
extent  that  the  same  have  been  or  hereafter  may  be,  by 
statute  law  or  otherwise,  vested  in  or  delegated  to  the  said 
City  or  the  officoi-s  thereof." 

By  subsequent  sections  it  is  provided  that  the  Treasurer 
of  the  C^ity  of  Philadelphia  shall  be  Treasurer  of  the  said 
Dire<'tors  of  Trusts,  and  that  the  said  Directors  of  Trusts 
shall  have  power  to  make  rules  and  by-la^vs  for  the  proper 
i-esulation  of  their  business. 
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It  is  clear  that  under  this  statute  the  co-ntrol  of  trust 
funds  of  the  character  designated,  is  vested  in  the  Board 
■of  Directors  thereby  provided  for,  and  that  no  power  of 
control  over  such  fimds  is  pennitted  to  remain  in  Councils 
or  in  any  other  Department  of  the  City  government.  The 
control  thus  granted  to  the  Board  of  City  Trusts  is  plenary. 
They  have  full  power  to  make  by-laws,  and  it  would  seem 
that  by  virtue  of  the  provisions  of  the  said  act,  the  right 
upon  the  part  of  the  Board  of  City  Trusts  to  make  such  dis- 
position of  the  trust  funds  in  their  hands  is  not  subject  to 
any  regulations  which  Councils  may  adopt.  When  provi- 
sion was  subsequently  made  l)y  Article  YI  of  the  Act  of 
June  1,  1885,  commonly  called  the  ''Bullitt  Bill,"  to  the 
effect  that  the  City  Treasurer  "shall  make  daily  deposits 
of  all  moneys  received  by  him,  in  such  banks  or  institu- 
tions as  may  be  designated  by  Councils,"  this,  I  think,  is 
to  be  understood  as  refemng  to  such  moneys  as  the  law 
had  placed  under  Councilmanic  control.  It  does  not  add 
to  or  detract  from  the  authority  of  Councils  in  respect  to 
the  funds  of  the  City,  or  those  which  it  holds  as  tnistee 
for  charitable  uses,  and  consequently  it  does  not  in  any 
degree  conflict  w^itli  or  abroa'ate  the  provisions  of  the  Act 
of  June  13,  1869. 

I  am  of  the  opinion,  as  stated  above,  that  the  subject  is 
governed  by  the  provisions  of  the  Act  last  mentioned,  and 
that  thereunder  the  Board  of  City  Trusts  have  the  power 
to  designate  in  wdiat  bank  or  banks  the  City  Treasurer,  as 
Treasurer  of  such  Board,  shall  deposit  the' trust  funds  of 
the  City.

Dear  Sir: — Replying  to  your  communication  of  April 
15,  1899,  in  which  you  call  the  attention  of  this  Depart- 
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ment  to  a  case  wherein  after  the  establishment  of  imder- 
gTound  drainage  upon  certain  preniLses  in  accordance  with 
the  ordinance  of  ^larch  4,  1892,  the  owner  of  the  property- 
has  caused  the  same  to  be  disconnected,  and  refuses  upon 
notice  to  restore  such  undergTOund  connections,  I  would 
say  that  I  find  the  ordinance  in  question  provides  no  pen- 
alty, and  gives  your  Depaitment  no  authority  to  proceed  in 
such  cases. 

I  have,  therefore,  thought  it  best  to  prepare  the  draft  of 
an  ordinance  giving  the  proper  remedies,  and  providing  a 
penalty  in  all  cases  of  similar  action,  whether  heretofore 
or  hereafter  occurring.  1  send  you  a  copy  of  the  said  draft, 
a.nd  would  suggest  that  you  have  it  presented  to  Councils 
for  their  action.  If  it  should  be  passed,  it  would  then  be 
your  duty  in  the  instance  in  view,  to  give  ten  days'  writ- 
ten or  printed  notice  to  the  owner  tO'  re-connect  the  under- 
ground system,  and  upon  refusal  or  default,  to  have  the 
work  of  re-connection  done  in  the  same  manner  as  if  it  were 
an  original  establishment  of  undergi'ound  drainage,  and 
thereafter  to  have  a  lieu  filed  for  the  cost,  thereof. 

If  the  drainage  should  again  be    disconnected    by    the 
owner,  or  any  other  person,  this  process  may  bei  repeated, 
and  in  addition  the  offender  will  be  subject  to  a  penalty  of 
$50,  to  be  recovered  by  suit  before  a  Magistrate.

AN   ORDIXANCE 

To  amend  an  ordinance  entitled  "An  Ordinance  relating 
to  undergi'ound  connections  with  sewers  to  prevent  ob- 
jectionable drainage  flowing  over  footways  or  into  the 
gutters,  or  upon  the  highways,  and  the  collection,  of  the 
cost  thereof,"  approved  the  4th  day  of  March,  A.  D. 
1892,  as  heretofore  amended,  providing  for  the  restora- 
tion of  such  drainage  when  the  same  shall  have  been  or 
shall  1)0  cut,  disconnected  or  interfered  with,  and  pro- 
viding a  penalty  for  the  cntting,  disconnecting  or  intei* 
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foriiig  tlierewith  after  sneh  nndergTonnd  drainage  shall 
have  been  established,  restored  or  connected. 

Section  1.   The  ISelect  and  Common  Councils  of  the 
Citij  of  PhUudvlpliia  do  ovda'in,  That  the  ordinance  en- 
titled "An  Ordinance  relating  to  inidergTound  connections 
with  se,wers  to  prevent  objectionable  drainage  iioAving  over 
footways,  or  into  the  gutters,  or  npon  the  highways,  and 
the  collection  of  the  cost  thereof,"  as  heretofore  amended^ 
be  further  amended  by  adding  to  Section  2  of  the  said  ordi- 
nance at  the  end  of  said    section,  the    following    words: 
"After  the  said  work  shall  be  hereafter  or  shall  have  here- 
tofore been  done,  if  any  part  of  the  system  of  such  under- 
gi^ound  drainage  or  connection  thereof  be  cut,  disconnected 
or  otherwise  interfered  with,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Di- 
rector of  the  I)e]>artm,ent  of  Public  Works,   and    he    is 
further  hereby  authorized  to  cause  the  necessary  work  to 
be  done  to  restore  said  underground  connections  under  the 
aforesaid  contract  or  contracts:  Provided,  That  in  all  cases 
where  such  cutting,  disconnecting  or  interfering  with  such 
system  of  undei-ground  drainage  or  connection  therewith 
shall  have  been  done  prior  to  the  passage  of  this  ordinance 
before  proceeding  with  the  s^id  woi-k  under  the  said  con- 
tract or  contracts,  as  aforesaid,  the  Director  of  the  Depart- 
ment of  Public  AVorks  shall  cause  ten  days'  written  or 
printed  notice  to  be  given  to  the  OAvner  or  owners  of  the 
said  property  to  restore  and  reconnect  the  said  underground 
connections." 

Sect.  2.  Tlie  said  ordinance  shall  be  further  amended 
by  adding  thereto  a  new  section,  to  be  Section  4,  in  the  fol- 
lowing words: 

"Sect.  4.  If  the  owner  or  o\niers  of  any  property,  or 
if  any  other  person  or  persons  shall  cut,  disconnect  or  in'ter- 
fere  with,  or  shall  cause  to  be  cut,  disconnected  or  interfered 
with  any  part  of  the  system  of  underground  drainage  on 
said  property  or  connection  therewith,  after  the  same  shall 
ha,ve  been  done,  or  shall  hereafter  be  established,  restored 
or  reconnected,  under  the  proA-isions  of  this  ordinance,  ex- 
cept temporarily  and  in  the  doing  of  work  necessaiy  to  be- 
done  thereto,  such  owner  or  ownere,  pei^on  or  persons,  shall, 
in  addition  to  the  foregoing  requirements,  be  liable  to  a 
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penalty  of  $50  for  each  time  that  they  or  any  of  them  shall 
so  cut,  disconnect  or  interfere  with,  or  cause  to  be  cut,  dis- 
connected or  interfered  Avith,  any  part  of  such  system  of 
undergroniul  drainage  or  connection  thel'e^\dth,  to  be  re- 
covered as  })enalties  of  like  amount  are  now  by  law  recov- 
erable.''

Dear  Sik: — To  your  communication  relative  to  the 
keeping  and  storage  of  naptha  by  Messrs.  Montgomery 
Brothers,  of  Xo.  48  North  Front  street,  manufacturers  of 
rubber  goods,  I  reply  that  the  Act  of  Assembly  of  March 
2,  1865,  page  262,  bearing  upon  this  subject,  is,  in  part,  as 
follows : 

"That  after  ninety  days  from  the  passage  of  this  act, 
no  petroleum,  benzole  or  naptha,  shall  be  refined,  or  manu- 
factured within  the  City  of  Philadelphia,  on  the  eastern 
side  of  the  river  Schuylkill,  between  Allegheny  avenue 
and  Miftlin  street,  excepting  thereout  the  area  south- 
ward of  Washington  street,  and  between  the  river  Schuyl- 
kill and  ^rhirtieth  street,  or  on  the  western  side  of  tlie  river 
Schuylkill,  south  of  Girard  avenue  and  east  of  Forty-third 
street;  nor  shall  the  same  be  kept  or  stored  in  any  building, 
or  other  premises,  within  such  limits,  in  any  gi'eater  quan- 
tity, at  any  one  time,  than  twenty-five  barrels  of  refined 
petroleum  and  one  barrel  of  crude  petroleum  and  one-  bar- 
rel of  benzine,  benzole  or  naptha,  respectively;  the  said 
baiTcls  to  be  kept,  or  stored,  in  buildings  with  cellars  of 
sufHcieiit  depth,  or  in  premises  properly  excavated,  or  em- 
banked, to  prevent  any  overflow  of  the  fluids  therefrom, 
under  forfeiture,  as  hereinafter  directed,  of  the  entire  quan- 
tity of  each  and  all  of  the  said  articdes  of  merchandise,  that 
shall  be  so  reflned,  kept  or  stored,  (-(iiitrary  to  \\\v  restric- 
tions of  this  act." 
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Even  the  quantities  of  tlie  respective  fluids  stated  in  the 
act  may  not,  however,  bo  kept  mthont  a  license,  for  the 
statute  further  provides,  as  follows: 

''That  it  shall  not  be  lavdiul  to  keep  or  store  the  said 
quantities  of  refined  petroleum,  crude  petroleum,  benzine, 
benzole  or  naptha,  mthin  the  designated  limits,  without 
license -therefor,  first  had  froin  the  J\Iayor  of  the  City  of 
Philadelphia,  upon  due  certificate,  to  be  given  by  the  Fire 
Marshal  of  the  said  City,  that  the  cellar,  excavation  or 
premises,  in  which  storage,  as  aforesaid,  shall  be  author- 
ized, will  afford  reasonable  security  from  special  danger 
in  case  of  accidents,  or  fire,  for  which  license  the  sum  of 
ten  dollars  shall  be  paid  to  the  City  Treasury;  and  such 
license  to  be  renewed  for  each  calendar  year  upon  annual 
pa^nnent  as  aforesaid." 

If  the  Messrs.  Montgomery  use  as  much  as  eight  or  ten 
barrels  of  naptha  daily,  as  you  state  you  are  informed,  and 
you  have  enui])hiints  from  business  men  in  the  neighbor- 
hood and  from  tlie  Fire  Insurance  Underwnters  regarding 
this  use  of  such  quantities  of  that  fluid,  it  would  seem  that 
the  storage  of  so  large  a  quantity  of  naptha  wonld  constitute 
a  ^nolation  of  the  statute. 

The  penalty  pro'vided  by  the  act  consists  in  the  seizure, 
removal  and  forfeiture  of  the  najitha,  benzine,  etc.,  as  pre- 
scribed in  Section  3,  which  is  as  follows: 

''Whenever  any  inhabitant  of  the  said  City  shall  make 
oath,  or  afiirmation,  before  the  Mayor  of  the  City  of  Phila- 
delphia, which  shall  afford  jirobable  cause  to  believe  that 
-any  ]>etrolenm,  l)enzine,  benzole  or  naptha,  is  improperly 
stored,  kept  or  refined,  contrai'y  to  the  provisions  of  this 
act,  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  said  Mayor  to  issue  his  war- 
rant, or  warrants,  to  any  police  officer  of  the  said  City,  or 
other  fit  pei-sons,  commanding  him,  or  them,  to  search  for 
such  jjctroleum,  benzine,  benzole  or  naptha,  wherever  the 
same  may  be,  in  violation  of  any  of  the  provisions  of  this 
act,  and  if  found,  to  seize  and  take  possession  of  the  same, 
and  cause  the  same  to  be  removed  to  such  safe  ]>lace  as  the 
Mayor  shall  thereupon  designate  in  writing." 

The  exact  moaning  and  intent  of  the  act  can  l)e  judicially 
•determined  only  by  the  proper  authonties  proceeding  in 
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accordaiu't'  with  its  terms,  as  provided  in  Section  3,  quoted 
above. 

I  would  tlicii-ei'ore  advise  that  if  the  naptha  be  kept  and 
stored  in  the  quantities  named  in  your  letter,  or  if  it  be 
kept  in  any  quantities  without  a  license  therefor  having 
been  fii-st  obtained,  as  directed  by  the  act,  that  prece-edings 
be  instituted  for  its  seizure  under  Section  3  thereof,  when- 
ever proper  ground  is  laid  for  the  belief  that  excessive 
quantities  of  the  fluid  in  question  are  being  stored  or  kept. 
Such  gi-ound  will  be  authority  whenever  any  inhabitant 
of  the  City  shall  make  the  neceseary  oath  or  aiiirmatioii  be- 
fore the  Mayor. 

As  to  your  inquiry,  how  far  the  use  of  naptha  can  be^  re- 
strained by  equitable  proceedings  independently  of  the 
statute,  I  would  say  that  if  such  use  were  decided  to  be  a 
ninsance,  it  would  be  enjoined  by  a  coiirt  of  equity  in 
proj^er  proceedings  instituted  for  that  purpose.  If  the  nid- 
sance  be  a  private  oiie,  the  i)arties  who  should  institute  such 
proceedings  Avould  be  those  persons  Avho  are  especiall}"  in- 
jured. If,  on  the  other  hand,  it  be  a  public  nuisance,  re^ 
lief  should  be  sought  by  the  representatives  of  the  State, 
either  by  way  of  criminal  proceedings  for  maintaining  the 
same,  or  by  a  suit  in  equity  begun  by  them  to  resti'ain  the 
continuance  of  such  nuisance. 

In  regard  to  your  third  inquiry,  whether  it  is  within  the 
power  of  Ooaincils  to  compel,  by  ordinance,  the  removal  of 
such  establishmen'ts  in  the  closely  built  up  portions  of  the 
City;  that  is  to  say,  in  instances  where  the  business  of 
manufacturing  -with  combustible  materials  has  already  been 
established,  I  would  prefer,  with  your  permission,  to  leave 
that  subject  untouched  pending  such  action  as  Councils 
may  take  in  the  premises.

Dear  Sir: — I  am  in  receipt  of  your  communieatioii  in 
-wliieli  yon  inquire  wliether  it  is  proper  for  your  Department 
to  make  ]iaynient  to  the  contractor,  in  part  or  in  whole, 
with  assessment  bills  made  out  against  property  abutting 
on  certain  small  streets  which  you  are  about  to  repave  under 
authority  of  the  ordinance  of  April  7,  1893  (p.  177).  You 
state  that  some  of  these  streets  are  not  upon  the  confinned 
Oity  plan,  but  that  evidence  has  been  filed  that  they  have 
Tjeen  oi>en  and  in  public  use  for  a  period  of  not  less  than 
twenty -one  years. 

An  answer  to  your  query  will  be  found  in  an  opinion 
rendered  December  6,  1895  (opinions  1895,  p.  186),  in 
Avhich,  in  response  to  a  similar  inquiry  made  by  Thomas 
M.  Thoanpsou,  then  Director  of  Public  Works,  the  follow- 
ing language  was  used:  ''In  my  judgment,  until  all  the 
formalities  ineideait  to  the  placing  of  the  street  upon  the 
City  plan  have  been  complied  with,  the  street  is  not  a.  public 
street,  so  as  to  enable  collections  to  be  made  for  the  cost  of 
laying  water  and  gas  pipes."

the  sprinkling  of  macadamized  roads  was  awarded  for  the 
year  1890,  it  is  provided  that  the  contracts  shall  not  relate 
to  "gravel  or  dirt  roads,  wdiich  are  designated  as  country 
roads,  or  roads  occupied  by  the  tracks  of  a  street  passenger 
railway  company."  I  learn  from  the  report  of  Mr.  Brooks 
that  upon  the  part  of  the  highway  on  South  Broad  street, 
south  from  the  Pennsylvania  Railroad,  the  temporary 
tracks  of  a  passenger  railway  company  are  laid. 

The  terms  of  the  said  specifications  are  sweeping  and 
seem  ajjplicable  to  all  cases  whatever,  where  roads  are  oc- 
cupied by  the  tracks  of  a  passenger  railway  company,  and 
bid  was  made  ui)on  the  basis  of  these  specifications,  and  the 
contract  was  awairded  thereon.     I  think,  therefore,  that 
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wherever  tlie  tracks  of  a  street  passenger  railway  company 
are  laid  upon  a  macadamized  roiad,  the  contractor  is  not 
required,  under  his  contract,  to  sprinkle  such  road. 

I  therefore  have  to  advise  yO'U  that  in  my  opinion,  in  the 
present  instance  the  contractor  should  not  be  held  liable 
for  the  si^rinkling  of  that  portion  of  South  Broad  street  to 
which  your  conununication  relates.

Dear  Sir: — In  reply  to  your  communication  of  May 
29,  requesting  the  opinion  of  this  Department  as  to  the 
right  of  the  Schuylkill  Navigation  Company  or  the  Phila- 
delphia and  Reading  Railway  Company,  its  lessee,  to  give 
to  the  General  Electric  Automobile  Company  the  privilege 
of  laying  water  pipe  in  the  canal  of  the  Schuylkill  Naviga- 
tion Company  to  conduct  water  to  the  establishment  of  the 
General  Electric  Automobile  Company,  in  Manayunk,  for 
the  purpose  of  supplying  the  boilers  of  the  latter  company, 
I  would  say  that  the  rights  of  the  Schuylkill  Navigation 
Company  in  the  premises  will  be  found  in  Section  1 5  of  its 
charter,  6  Smith's  Laws,  p.  261.  That  section  is  as  fol- 
lows: 

''The  said  president,  managers  and  company,  shall  have 
the  pri\'ilege,  and  be  entitled  to  use  the  water  power  from 
the  said  river,  sluices  or  canals  to  propel  such  machinery 
as  they  may  think  proper  to  erect  on  the  land  which  they 
may  previously  have  purchased  from  the  owner  or  o^\niers, 
or  may  sell  in  fee  simple,  lease  or  rent  for  one  or  more 
years,  the  said  water  power,  to  any  pei-son  or  pei-sons,  to 
be  used  in  such  manner  and  on  such  tenns  as  they  may 
think  proper:  Provided,  It  be  so  done  that  it  shall  not  at 
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any  time  impede  or  interrupt  tlie  navigation;  and  sliall  ap- 
ply the  monies  arising  fr(jni  the  sale  ui  the  water  ]>ower  to 
the  improvement  of  the  navigation,  or  repairing-  of  any 
damages  that  the  dams  or  locks  may  have  snstained." 

In  constniing  this  portion  of  the  charter  of  the  Schuyl- 
kill Navigation  Company,  Cliief  Justice  Gibson,  in  the 
case  of  ]\Iayor  vs.  Commissioners  of  Spring  Grarden,  7  Pa. 
St.,  848,  said,  on  page  364:  "Now,  a  grant  of  water  power 
is  not  a  grant  of  the  water  for  any  thing  else  than  the 
propnlsion  of  machinery;  and  it  consequently  does  not  ex- 
elude  the  use  of  it  by  any  one  else,  in  a  way  which  does 
not  injure  or  decrease  the  power.  It  is  not  a  grant  of  prop- 
erty in  the  corpus  of  the  water  as  a  chattel;  and  this  does 
not  seem  to  have  been  doubted  by  the  judge  who  decided 
the  cause  below.  A  right  may  doubtless  be  granted,  if  a 
grant  were  necessary,  to  intercept  running  water,  and  con- 
fine it  in  reservoirs  for  separate  use;  but  the  grant  of  such 
a  right  would  not  be  the  grant  of  a  water  power.  No  two 
things  can  be  more  distinct  and  dissimilar." 

The  authority  of  the  above  cited  case  has  been  often  in- 
voked, and  it  has  not  been  departed  from.  Tliereamder  tlie 
distinction  seems  clear  between  the  right  to  sell  the  water 
power  of  the  Scliuylkill  rii'er,  which  inheres  in  the  Schuyl- 
kill Navigation  Company  by  virtue  of  its  charter,  and  the 
right  to  sell  the  water  itself,  which  that  company  does  not 
possess. 

.  From  yoair  communication  and  the  accompanying  cor- 
respondence, it  appeare  that  it  is  the  latter  right  which  is 
asserted  by  the  company,  that  is  to  say,  the  right  tO'  sell  or 
let  to  the  General  Electric  Automobile  Company  the  priv- 
ilege of  carrying  away  the  water  of  the  river  for  use  in  its 
establishment  in  IManayunk, 

I  am  of  the  opinion  that  neither  the  Schuylkill  Navi- 
gation Company  nor  its  lessee,  the  Philadelpliia  and  Read- 
ing Railway  Company,  has  the  power  to  do  this.

City  Conncils  appointed  a  committee  to  investigate  the- 
management,  etc.,  of  the  Pennsylvania  Working  Home  for 
Blind  jMen,  and  du-ected  a  report  to  be  made  as  to  the  man- 
ner in  which  the  moneys  appropriated  by  the  City  had 
been  expended  for  the  maintenance  of  said  institution. 

The  authority  given  to  your  coimmittee  woaild  necessarily 
empower  you  to  call  sncli  "witnesses  and  employ  such  as- 
sistants as  may  be  found  necessary  l)y  your  committee,  in 
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order  to  carry  out  the  purpo&es  of  the  Joint  Resohition.  It 
would  a}i]>ear,  therefore,  in  niv  opinion,  proper  for  you  to 
employ  an  expert  accountant  tO'  g-O'  over  the  books,  provided 
the  exjieuse  of  such  an  expert  is  provided  for  by  appropria- 
tion, or  authority  has  been  or  will  be  given  to  you  to  exjiend 
money  for  tlie  purpoise  of  the  investigation.

You  inquire  whether  any  legal  Oibjection  can  be  raised 
to  awarding  the  contract  to  Messrs  J.  E.  &  A.  L.  Pennock, 
whoan  you  consider  the  lowest  responsible  bidders. 

In  answer  I  would  say  that  yoTi  are  the  official  to  deter- 
mine who  is  the  lowest  respouisible  bidder,  and  your  judg- 
ment on  this  matter  cannot  be  objected  tO'  or  questioned, 
when  your  discretion  in  determining  the  lowest  responsible 
•bidder  is  exercised  in  the  best  interest  of  the  City.  It  is  only 
where  there  be  unfairness  or  collusimi  in  tire  award  that 
the  Court  \sn\\  interfere  Avith  a  niunicipality  in  awarding 
contracts.  There  does  not  appear  to  be  any  material  ground 
of  objection  to  ]\Iessrs.  J.  E.  &  A.  L.  Pennock's  bid.  The 
fact  that  they  did  not  sejmrate  the  bids  under  various 
lie'ads  cannot  be  made  a  subject  of  coanplaint  by  any  other 
bidder.  That  is  a  matter  that  concerns  you  only,  and  you 
have  the  right,  if  you  deem  it  necessary,  to  have  the  bid- 
der revise  the  bid.

Dear  Sir: — In  reply  to  your  communication  of  June 
26tli,  accompanied  by  oi'dinance  No.  110,  and  wherein  you 
make  inquiry  "whether  it  is  in  legal  form,"  and  as  to 
whether  or  not  the  proviso  in  Section  2  is  not  in  conflict 
with  the  proviso  in  Section  1,  my  reply  is  as  follows: 

The  proviso  in  Section  1,  requiring-  that  *ihe  owners  of 
property  interested  shall  first  enter  into  an  agreement,  sat- 
isfactory to  the  City  Solicitor,  indemnifying  the  City 
against  "^all  damages  by  reason  of  the  opening  of  said 
streets,"  would  seemingly,  if  all  the  owners  interested  en- 
tered into  it,  cover  every  possible  claim  that  might  be  made, 
and  consequently  would  be  virtually  a  waiver  of  all  their 
rights  in  regard  thereto,  and  perhaps  also  might  be  further 
construed  as  practically  a  dedication  of  the  streets.  If  this 
were  so,  there  would  be,  as  a  matter  of  coui-se,  no'  need  of 
the  proviso  in  Section  2. 

Tlie  necessity  for  the  bond  provided  for  in  Section  2,  as 
required  l>y  the  Act  of  1855,  is  for  the  purpose  of  obtaining 
a  speedy  opening;  in  otlier  words,  to  indemnify  such  proip- 
erty  owners  as  may  be  damaged,  so  as  allow  the  authorities 
to  enter  immediately  into  the  taking  of  said  streets. 

As  I  said  above,  if  all  the  owners  are  agreeable  to  this 
proceeding,  of  course,  there  onght  to  be  no  necessity  for 
the  second  bond,  but  inasmuch  as  there  may  be  conditions 
which  do  not  appear  upon  the  face  of  the  ordinance  and  in 
relation  to  which  the  interests  of  all  the  OAvners  may  not, 
for  some  reason  unappcaring,  be  included  in  the  first  bond, 
as  for  instance  a  case  of  tenancy,  the  second  bond  is  intro- 
duced, I  suppose,  to  cover  such  possibilities.  Prima  facie, 
as  it  appears,  one  or  the  other  of  these  provisos  is  unneces- 
sary, but,  however,  in  view  of  unknown  facts  that  may  pos- 
sibly exist,  and  which  may  lie  within  the  knowdedge  of 
Couneils  solely,  the  Mayor  would  be  justified  in  approving 
this  ordinance.     It  would  alwavs  be  better,  however,  in 
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my  ojjiiiioii,  in  these  cases,  that  when  it  i>  intcuded  that  all 
of  tlie  owners  should  release  their  claims  for  damages,  that 
the  ordinance  should  provide  that  the  o\viiei-s  make  a  deed 
of  dedication.  The  deliYei'v  of  such  a  deed  would  effect 
an  0]>©ning-,  and  the  l)ond  of  the  City  thereupon  would  not 
he  necessai'y.

Dear  Sir: — I  am  in  receipt  of  your  coinmunication  rela- 
tive to  the  non-repair  of  the  north  side  of  ]\Iarket  street, 
between  Water  and  Juniper  streets,  by  the  Philadelphia 
Standard  I'elephone  aud  Telegi'aph  Company.  You  state 
in  substance,  that  said  company  has  disregarded  repeated 
notices  from  your  Department  to  maintain  in  good  repair 
the  portion  of  Market  street  i-efeiTed  to,  and  you  ask 
wdiether,  if  said  company  continue  its  present  coui'se  of 
refusing  to  make  the  necessary  repairs  in  said  street,  the 
Bureau  of  Highways  should  make  such  repairs  and  pay 
for  the  same  out  of  the  "Emergency  Item,"  and  wliether 
the  cost  thereof  could  be  collected  from  any  bonds  which 
liiave  been  filed  by  the  Standard  Company  under  the  Ordi- 
nance granting  permission  to  it  tO'  lay  its  conduits. 

In  reply  I  beg  to  say,  that  as  required  by  the  Ordinance 
•of  March  31,  1896  (Ordinance  of  1896,"  page  75),  the 
Philadelphia  Standard  Telephone  and  Telegraph  Company, 
as  principal,  with  the  Chestnut  Street  Tnist  and  Saving 
Fund  Company  as  surety,  filed  t.wo  bonds  in  this  office  in 
favor  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia  foi'  $50,000  each,  the 
one  conditioned  for  the  completion  of  its  system  within 
one  year  from  the  date  of  the  ap]>roval  of  the  plans  there- 
for, and  the  second  bond  conditioned  for  the  performance 
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of  tlio  other  roquirements  of  said  ordinance,  wliicli  are  set 
out  therein. 

The  provision  of  the  ordinance  of  1896  which  relates  to 
the  present  subject,  and  to  wliich  the  bond  of  the  company 
accordingly  conformed,  is  as  folloAvs: 

''Sect.  3.  That  said  company  shall  have  the  streets 
opened  by  it  for  the  purpose  of  coiistriicting  conduits,  re- 
paved  with  pavement  like  that  on  the  street  opened  and  in 
accordance  with  the  specifications  in  use  in  the  Department 
of  Public  Works,  for  street  repaii-s  in  the  locality  and  of 
the  character  of  tlie  street  opened  by  said  coanpany.  Streets 
of  twenty  feet  or  less  in  width  shall,  when  opened  by  said 
company  for  its  puiijoses,  be  repaved  by  it  from  curb  to 
curb.  When  streets  paved  with  asphaltum  or  other  im- 
proved pa^'ement  are  to  be  opened,  on  which  the  con- 
tractor's guarantee  has  not  expired  through  time,  thei  said 
company  shall  have  the  power  to  aiTange  with  tlie  con- 
tractor to  open  and  relay  such  pavement  under  an  agree- 
ment or  contract,  and  that  the  Department  of  Public  Works 
shall  be  empowered  to  appoint  an  inspector  to  see  that  the 
work  is  done  in  accordance  with  the  specifications  of  the 
Department;  the  obligatioins  of  said  compauy  to  cease  on 
the  filing  and  acceptance  of  the  in:S]>ector's  report,  or  the 
failure  of  the  l)epai*tment  to  enter  objections  tO'  the  same 
within  twenty  days  of  its  date." 

In  accordance  with  the  foregoing  provision  of  the  ordi- 
nance and  of  the  bond  filed  thereunder,  I  would  advise  you 
that  the  obligation  of  said  company,  in  so  far  as  concerns 
streets  of  greater  width  than  twenty  feet,  is  to  repave  such 
streets  with  pavement  like  that  on  the  street  which  it  has 
opened,  and  in  accordance  ^Wth  the  specifications  in  use  in 
the  Department  of  Public  Works  for  street  repairs  in  the 
locality  and  of  the  character  of  the' street  in  question. 

If  the  coni]>any  has  failed  to  repave  ]\Iarket  street,  or 
refuse  to  comply  with  the  requirements  of  the  specifica- 
tions under  which  it  has  done  so,  it  can  be  compelled  to 
fulfil  its  contract  obligations,  oa'  if  it  refuses,  the  City  can 
do  the  necessary  work  at  its  o^\ti  cost,  and  may  collect  such 
cost  by  suit  upou  the  bond.  In  this  connection,  I  would 
call  your  attention  to  the  fact  that  the  surety  upon  the 
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bond,  the  Chestnut  Street  Trust  and  Saving  Fund  Com- 
ptiuy,  has,  since  the  execution  of  the  same,  become  in- 
solvent, and  has  made  an  a^ssignment  for  the  benefit  of  its 
creditors,  and  that  in  any  suit  which  the  City  might  bring 
for  the  collection  of  costs  incuiTed  for  such  repaving,  it 
can  look  only  to  the  financial  respousibility  of  the  Phila- 
delphia Stanchird  Telephone  and  Telegraph  ( Vimpany.

Dear  Sir: — To  your  letter  wherein  you  state  that  "At 
the  request  of  the  water  experts,  I  wrote  to  ask  you  whether 
the  City  of  Philadelphia  can  lawfully  take  water  from  th& 
water  sheds  in  New  Jei"sey  without  the  sanction  of  the  New 
Jersey  authorities.  The  inquiry  is  made  with  the  view  to- 
ascertaining  whether  creeks  and  other  streams  in  New  Jer- 
sey can  be  utilized  for  the  Philadelphia  water  supply;"  my 
reply  is  as  follows: 

Without  for  the  time  entering  upon  coaisideration  of  the 
question  whether  the  City  has  the  authority  to  acquire' 
property  outside  of  this  State,  for  the  purpose  indicated,  I 
am  unable  fully  to  meet  the  proposition  by  reason  of  the 
lack  of  sjiecific  information  as  to  conditions  and  circum- 
stances surrounding  the  anticipiated  source  of  supply;  as, 
for  instance,  if  the  stream  under  contemplatioin  is  a  naviga- 
ble one,  the  title  to  it  is  vested  in  the  State  for  the  use  of 
the  people,  and  those  who'  live  contigiious  to  it  have  natural 
rights  to  use  its  waters  for  domestic  and  other  purpoises. 

Purthermore,  irrespective  of  their  place  of  abode,  all  the 
pco])le  of  tlie  State  liave  the  right  of  navigation  of  the  river 
without  unreasonable  interference.     It  therefore  becomes 
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a  question  of  doubt  wlietlier  the  State  itself,  mucli  less  an 
iiulividnal,  could  convey  any  title  thereto^  which  would 
conflict  with  these  individiuil  rights.  If,  as  a  fact,  the 
stream  is  not  navigable,  but  flows  through  the  land  of  sev- 
eral piroprietors,  each  would  ordinarily  have  a  right  in  the 
stream  which  could  not  be  divested  by  the  others.  That  is 
to  say,  that  each  riparian  O'wner  has  tlie  right  to  use  the 
water  of  the  stream  for  purely  domestic  purposes,  by  which 
is  meant  houseihold  use,  watering  cattle,  etc.,  and  for  these 
puii>oses,  such  may,  if  necessary,  consume  all  the  water 
flowing  through  his  land,  and  thus  deprive  an  owner  lo- 
cated lower  down  the  stream  of  its  use.  Tlie  right  of  the 
upper  owner  to  use  such  water  for  domestic  pur^DOses  would 
not,  however,  authorize  him  to  take  water  from  such  stream 
to  be  used  at  a  distance  from  it.  As  to  pm-poses  other  than 
those  tei-med  domestic,  each  owner  has  in  turn  the  right  to 
use  the  water  passing  over  or  through  his  property  for  any 
purpose  he  chooses,  provided  it  be  retnrned  finally  to  its 
usual  channel  in  its  original  state  and  without  nnreasonable 
diminution.  These  rights  I  have  refen-ed  to  here  simply 
to  explain  the  embarrassment  in  answering  the  question 
submitted  Avithomt  more  specific  information  than  that  con- 
tained in  yonr  letter,  or  Avithin  my  knowledge. 

In  1864  a  commission  was  appointed  by  authority  of  the 
Legislature  of  Xew  Jersey  (as  stated  in  the  act)  '*to  ascer- 
tain the  rights  of  the  State  and  of  the  riparian  owners  in 
the  lands  lying  under  the  waters  of  the  Bay  of  New  York 
and  elsewhere  in  the  State."  By  various  statutes  supple- 
mental to  the  Act  of  1864,  the  commission  was  made  per- 
manent, and  vested  with  the  right  to  dispose  of  by  sale  or 
othenvise,  of  the  lands  belonging  to  the  State  lying  under 
certain  rivers,  water  coni'ses,  etc.  Whether  the  authority 
of  the  commission  extends  to  creeks  or  streams  under  con- 
sideration by  the  water  experts,  I  am  unable  to  say  for  want 
of  information,  as  I  liave  said,  as  to  the  particulars  concern- 
ing the  streams  in  question.  Of  this  fact,  however,  there 
can  be  no  reasonable  doubt,  that  there  are  some  streams 
within  the  State  of  Xew  Jersey  which  could  not  be  taken 
by  this  City  without  at  least  the  sanction  of  the  authorities 
of  that  State. 

If  you  Avill  refer  to  me  the  detennination  of  the  ques- 
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tioii  as  applicable  to  any  particular  stream,  T  will  re:i}ioiicl 
to  your  incpiiry  as  promptly  as  ]iossible.

Dear  Sir: — Your  favor  of  the  loth  instant,  in  refer- 
ence to  the  application  of  ]\Iessrs.  Laul)er  &  Company  for 
a  pennit  to  extend  their  coal  vault  in  Urbana  street  in  the 
rear  of  premises  I^o,  904  Filbert  street,  received.  You 
state  that  the  only  evidence  of  Urbana  street  being  a  public 
highway  is  the  affidavit  of  Joseph  D.  Oonroy,  that  the  said 
street  had  been  opened  for  more  than  twenty-one  years 
prior  to  January  5,  1895;  and  it  also  appears  that  the  pro- 
posed extension  of  Messrs.  Lauber  &  Company's  coal  vault 
will  project  into  the  street  in  front  of  properties  situate  on 
the  east  and  west  sides  of  the  said  Urbana  street. 

The  application  for  the  permit  is  based  upon  the  ordi- 
nance of  April  1,  1899,  which  grants  peiinission  to  Messrs. 
Lauber  &  Company  to  extend  their  coal  vault  in  the  man- 
ner proposed,  and  it  requires  the  payment  of  $100  for  the 
permit  and  $50  foi*  printing  the  ordinance.  ]\Ie?srs.  Lau- 
ber. &  Company  have  paid  the  amount  required  by  the 
ordinance,  namely,  $150. 

AVhatever  rights,  however,  the  abutters  on  Urbana  street 
in  front  of  whose  property  the  vault  is  to  bci  constructed 
may  have  in  the  premises,  such  will  not  in  any  manner 
be  affected  by  the  pennission  granted  by  the  City  to  Messrs. 
Lauber  &  Company.  These  rights  may  lead  to  litigation, 
and  if  the  street  lie  not  a  pul)lic  highway,  but  merely  a 
private  way,  the  Courts  may  interfere  with  the  construc- 
tion of  the  vault.     But,  inasmucli  :is  the  miini('i]Tality,  as 
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a  matter  of  regulatioii,  lias  g-iven  its  consent  by  the  ordi- 
nance to  the  coiistructitvn  of  said  vault,  the  Board  of  High- 
way Su))ervisors  are  justified  in  acting  in  accordance  there- 
with.

DearStr: — I  am  in  receipt  of  your  communicatioai  of 
the  28th  ult.,  in  reference  to  the  transfer  of  a  pawnbroker's 
license,  and  also  as  to  whether  a  man-ied  woman  can  be 
so  licensed. 

Tlie  pawnbroker's  license  is  a  personal  privilege,  and  is 
not  assignable  unless  authorized  by  law.  The  ordinance 
of  January  19,  1856,  authorizes  the  Mayor  to  grant  lico'uses 
to  such  persons  as  shall  a})ply  for  the  same  to  use,  exercise 
and  can-y  on  the  trade  oi'  business  of  a  pawnbroker.  There 
is  nothing  in  the  ordinance  which  permits  the  licensee  to 
assign  the  license.  The  ordinance  also  requires  the  license 
fee  of  $100  to  be  paid,  but  does  not  allow  of  any  reductioai 
in  the  amount  for  any  proportionate  part  of  the  year.  The 
Mayor  can  grant  a  license  to  the  person  who  desires  to  take 
the  place,  but  he  or  she  must  pay  the  license  fee  again  of 
$100,  and  com[)ly  with  the  ordinance  in  every  respect  by 
furnishing  bond  and  policy  of  insurance, 

I  am  of  O'pinioTi  that  a  mamed  woinan  can  be  licensed 
to  canw  on  the  pawnbroking  business.

Dear  Sir: — Your  favour  of  the  26tli  ult.,  in  reference  ta 
the  removal  of  obstructions  on  the  bed  of  Orkney  street, 
north  of  Dauphin  sti'eet,  received. 

If  the  street  has  been  legally  and  properly  opened,  and 
the  bond  of  the  City  for  damages  been  tiled,  yoiu*  Bureau 
would  have  the  right  to  proceed  to  remove  the  obstructions 
in  the  bed  of  the  street.  However,  in  such  cases,  it  is 
never  deemed  advisable,  unless  absolutely  necessary,  to  re- 
move the  buildings  until  after  the  final  award  of  damages. 
It  is,  as  stated  by  Mr.  Cleveuger,  impoi-tant  that  the  jury 
who  assessed  the  damages  should  view  the  i>roperties.  It 
is,  therefore,  a  matter  for  you  to  determiine,  and  if  you 
deem  it  to  the  interests  of  the  City  to  proceed  with  the 
opening  of  tlie  street,  you  have  the  right  to  do  so.

Dear  Sir: — Your  communication  of  the  20th  ultimo, 
with  letter  of  Board  of  Water  Experts  to  William  C.  Had- 
dock, Director  of  the  Departmeut  of  Public  Works,  en- 
closed, was  duly  received.  It  appeai-s  from  the  enclosure 
referred  to  that  the  Board  of  Water  Experts  desire  infor- 
mation as  to  the  following  questions  submitted  by  them: 

1st.  "Would  the  City  of  Philadelphia  have  a  legal  right 
to  take  and  absolutely  and  permanently  divert  from  the 
Delaware  river,  near  the  AVater  Gap,  one^half  of  its  mini- 
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miun  flow  of  water  at  that  iioint,  said  water  not  to  l)e  re- 
turned to  the  river  nntil  it  has  reached  the  City  of  Phila- 
delphia?" 

2d.  ''Would  the  City  of  Philadelphia  have  a  legal  right 
to  take  and  absolutely  permanently  divert  from  the  State 
of  New  Jersey  and  deliver  to  the  City  of  Philadelphia  the 
waters  of  certain  streams,  for  instance,  the  Mullica  river 
and  its  branches  above  Eatsto  P.  O.,  and  the  Wading  river 
and  its  branches  above  Harrisville,  excepting  such  quan- 
tities thereof  as  may  be  necessaiy  for  household  use  and 
agricultural  purposes  below  the  above  point  of  diversion?" 
Inasmuch  as  the  second  question  involves  inquiries 
necessarily  included  in  the  first,  I  will  consider  them  in 
the  inverse  oi'der  froiii  that  in  which  they  are  submitted  to 
me. 

,x\s  to  the  second  question,  in  form  as  follows: 

''Would  the  City  of  Philadelphia  have  a  legal  right  to 
take  and  absolutely  and  permanently  divert  from  the  State 
of  Xew  Jersey  and  deliver  to  the  City  of  Philadelphia  tlie 
watei-s  of  certain  streams,  for  instance,  the  Mullica  river 
and  its  branches  above  Batsto  P.  0.,  and  the  Wading  river 
and  its  branches  above  HaiTisviUe,  excepting  such  quan- 
tities thereof  as  may  be  necessary  for  household  use  and 
agricultural  purposes  below  the  above  point  of  diversion?" 

I  infer  from  this  question  that  the  inquiry  is  directed 
to  asceriain  whether" the  City  may  acquire  from  individual 
owners  the  right  to  divert  the  waters  of  the  streams  speci- 
fied, with  or  without  the  consent  of"  the  State  of  Xew  Jer- 
sey. 

Without  legislative  authority  no  one  may  lawfully  di- 
vert the  waters  of  a  stream  except  in  the  exercise  of  the 
rights  incident  to  riparian  ownership,  and  these  rights  vaiy 
according  to  the  charactei"  of  tlie  particular  sitream  and 
the  use  to  which  the  water  is  applied.  The  waters  of  a 
navigable  river  and  the  soil  beneath  are  common  property. 
The  public  not  only  have  the  right  of  na^dgation,  but  all 
other  rights  incident  to  ownership:  Shrunk  vs.  ^LvTavigation 
Company,  1-i  S.  &  R.,  81;  Bridge  Company  vs.  Kirk,  46 
P.  S.,  120;  American  &  English  Enc.  Law,  16,  p.  246; 
Cobb  vs.  Davenport,  32  N.  J.  R.,  369;  Arnold  vs.  Mundy, 
1  Hals.,  1. 
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In  the  case  ot"  iion-iiavigable  streams,  the  several  pro- 
prietoi-s  along  its  conrse  own  to  the  centre  of  the  stream. 
And  every  person  through  whose  land  the  stream  runs  has 
a  right  to  the  benefit  of  the  water  as  it  passes  through  his 
property:   Augell  on  Wat.,  C.  Sec,  92. 

If  the  water  is  applied  to  natural  wants,  i.  c,  jjurely  do- 
mestic purposes,  an  upper  riparian  owner  may  consume 
the  entire  flow  without  regard  to  the  needs  of  a  lower 
owner.  But  for  artiiicial  uses,  each  owner  has  a  common 
right  to  participate  in  its  benefits,  and  hence  the  water  must 
be  returned  to  the  stream  in  its  original  condition  and  with- 
out unreasonable  diminution.  Angell  on  Wat.,  C.  Sec, 
96;  Evans  vs.  MexTiweather,  3  Scam.,  496;  Merritt  vs. 
Parker,  1  Coxe  (N.  J.),  600;  Society,  etc,  vs.  Moms  Canal 
Co.,  1  San.  (N.  J.),  157;  Farrell  vs.  Kichards,  3  Stew.  (N. 
J.),  511;  Penna.  R  R.  Co.  vs.  Miller,  112  P.  S.,  41; 
Wlieatley  vs.  Crisman,  21  P.  S.,  298;  Mayor,  etc,  vs. 
Com.  of  Spg.  Garden,  Earr,  363;  Collins  vs.  Philada.,  68 
P.  S.,  106.  In  Mayor,  etc,  vs.  Commissioners  of  Spring 
Garden,  supra,  Mr.  Justice  Gibson  says:  "The  use  of 
water,  ilo^ving•  in  its  natural  channel,  like  the  use  of  heat, 
light  or  air,  has  been  held  by  every  civilized  nation  from 
the  earliest  times  to  be  common,  by  the  law  of  nature,  and 
not  merely  public  "'^  *  *  iSFo  one,  therefore,  can 
have  an  eixclusive  right  to  tlie  aggTegated  drops  that  com- 
prise the  mass  thus  flowing,  without  contravening  one  of 
the  most  peremptory  laws  of  nature."  In  Society,  etc  vs. 
Canal  Company,  supra,  the  SuiDreme  Court  of  Xew  Jer- 
sey has  said:  "The  principle  that  assigns  to  everything 
caj)al)lc  of  ownei*ship  a  legal  and  determinate  owner,  is 
mse  and  salutan',  and  promotive  of  the  great  ends  of  ci^'il 
society.  This  princij^le,  however,  can  only  be  applied  to 
streams  of  water  in  a  limited  sense.  There  is  no  such 
thing  as  actual  property  in  running  water."  And  see  So- 
ciety, etc.,  vs.  Canal  Company  (IST.  J.),  supra;  Clark  vs. 
Penna.  E.  R.  Co.,  145  P.  S.,  438;  Seamans  Vs.  Abater  Co., 
1  Lack.,  421.  These  principles  are  of  general  application, 
and  their  adoption  by  the  Courts  of  New  Jersey  precludes 
the  possibility  of  private  ownership  in  running  streams  in 
that  State,  in  tlie  absence  of  specific  legislative  authority. 

The  ii])ariiin  ])roprietor,  having  no  ownership,  therefore, 
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in  the  corpus  of  the  water  of  the  stream,  ooiikl  not  convey 
the  title  to  the  water  to  another.  Hence  it  follows,  that 
the  City  of  riiiladelphia  could  acquire. nO'  such  right.  Had 
the  City  authorit}'  to  secure  lands  in  the  State  of  New  Jer- 
sey for  the  purpose  of  enlarging  or  improving  its  water 
supply,  it  could,  of  course  acquire  the  rights  incidental 
to  ripai-ian  ownership.  But  this,  as  we  have  seen,  would 
not  vest  it  with  the  title  to  the  stream  nor  authorize  it  to 
convey  the  water  away  from  its  natural  channel  for  the 
purpose  of  distributioii  in  Philadelphia:  Higgins  vs.  Water 
Company,  9  Stew.  (X.  J.),  538;  the  Acquackamonk  Water 
Co.  vs.  Watson,  2  Ibid,  366;  Clark  vs.  Penna.  R.  R.,  145 
P.  S.,  438;  Haupt's  Appeal,  125  P.  S.,  211;  Lord  vs.  Mead- 
viUe  Water  Co.,  135  P.  S.,  122;  Penna.  R.  R.  Co.  vs.  Mil- 
ler, 3  Atl.  Rep.,  780;  Garwood  vs.  N.  Y.  Co.  and  H.  R.  R. 
Co.,  83  N.  Y.,  400;  Coal  Co.  vs.  AVater  W^orks  Co.,  P.  L., 
7  E.  &  I.  App.  (Eng.),  697. 

I  am  of  the  opinion,  thei-efore,  that  the  City  of  Phila- 
delphia cannot  "take  and  absolutely  and  permanently  di- 
vert from  the  State  of  New  Jersey"  the  waters  of  the 
streams  specified  in  the  question  now  under  consideratioii 
without  the  consent  of  the  authorities  of  that  State,  even 
though  vested  with  power  to  acquire  and  hold  lands  out- 
side the  State  of  Pennsylvania  for  the  purpose  of  increas- 
ing or  improving  its  water  supply.  In  a  fo'nner  communi- 
cation to  ^Ir.  Haddock,  I  stated  that  the  City  had  no  po^ver 
to  acquire  lands  for  this  purpose  beyond  the  State  limits. 

The  Legislature  of  New  Je;reey  may  authorize  the  di- 
vei-sion  of  the  watei-s  of  a  stream  by  a  coi-poTation  of  that 
State,  provided  due  compensation  be  made  to  those  whose 
rights  are  invaded;  Society,  etc.,  vs.  Canal  Co.,  1  Saxt.  (N. 
J.),  157.  There  appears  to  be  some  doubt,  however,  as 
to  the  power  of  the  authorities  of  that  State  to  authoa-ize 
the  conveyance  of  the  water  of  its  navigable  streams  out- 
side the  limits  of  the  State,  by  grant  oa*  othermse:  Arnold 
vs.  Mundy,  1  Hals.  Rep.,  L  Whetlier  the  Legislature  has 
the  power  to  authorize  such  disposition  of  any  of  its 
streams,  is  at  least  questionable.  In  Arnold  vs.  Mundy, 
supra,  the  Supreme  Court  of  Xew  Jersey  said  (p.  78): 
"The  sovereigii  power  itself,  therefore,  cannot,  consistently 
with  tlic  ])riiicip]('s  of  the  law  of  nature  and  the  constitu- 
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ti<.>n  of  a  well  (irdcrcd  societv,  iiutkc  a  dii't'ct  and  alisolute 
grant  of  the  waters  of  the  iState,  divesting  all  the  citizens 
of  their  common  right.  It  would  be  a  grievance  which 
never  could  be  long  borne  by  a  free  people."  As  tli©  case 
the'ii  under  consideration  involved  an  inquiry  as  to  indi- 
vidual and  public  rights  in  the  navigal)le  waters  of  the 
State,  it  may  be  said  that  the  language  of  the  Court  has 
application  only  to  such  waters.  But  in  view  of  the  fact 
that  the  riparian  owner  on  tidal  or  non-tidal  waters,  ex- 
cept for  purely  domestic  purjwses,  is  entitled  only  to-  the 
tempoa*ary  use  of  tlie  water  as  it  flows  along  or  through 
his  land,  can  it  be  successfully  contended  that  the  surplus 
is  not  commoai  properiy,  especially  if  it  be  tributary  to  the 
rivere  of  the  State?  The  limitation  upon  legislative  au- 
thority defined  in  Arnold  vs.  ]\Iundy,  siipfa,  was  disap- 
proved by  the  Supreme  Court  of  Xew  Jersey  in  Goiigli 
vs.  Ball,  1  Zab.,  156.  In  the  latter  case,  Randolph,  Judge 
(p.  165),  said:  "There  are  some  species  of  common  prop- 
erty, such  as  light  and  air,  winch  cannot  be  granted,  and 
it  is  insisted  that  this  is  of  that  character- — but  I  do'  not  so 
consider  it;  it  rather  partakes  of  the  character  of  the  pub- 
lic domain ;  it  may  l)e  leased  or  granted  away  by  the  State, 
or  disposed  of  in  any  other  way  so  as  not  tO'  interfere  mth, 
or  impair  the  public  right  of  navigation,  or  the  power  of 
the  general  government  to  regulate  eoaiimerce  and  naviga- 
tion in  bays  and  harbors.  I  am  aware  of  no  constitutional 
restriction  of  the  Legislature  to  pass  an  act  of  the  kind 
now  under  consideration.  It  impairs  the  obligation  of  no 
contract,  it  takes  no  private  property  for  public  use  with- 
out compensation;  Init,  oai  the  contrary',  converts  the  pub- 
lic property  into  private  use,  rendering  such  compensation 
as  the  Legislature  may  require." 

Aside  from  tbe  question  as  to  the  power  of  the  State  in 
the  premises,  its  authorities  appear  to  be  alive  to  the  im- 
portance of  maintaining  their  rights  in  the  streams  of  the 
State,  as  will  appear  by  reference  to  the  Act  23d  March, 
1883,  P.  L.  (N.  J._),  231.  This  Act  is  supplemental  to  an 
Act  of  the  preceding  year,  entitled  "An  Act  to  pro\dde 
for  the  ap])ointment  of  coniinissioners  to  detcrminie  u]>0'n 
plans  for  the  storage  of  any  waters  of  this  State  for  the 
])urpo8e  of  furnishing  to  the    cities    and    towns    a    joint 
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Avatcn-  supply."  Under  the  Act  of  1883  the  powers  of  the 
coiiiini.ssioiiers  were  eiilarged,  and  they  were  also  author- 
ized to  institute  proceedings  "in  the  name  of  the  State  of 
IS^ew  Jersey,  to  restrain  any  other  State,  or  any  persoii,  or 
any  ninnic-ipal  or  other  corporation  from  diminishing  the 
flow  at  the  point  where  it  enters  this  State,  of  any  stream  of 
potable  water,  by  conducting  away  from  such  stream,  or 
from  sources  lying  within  its  water  shed  and  within  the 
boundaries  of  another  State,  any  portion  of  the  w^aters 
naturally  tributary  to  such  stream,  or  which  are  tributary 
thereto,  so  as  to  render  sucli  stream  and  waters,  at  the 
point  where  they  enter  this  State,  unfit  for  the  supply  of 
cities  and  towns  or  for  domestic  use,"  etc.  The  section  just 
quoted  was  incorporated,  it  seems,  to  prevent,  if  possible, 
the  then  threatened  diversion  by  the  City  of  Xew  York 
of  the  waters  of  the  Kamapo  river,  although  tlie  immediate 
sonrce  of  the  contemplated  supply  was  within  the  State  of 
New  York.  Under  these  circumstances,  can  it  be  doubted 
that  had  the  attempt  been  made  to  divert  the  waters  of  a 
stream  entirely  within  tlie  State  of  New  Jersey,  thei  pro- 
visions of  the  Act  would  have  been  so  framed  as  to  prevent 
its  consnmmation  ? 

As  to  yonr  first  question,  in  form  as  follo^ws: 

"Would  the  City  of  Philadelphia  have  a  legal  right  to 
take  and  absolutely  and  permanently  divert  from  the.  Dela- 
ware river,  near  the  Water  Gap,  one-half  of  its  minimum 
flow  of  water  at  that  point,  said  water  not  to  be  returned  to 
{Jie  i-iver  until  it  has  reached  the  City  of  Philadelphia?" 

In  answering  this  question,  I  shall  not  contine  the  in- 
quiry to  the  locality  indicated,  as  the  particular  point  at 
which  the  water  may  be  diverted  froin  the  i-iver,  if  beyond 
the  ten-itorial  limits  of  the  City,  is  immaterial,  except  in 
so  far  as  it  may  affeet  individual  rights.  There  will  be  no 
reason,  therefore,  to  refer  speciflcally  to  questions  contained 
in  other  communications,  or  suggested  during  onr  several 
interviews  on  the  subject. 

It  is  a  generally  accepted  principle  of  law  that  the  soil 
underlying  navigable  rivers  and  the  water  of  the  sti'eam, 
are  public  property  vested  in  the  sovereign  power  in  trnst 
for  the  people.     Unlike  Pennsylvania,  however,  the  State 
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of  New  Jersey  adheres  to  the  doctrine  of  the  common  law 
as  applied  to  water  courses,  and  holds  only  those  streams 
to  be  navigable  in  which  the  tide  ebbs  and  flows.  As  a  re- 
sult of  the  application  of  this  rule,  the  soil  under  non- 
tidal  waters  and  under  rivers  above  the  rise  and  fall  of  the 
tide,  in  the  State  of  New  Jersey,  is  vested  in  the  riparian 
owners,  and  not  in  the  State,  even  though  the  streams  are 
in  fact  navigable:  Cobb  vs.  Davenport,  82  N.  J.  R.,  369. 
In  Pennsylvania  the  question  is  detennined  in  accordance 
mtli  the  principles  of  the  civil  law,  and  all  rivers  and 
streams  of  water  that  are  subject  to  tides,  or  capable  of 
being  navigated  in  the  common  sense  of  the  term,  are 
treated  as  navigable,  and  the  title  to  them  is  vested  in  the 
State:  Flanigan  vs.  Philadelphia,  42  P.  S.,  219;  Eundel 
et  al.  vs.  Canal  Co.,  14  How.,  80.  This  conflict  in  the 
law  of  the  respective  States  is  of  more  or  less  importance, 
in  so  far  as  the  present  inquiry  is  concerned,  inasmuch  as 
the  Delaware  river  is  non-tidal  above  the  Trenton  Falls, 
althoiugh  it  is,  in  fact,  navigable  for  many  miles  further 
up  tlie  stream.  By  force  of  the  laws  of  the  respective 
States,  the  soil  beneath  the  water  north  of  the  Trenton 
Falls  along  the  New  Jersey  side  belongs  to  the  riparian 
ownei-s,  with  all  rights  incident  to  such  ownership,  subject 
only  to  the  right  of  the  public  to  use  the  stream  for  navi- 
gable purposes,  while  the  soil  on  the  Pennsylvania  side 
and  the  waters  above  it,  are  retained  as  eminent  domain 
for  the  use  of  all  the  citizens  of  the  State.  Under  the 
New  Jersey  law,  therefore,  the  rights  of  the  riparian  owner 
in  the  water  cannot  be  interfered  with  unless  compensa- 
tion be  made,  while  under  the  law  of  Pennsylvania  the  ri- 
parian owner  is  entitled  to  no  rights  in  the  water  (except 
perhaps  for  purely  domestic  puqDOses)  other  than  those  en- 
jo;\'ed  bv  the  public:  Shrunk  vs.  Sch.  Nav.  Co.,  14  S.  &  P., 
71. 

In  order  to  determine  what  authority  the  City  of  Phila- 
delphia may  have  to  divert  and  supply  the  water  of  the 
Delaware  river  to  its  use,  it  is  necessary  to  make  inquirs' 
into  the  rights  of  the  States  of  Pennsylvania  and  New 
Jersey  in  the  premises. 

In  the  royal  charters  for  Pennsylvania  and  New  Jersey, 
the  foiTner  is  described  as  bounded  "on  the  east"  by  said

river,  and  the  latter  is  boinided  on  the  west  by  "the  east 
side"  of  said  river.  JS^either  charter  granted  to  the  several 
proprietors  any  title  to  the  Delaware  river,  the  title  thereto 
being  retained  by  the  Cl^own  for  the  benefit  of  the  people: 
Oomiin.  of  Penna.  vs.  President,  etc.,  for  erecting  bridge 
over  the  Delaware  river  near  Trenton,  9  Am.  Law  Reg., 
298;  McKean  vs.  Del.  Riv.  Canal  Co.,  49  P.  S.,  424; 
Atty.  Gen'l  vs.  D.  Ac  B.  B.  K  R.  Co.,  12  Gr.  1;  Tinicum 
Fishing  Co.  vs.  Carter,  01  P.  S.,  21;  Corfield  vs.  Corgell, 
4  Wash.  C.  C.  R.,  371;  Bennett  vs.  Bogg^,  1  Bald.,  60. 
And  this  was  the  situation  at  the  close  of  the  Revolutionary 
War.  By  the  treaty  of  Peace  between  Great  Rritain  and 
the  United  States,  in  1783,  the  former  relinquished  all 
claims  to  public  property  in  the  former  colonies,  and  the 
Delaware  river  became  the  boundary  between  two  inde- 
pendent States.  The  original  title  to  the  river  having  been 
in  neither  of  them,  and  there  having  been  no  compact  or 
agTeement  with  reference  thereto,  each  State,  by  the  rule 
of  international  law,  acquired  title,  and  its  dominion  ex- 
tended, to  the  middle  of  the  river:  Rundle  et  al  vs.  D.  & 
R.  Canal  Co.,  14  How.,  80;  Atty.  GenT  vs.  D.  &  B.  R. 
R.  Co.,  supra;  Tinicum  Fishing  Co.  vs.  Carter,  supra; 
President,  etc.,  vs.  Trenton  Bridge  Co.,  2  Beas.,  46;  Cor- 
field vs.  Corgell,  4  Wash.,  C.  C.  R.,  371;  Bennett  vs. 
Boggs,  1  Bald.,  60.  By  agreement  between  the  two  States, 
the  Delaware  river  was  made  a  common  highway,  equally 
free  and  open  for  the  use,  beneiit  and  advantage  of  the  con- 
tracting parties,  each  State  to  enjoy  and  exercise  a  concur- 
rent jurisdiction  betweem  tbe  shores  of  the  river.  Pennsyl- 
vania subsequently  contended  that  by  virtue  of  the 
compact  it  had  a  property  right  in  common  with  New  Jer- 
sey in  the  entire  soil  of  the  river;  that  its  authority  ex- 
tended, therefore,  to  the  east  or  Jersey  shore,  and  that  no- 
erection  oould  in  consequence  be  made  in  any  part  of  the 
river  \rithout  its  consent.  Tliis  claim  was  denied  by  the 
New  Jei"sey  authorities,  the  latter  contending  that  the  pur- 
poses of  the  compact  were  merely  '.'to  secure  the  adminis- 
tration of  justice,  and  to  secure  to  the  contracting  parties 
the  use  of  the  river  as  a  public  highway;  that  the  provisions 
for  coTicurrent  jurisdiction  had  reference  to  the  former 
only;  that  it  was  a  police  regulation  merely,  and  gave  to 
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neither  of  the  States  any  dominion  or  authority  whatever, 
or  right  in.  or  control  of,  that  part  of  the  soil  of  the  river, 
wiiich,  by  the  law  of  nations,  belonged  to  the  other." 
Atty.  (Jen'l  vs.  I).  &  B.  B.  K.  li.  Co.,  12  Or.,  1.  But  see 
Kundle  et  al.  vs.  D.  &  R.  Canal  Co.,  supra;  McKean  vs. 
Del  Kiver  Div.  Canal  Co.,  49  P.  S.,  424. 

The  first  dispute  w^as  caused  by  the  Legislature  of  New 
Jei-sey  authorizing  by  the  Act  of  February  4,  1815,  the 
erection  of  a  wing  dam  on  the  Jersey  shore,  and  the  diver- 
sion of  water  to  supply  mills  and  other  machinery.  The 
coiisent  of  Pennsylvania  was  not  requested,  and  it  protested 
against  the  erection  of  the  dam.  Conimissioneirs  were  ap- 
pointed by  both  States  to  settle  the  dispute,  but  they  failed 
to  agree,  and  the  wing  dam  was  constructed  and  remained 
in  the  i-iver.  In  1820  (March  1,  1820,  Nix.  Dig.,  533)  New 
Jersey  enacted  that  "no  bridge,  iioating  stage  or  other  de- 
vice in  the  nature  of  a  bridge,  no  dam,  wing  oir  other  de- 
vice, creating,  draining  off,  or  using  a  water  power,  or 
taking  fish,  shall  hereafter  be  located,  placed  or  dug  in  any 
part  of  the  Delaware  river  between  New  Jersey  and  Penn- 
sylvania, without  a  view  first  had  by  three  skillful  and  re- 
spectalde  freeholders  of  eacli  State."  The  controversy  as 
to  the  proper  interpretation  of  the  compact  being  still  open, 
notwithstanding  the  act  just  referred  to,  Pennsylvania  pro- 
posed that  the  matter  should  be  submitted  to  the  United 
States  (^b'urt  for  settlement.  New  Jersey  refused  to  accept 
the  proposition.  Commissi(mers  were  appointed  to  effect, 
if  possible,  some  arrangement  by  which  each  State  should 
be  authorized  to  divert  watei*  necessary  for  coiitemplated 
eanals,  etc.  The  Conimissiooiers  finally  agreed  upon  terms, 
but  the  compact  proposed  l>y  them  was  never  ratified  by 
either  party.  Each  State  appropriated  in  the  meantime  as 
much  of  the  waters  of  the  river  as  suited  its  purpose.  In 
1827-8,  Pennsylvania  diverted  the  river  Lehigh,  a.  tributary 
of  the^'Delaware,  and  after^vards  finding  that  stream  in- 
sufficient, took  additional  water  for  the  canal  out  of  the 
Delaware  river.  In  1830,  the  J^egislature  of  New  Jersey 
passed  an  act  authorizing  the  Delaware  and  Raritan  Canal 
Company  to  divert  water  from  the"  river.  In  conrmenting 
upon  the  right  of  the  State  of  New  Jersey  tO'  grant  the  au- 
thority to  tlic  Cduipaiiy,  tlif  ( 'Imnccllor  of  New  Jersey  in 
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re  Atty.  Geii'l  vs.  1).  cV  15.  15.  K.  K.  Co.,  ^itpra  (p.  22) 
said:  ''In  the  erection  of  wing  dams  in  the  river  without  the 
consent  of  this  State,  and  in  like  manner  withdrawing  water 
from  the  river  for  the  purpose  of  her  canal  navigation, 
Pennsylvania  has  given  a  practical  construction  of  the  com- 
pact which  conclusively  establishes  against  her  the  right 
of  this  State  to  do  the  like  acts  without  her  concuiTence." 
And  to  the  same  effect,  see  Kundle  et  al.  vs.  1).  &  R.  Canal 
Oc,  supra.  While  the  conflict  continned  for  a  time  be- 
tween the  States  as  to  the  meaning  of  the  compact,  there 
was  none  in  actual  practice.  Citizens  of  Pennsylvania, 
with  and  without  the  sanction  of  its  Legislature,  and  with- 
out receiving  or  asking  the  consent  of  jSTew  Jersey,  con- 
tinued to  erect  dams  and  other  structures  o-n  the'  west  side 
of  the  river.  In  like  manner  citizens  of  New  Jersey  erected 
similar  structures  in  the  river  on  the  east  side,  and  each 
State  has  authorized  the  withdrawal  of  water  froin  the  river 
from  time  to  time  for  the  purpose  of  artilicial  navigation, 
})()\ver,  etc.,  without  the  consent  of  the  other.  And  while 
no  agreement  has  been  reached  between  them  upon  the 
matters  then  in  controversy,  it  may  be  inferred  from  the 
course  of  conduct  adopted  by  both  States  that  each  recog- 
nized in  the  other  the  right  to  make  erections  in  the  river 
and  to  divert  its  waters  so  long  as  either  did  nothing  to  in- 
terfere unreasonably  with  the  lise  of  the  stream  as  a  public 
highway. 

Were  it  not  for  the  compact  of  1783  betAvcen  the  two 
States  there  would  be  little,  if  any,  doubt  as  to  their  re- 
spective rights  to  the  soil  or  water  of  the  Delaware  river, 
as  under  inteniational  law,  which,  in  the  absence  of  spe- 
cific agreement,  governs  in  determining  the  teiTitorial  lim- 
its of  adjoining  inde]>endent  States,  each  would  be  entitled 
absolutely  to  the  soil  between  its  shore  and  the  centre  of 
the  stream.  The  water  of  the  stream,  from  its  very  nature, 
would  necessarily  be  held  in  common,  a  division  between 
them,  in  so  far  as  ownership  in  the  corpus  of  the  water  is 
concerned,  being  impossible,  as  unlimited  authority  could 
not  be  exercised  over  the  one-half  of  the  water  of  the 
stream  without  necessarily  affecting  the  other  lialf.  Hence 
each  State  mnst  exercise  its  Qiwn  right  in  snch  manner  as 
not  to  destroy  or  materially  injure  the  right  of  the  other: 
Vattel,  Book"  1,  Chap.  22,  Sees.  271-3.  Whether  the  con- 
tention of  Pennsylvania,  that  it  has  a  propertv  right  in  com- 
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mon  with  New  Jereey  in  the  entire  soil  of  the  river,  is  the 
proper  constniction  of  the  compact  between  them,  or 
whetlier  the  contention  of  New  Jersey,  that  the  territorial 
limits  of  each  State  are  bounded  by  the  centre  of  the  Dela- 
ware river,  is  correct,  seems  to  me  to  be  immaterial  for  the 
piir]X)ses  of  the  present  inquii-y ;  in  any  event,  the  water  of 
the  river  could  only  be  held  in  common  between  them  as 
as  it  is  susceptible  of  no  other  ownersliip,  unless  the  title 
to  it  Avere  confined  to  one  of  tlie  two  States.  Tlie  latter 
proposition  has  never  been  advanced  l^y  either  party. 

By  the  compact  of  1783,  each  State  bound  itself  to  for- 
ever maintain  the  river  as  a  "common  highway,  equally 
free  and  open  for  the  use,  benefit  and  advantage  of  the 
contracting  parties,"  etc.  Each  State  is  bound  under  the 
terms  of  the  agreement  to  authorize  or  pennit  the  erection 
of  no  structure,  nor  work  of  any  kind,  that  would  interfere 
with  the  navigation  of  the  stream ;  indeed,  the  same  limita- 
tion would  have  been  imposed  upon  both  States  under  in- 
ternational law,  aside  from  the  stipulations  of  any  agree- 
ment. Subject  to  this  limitation  each  of  the  States  is  en- 
titled to  divert  one-half  of  the  water  of  the  river;  that  is 
to  say,  each  State  is  entitled  to  take  one-half  of  the  water 
in  excess  of  that  actually  required  to  keep  and  maintain  the 
river  as  a  "common  highway,  equally  free  and  open  for 
the  use,  benefit  and  advantage"  of  the  people  of  both  States. 
Neither  State,  however,  is  entitled  to  take  one-'half  its  flow, 
for  if  the  right  tO'  doi  soi  may  be  exercised  by  one,  it  may 
be  exercised  by  both,  the  result  of  which  would  be  to  de- 
stroy the  stream  as  a  "common  liighway." 

I  am  of  the  opinion,  therefore,  that  the  State  of  Penn- 
sylvania may  legally  divert  onc'-lialf  of  the  surplus  water 
from  the  Delaware  river,  as  above  defined,  without  the 
consent  of  the  New  Jersey  authorities,  and,  as  the  City 
of  Philadelphia  has  authority,  under  the  Act  of  1887,  to 
acquire  lands,  streams,  etc.,  in  any  part  of  the  State  for 
the  purpose  of  improving  or  extending  its  water  supply, 
that  the  City  may  likewise  divert  and  apply  onenhalf  of  the 
sur}>lus  of  said  water  to  its  use  at  any  point  above  the  City, 
provided,  that  the  rights  of  other  mimicipalities  on  the 
Pennsylvania  side  to  take  water  from  the  river  are  not  in- 
vaded.    If  individual  rights  should  be  injuriously  affected 
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•or  destroyed  by  the  City  in  taking  water  from  the  river, 
it  would  be  liable  to  answer  in  damages  to  the  amount  of 
the  injury  inflicted.

Dear  Sir: — Your  letter  of  recent  date  relative  to  the 
-authority  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia  to  obtain  its  water 
supply  from  the  pine  lands  of  Southern  ISTew  Jersey,  was 
duly  received.  In  your  communication  you  ask:  "Will 
you  kindly  look  into  this  matter  and  advise  me  whether 
there  are  any  legal  obstructions  in  the  way  of  the  City  se- 
curing possession,  in  fee  simple,  of  a  portion  of  this  section 
of  the  country  for  the  purpose  of  holding  it  as  a  water 
shed,  and  bring  a  supply  from  it  to  the  City  of  Philadel- 
phia?" 

In  answer  to  a  communication  of  his  Honor,  the  Mayor, 
I  have  pointed  out  the  difficulties  to  be  encountered  in  at- 
tempting to  secure  a  supply  of  water  from  the  source  named 
by  reason  of  the  possible  interference  with  public  or  pri- 
vate rights  of  citizens  of  l^&w  Jei-sey.  At  this  time,  there- 
fore, I  shall  confine  my  answer  to  the  consideration  of  the 
question  of  the  right  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia  to  acquire 
lands  in  fee  simple,  in  the  State  of  ISTew  Jersey,  for  the 
purpose  named. 

Municipal  corporations  possess  and  can  exercise  the  fol- 
lowing powers  and  no  others:  First,  those  granted  in  ex- 
press words;  second,  those  necessarily  or  fairly  implied  in 
or  incident  to  the  powers  expressly  granted;  third,  those 
essential  to  the  declared  objects  and  purposes  of  the  cor- 
poration— not  simply  convenient,  but  indispensable.  Any 
fair,  reasonable  doubt  concerning  the  existence  of  the 
power  is  resolved  by  the  Courts  against  the  corporation 
and  the  }>ower  is  denied.     Dillon  on  Mun.  Coi-p.,  4  Ed., 
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vs.  Richmond,  12  Ld.,  3-1  J>;  Dnlrvniple  vs.  AVilkcsbarre,  2 
Lnz.  Reg.,  39;  Weimer  vs.  Worth  Township,  104  P.  S., 
320;  Schroder  vs.  Lancaster,  (>  Lan.  Bar.,  201. 

Since  a  innnicijial  corporation  is  not  limited  to  the  exer- 
cise of  powei's  specially  granted,  Lnt  possess  in  addition  all 
such  powers  as  are  necessarily  incident  to  those  specified, 
or  essential  to  the  piu'poises  and  o^^jects  of  its  corporate  exis- 
tence, it  may,  unless  restrained  by  some  statute,  purchase 
and  hold  all  such  property  as  may  be  necessary  to  the 
proper  exercise  of  any  powers  specifically  conferred  or  es- 
sential to  those  piu-poses  of  municipal  government  for 
which  it  was  created.  In  re  Girard  will  case,  2  Howard, 
127;  Kitchum  vs.  Buffalo,  14  N.  Y.,  350;  Coldwater  vs. 
Tucker,  30  j\lich.,  474;  !Mayor,  etc.,  vs.  New  York,  99 
N.  Y.,  569;  Newman  vs.  Ash  et  al.,  9  Baxt.,  380;  De- 
Witt  vs.  San  Francisco,  2  Cal.,  289.  ^Municipal  corpora- 
tions being  created  chiefly  as  governmental  agencies,  and 
for  the  attainments  of  local  objects  merely,  the  general  rule 
is  that  they  cannot  purchase  and  hold  real  estate  beyoaid 
their  territorial  limits,  unless  the  power  has  been  specifi- 
cally conferred  by  the  Legislature  or  arises  by  necessary  im- 
plication from  the  powers  granted  to  it.  Dillon  on  Mu- 
nicipal Corporations,  Yol.  2,  Sec.  505,  Fourth  Ed.; 
Straubs  vs.  City  of  Pittsburg,  38  P.  L.  J.,  91;  North 
Ilumpstead  vs.  Humpstead,  2  Wend.,  131;  Riley  vs.  Roch- 
ester, 9  N.  Y".,  04. 

It  has  been  held,  however,  in  some  States,  that  a  mu- 
nicipal corpoi-ation  may,  without  special  grant,  purchase 
and  hold  extra  territorial  lands,  as  for  a  jiest  house,  ceme- 
tery, and  the  like  objects  of  a  municipal  character.  Dillon 
on  Mun.  Corp.,  Sec.  505;  Thompson  vs.  Moran,  44  Mich., 
602;  Richmond  vs.  Henrico  County,  83  Va.,  204. 

In  carrying  on  the  business  of  supplying  water  the  City 
of  Philadelphia  stands  in  the  position  of  a  private  corpora- 
tion. Gilmartin  vs.  Phila.,  71  P.  S.,  140.  The  operation 
of  the  water  works,  like  the  manufacture  of  gas,  is  discre- 
tionary with  the  City,  and  may  be  carried  on  or  discontin- 
ued, at  its  option.  It  is  not  done  in  the  exercise  of  a  ])urely 
municipal  function.     Baily  vs.   Phila.,  184  P.  S.,  594. 
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Assinniiig-,  therefore,  that  tlie  City  of  rhiladelpliia  can- 
not ae<inire"  title  to  hinds  beyond  ita  territorial  limits  for 
the  pnrpose  named  named  withont  legislative  authority, 
the  question  arises:  Has  the  power  to  do  so  been  conferred 
upon  it  by  the  Legislature  in  express  terms  or  by  necessary 
imidication^  In  order  to  answer  this  question  reference 
must  be  had  to  the  City  charter  and  to  the  Acts  of  Assem- 
bly, if  any,  upon  the  subject. 

The  second  section  of  the  cliartcr  of  178J),  2  Sm.,  p.  402, 
is  as  follows: 

"That  the  inhabitants  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia,  as  the 
same  extends  and  is  laid  out  tietween  the  rivers  Delaware 
and  Schuylkill  be,  and  they  and  their  successors  for  ever 
are  hereby  constituted  as  a  corporation  and  body  politic-,  in 
fact  and  in  law,  by  the  name  and  style  of  the  Mayor,  Alder- 
men and  citizens  of  Philadelphia,  and  by  the  same  name 
shall  have  periDetual  succession;  and  they  and  their  suc- 
cessors shall,  at  all  times  for  ever,  be  able  and  capable  to 
have,  purchase,  take,  receive,  possess  and  enjoy  lands, 
tenements  and  hereditaments,  liberties,  franchises  and  ju- 
risdictions, goods,  chattels  and  effects,  to  them  and  their 
successors  for  ever,  or  for  any  other  or  less  estate;  and  the 
same  lands,  tenements  and  hereditaments,  goods,  chattels 
and  effects,  to  gTant,  bargain,  sell,  alien  and  convey,  mort- 
gage, pledge,  charge  and  encumhor,  or  demise  and  dispose 
of,  at  their  will  and  pleasure." 

In  1854  the  municipal  boundaiies  were  extended  to  and 
made  cotemiinous  with  the  county  lines  (Act  2  Feb.,  1854, 
P.  L.,  21).  The  sixth  section  of  said  act  provides,  j)ifrr 
alia,  as  follows: 

"That  upoai  the  first  organization  of  the  Councils  jn-o- 
vided  for  in  the  preceding  section,  the  City  of  Philadel- 
phia, as  established  by  this  act,  shall  be  vested  with  all 
powers,  rights,  privileges  and  immunities  incident  to  a  mu- 
niei]>al  corporation,  and  neeessaiy  for  the  proper  govern- 
ment of  the  same,  and  tbose  of  the  present  corporation  of 
the  flavor.  Aldermen  and  Citizens  of  Philadelphia,  and 
*  *  *  *  *  y]|  ^]jp  powers,  rights,  privileges  and 
immunities  possessed  and  enjoyed  by  the  several  commu- 
nities incorporated  into  the  City  of  Philadelphia  bv  said 
act." 
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These  provisions  must  be  strictly  construed.  In  view  of 
the  rule  of  law  that  a  municipal  corporation  cannot  pur- 
chase and  hold  real  estate  beyond  its  tenitorial  limits,  un- 
less the  power  has  been  expressly  conferred  or  arises  by 
necessary  implication  froni  the  power  granted  to  it,  the 
provisions  cannot  be  fairly  construed  toi  invest  the  City 
with  authority  to  acquire  jDToperty  beyond  the  City  limits 
for  the  purpose  of  enlarging  its  water  plant. 

Acts  bearing  upon  the  subject  were  enacted  both  before 
and  after  the  consolidation  of  the  City  in  1854,  in  some 
of  which  the  right  of  the  City  to  purchase  property  outside 
of  the  municipal  tenitoi-y  is  recognized  and  in  others  ex- 
pressly conferred. 

In  1807  (Act  9  April,  1807,  P.  L.,  189)  the  Legislature 
vested  on©  Robeii;  Kennedy  with  the  right  to  maintain 
a  dam  and  mill  race  on  property  owned  by  him  near  the 
Falls  of  Schuylkill.  This  act  provides,  inter  alia,  "that  if 
at  any  time  thereafter  the  corporation,  of  the  City  of  Phila- 
delphia shall  be  desirous  of  erecting  any  works  or  ma- 
chinery for  the  purpose  of  conducting  the  waters  of  the 
said  river  to  the  said  City,  the  right  to-  erect  is  hereby  re- 
sented, but  if  by  such  erection  the  works  of  the  said  Robert 
Kennedy  shall  be  materially  injured  or  destroyed,  the  said 
corporation  shall  be  liable  to  pay  the  whole  of  the  reason- 
able expense  incurred  by  the  said  Robert  Kennedy,  to- 
gether with  twenty  per  centum  thereon.  ***** 
on  due  conveyance  being  made  for  the  whole  of  his  rights 
in  the  premises.' 

In  1848  (Act  18  April,  1843,  P.  L.,  304)  the  Legisla- 
ture authorized  the  several  districts  in  the  County  of  Phila- 
delphia to  construct  water  works  on  or  adjacent  to  the 
Schuylkill  river  for  the  supply  of  their  inhabitants.  Those 
districts  were  subsequently  merged  into  the  City  of  Phila- 
delphia, and  the  rights,  etc.,  vested  in  them  passed  to  the 
new  corporation  (Act  2  April,  1854,  supra). 

In  1866  (Act  11  April,  1866,  P.  L.,  635)  the  Legislature 
for  the  first  time  gave  the  City  the  right  to  go  outside  of 
the  county  for  the  purpose  of  introducing  water  into  the 
City,  and  in  order  to  more  effectually  carry  out  the  provi- 
sions of  the  act,  the  City  was  invested  with  the  power  of

eminent  domain.  The  first  section  of  the  act  reads  as  fol- 
lows: 

"It  shall  be  laAvful  for  the  City  of  Philadelphia  to  pur- 
.  chase  and  hold,  in  fee  simple,  or  for  any  less  estate,  any 
springs,  or  streams  of  water,  or  any  water  powers,  or  privi- 
leges, or  any  lands,  tenements  and  hereditaments,  to  which 
any  springs,  or  streams  of  water,  or  any  water  powers,  may 
be  appurtenant,  situate,  or  being  wholly  or  in  part,  in  any 
one,  or  more,  of  the  counties  adjoining  the  Oity  and  County 
of  Philadelphia,  and  to  build,  construct  and  erect  thereupon 
water  works,  reservoirs,  store  lakes,  ponds  and  water  from 
such  spi-ings  and  streams;  and  to  purchase  and  hold  land 
through  and  upon  which  to  make,  build,  construct,  dig 
and  lay  viaducts,  aqueducts,  canals,  tanks  and  water  pipes 
and  mains,  and  every  other  apparatus  suitable  for  the  con- 
stant conveyance  of  the  water  from  such  reservoirs,  store 
lakes  and  places  of  collection  to  the  City  of  Philadelphia 
for  the  use  of  the  inhabitants  thereof." 

In  18C8  (Act  4  April,  1808,  P.  L.,  721)  authority  was 
given  to  take  property  within  the  County  of  Philadelphia 
for  water  purposes  with  or  without  the  consent  of  the  owner 
upon  compensation  being  made  therefor.  The  Act  of  20 
April,  1869,  P.  L.,  1,193,  extended  all  the  privileges  con- 
ferred upon  the  City  by  Act  of  1866  to  lands,  etc.,  "being 
wholly  or  in  part,  in  the  City  and  County  of  Philadelphia." 

It  mil  be  noted  that  the  preceding  acts  limit  the  right 
of  the  City  to  acquire  property  for  purposes  specified  to 
localities  indicated  therein:  The  Act  of  1807  recogiiized 
the  City's  rights  to  acquire  lands  ontside  of  the  municipal 
territor\'  but  within  the  county;  the  Act  of  1843  author- 
ized the  several  districts  to  acquire  property  ahjng  the  banks 
of  the  Schuylkill  restricted  to  county  limits;  the  Act  of 
1866  authorized  the  City  to  acquire  property,  etc.,  in  any 
one  or  more  of  the  counties  adjoining  the  City  and  County 
of  Philadelphia.  Xone  of  the  acts  mentioned  give  the  right 
to  the  City  to  acquire  ])roperty  elsewhere  than  in  the  county 
of  Philadelphia  and  the  adjoining  counties. 

If  the  City  is  invested  with  the  power  to  acquire  title 
to  lands  outside  of  the  State  for  the  pur})ose  of  its  water 
supply,  it  is  by  force  of  the  pro\dsions  of  the  Act  25  May, 
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1S87,  P.  L.,  207.*    Section  1  of  the  said  Act  is  as  follows: 

"'J'liat  any  citv,  or  borough,  desiring-  to  erect  water 
works,  or  to  improve  its  water  supply,  may  for  such  purpose 
a2)]>ropriato  streams,  known  as  rivers  or  creeks,  lands,  ease-- 
ments  and  rights  of  Avay,  whether  within  its  temtorial  lim- 
its or  not,  and,  for  the  purpose  of  conducting  water  ob- 
tained outside  of  the  territorial  limits  of  any  city  or  bor- 
ough, may  lay  pipes  across,  under  and  over  and  lands, 
rivers,  streams,  bridges,  public  highways  and  cross  rail- 
roads." 

Under  the  latter  act  the  City  of  Philadelphia  may  ac- 
quire or  take  property  to  improve  its  w^ater  supply  uj^on 
due  compensation  being  made  to  parties  interested.  The 
language  of  the  act,  however,  manifestly  precludes  an  in- 
ter})retation  Avhich  would  invest  the  City  Avith  authority  to 
go  outside,  of  the  Commonwealth  for  the  purpose  of  se- 
curing property  to  enlarge  or  improve  its  water  snppl}'.  The 
act  vests  it  with  the  right  to  ''appropriate  rivers  or  creeks, 
lands,  easements  and  rights  of  way."  That  is,  to  take  the 
properties  specified  Avitli  or  wdthout  the  ow^ler's  consent, 
upon  payment  being  made  or  duly  provided  for.  The 
Legislature  can  grant  no  right  to  the  City  of  Philadelphia 
or  other  municipal  corporation  of  the  Commonwealth  to 
"appropriate"  lands  or  other  property  coinstituting  a  part 
of  the  territory  of  a  sister  State.  The  language  of  the  act 
therefore  must  necessarily  be  held  to  apply  only  to  property 
within  the  State  of  Pennsylvania  over  which  the  Legisla- 
ture has  control. 

I  am  of  the  opinion,  therefore,  that  the  City  has  no  au- 
thority to  secure  possession  of  lands,  etc.,  in  the  State  of 
New  Jersey  "foT  the  pui^DOse  of  holding  it  as  a  water  shed, 
and  liring  a  water  supply  from  it  to  the  City  of  Philadel- 
phia."

Dear  Sir: — Yo'ur  favor  of  the  lOtli  iiist.,  in  reference  to 
the  encro'aehing  on  private  pa-operty  in  tlie  grading  of  a 
street  received. 

It  is  the  undoubted  right  of  the  City,  when  necesHaiy, 
to  occupy  or  encroach  upon  private  property  in  the  grading 
of  a  street.  The  law  referring  thereto  (Act  May  16,  1891, 
P.  L.  75,  Section  1)  is  as  follows: 

''That  all  municipal  corporations  of  this  Cbmimonwealth 
shall  have  power,  wheuever  it  shall  be  deemed  necessary 
in  the  laying  out,  opening,  widening,  extending  or  grad- 
ing of  streets,  lanes  or  alleys,  tlie  coustructioii  of  bridges 
and  the  piers  and  abutments  therefor,  the  construction  of 
slopes,  embankments  and  sewea's,  the  changing  of  water 
courses  or  vacation  of  streets  or  alleys,  to  take,  use,  occupy 
or  injure  private  lands,  property  or  material."     *     *     * 

The  municipality  can,  if  advisable,  build  a  retaining 
wall,  or  it  may  permit  a  sloping  on  private  property  for  the 
purposes  of  grading  the  street  to  its  entire  width.  Of 
course,  the  owner  of  the  property  is  entitled  toi  claim  dam- 
ages caused  by  the  grading  of  the  street,  and  the  fact  that 
the  municipality  is  required  to  occupy  by  the  slopes  some 
of  the  property,  would  be  considered  in  tlie  estimate  of 
damages.

Dear  Sir: — I  beg  to  acknoAvledge  receipt  of  your  com- 
munication enclosing  copy  of  a  proposed  ordinance  for  the 
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payment  of  the  bills  amoiniting  to  $368.25  for  the  con- 
struction of  a  sewer  in  front  of  the  property  on  Sisty  street, 
south  of  Montgomery  avenue,  which  copy,  together  with 
accompanying  papers  you  forward  to  me  stating  that  you 
have  been  directed  by  the  Committee  on  Suiweys  to  refer 
the  same  to  this  Department  for  "'examination  and  report 
as  to  how  the  present  decisions  of  the  Court  aifect  this 
case." 

From  the  papers  thus  sent  me  I  gather  that  a  sewer  wa.s 
built  on  Sisty  streeft,  the  entire  sewer  being  finished  about 
June  11,  1895,  and  bills  for  the  work  bearing  that  date 
being  duly  given  to  the  contractor.  Furthermore,  that 
''the  oiwners  claimed  and  satisfied  the  Court  that  the  bricks 
■in  sewer  were  laid  abo'ut  May  28th  of  that  year." 

I  assume  that  the  contractor,  relying  upon  the  date  which 
appeared  upon  the  bills,  did  not  file  his  liens  until  after  the 
expiration  of  six  months  from  the  completion  of  that  part 
of  the  w^ork,  wdiich  was  done  in  front  of  the  premises  in 
question. 

In  the  case  of  Philadelphia  vs.  Beatty,  9  Superior  Court 
Rep.,  255,  it  was  held  that  a  municipal  lien  was  invalid 
which  was  filed  after  the  expiration  of  six  months  from 
the  time  that  certain  paving  was  done  in  front  of  the  prem- 
ises liened,  but  within  six  months  of  the  completion  of  the 
entire  job  of  paving  included  within  the  contract  of  which 
that  done  in  front  of  said  premises  fonned  a  part.  The 
decision  in  that  case  was  based  upon  the  language  of  Sec- 
tion 2  of  the  Act  of  April  16,  1845,  P.  L.  488,  providing 
that  "no  debt,  charge  or  assessment  for  work  hereafter  done 
or  mateanals  furnished  by  or  under  the  authority  of  *  * 
*  *  *  or  any  municipal  corporation  shall  be  a  lien  on 
real  estate  for  more  than  six  months  from  the  time  of  doing 
such  work  unless  a  claim  for  the  same  shall  be  filed  in  the 
office  of  the  Prothonotary  of  the  proper  Court  within  that 
time," 

Tbough  the  work  upon  a  sewer  would  seem  from  its  na- 
ture to  be  more  properly  treated  as  a  whole  than  that  of 
paving  upon  the  highways,  yet  the  language  of  the  statute 
as  interpreted  in  the  case  above  noted,  is  sweeping  and 
comprehensive,  and  until  the  Courts  shall  hold  otherwise, 
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it  is  to  be  presumed  that  the  same  ruling  would  be  made  in 
the  case  of  a  sewer.

Dear  Sir: — I  have  the  communication  from  you,  en- 
closing copy  of  a  proposed  ordinance  "to  regulate  and 
license  electrical  vehicles,"  which  you  have  been  requested 
to  refer  to  this  Department  for  an  opinion  as  to  the  legal 
nght  of  Councils  to  pass  said  ordinance. 

In  brief,  the  ordinance  provides  that  before  any  com- 
pany or  person,  owning  any  vehicle  propelled  by  electric, 
oil  or  battery  power,  shall  be  allowed  tO'  use  the  same,  there 
shall  be  paid  into  the  City  Treasury  a.  license  fee  of  ten 
dollare  per  annum  for  every  vehicle  so  used,  and  further, 
P'rovides  for  a  p'enalty  of  fifty  dollars  for  failure  to  comply 
with  the  requirements  of  the  ordinance. 

Authority  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia  to  require  the 
payment  of  a  license  fee  for  the  use  of  omnibuses  and  ve- 
hicles in  the  nature  thereof,  is  contained  in  tlie  Act  of  15th 
April,  1850,  but  the  authority  there  given  is  limited  to 
vehicles  employed  in  the  conveyance  of  persons  for  hire. 
It  therefore  follows  that  the  provisions  of  an  ordinance 
which  would  call  for  the  payment  of  a  license  fee  by  the 
owner  of  any  vehicle  propelled  by  electric,  oil  or  battery 
power,  as  suggested  by  the  proposed  ordinance,  whether  or 
not  it  is  used  as  a  conveyance  of  persons  for  hire,  would  be 
invalid. 

In  order  to  caiTy  out  the  purpose  I  understiind  to  be  in- 
tended by  the  proposed  ordinance,  I  would  suggest  an  ordi- 
nance that  would  contain  the  provisions  of  the  ordinance 
now  in  force  which  relate  to  hacks  and  other  vehicles  sent 
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upon  pnl)lic'  stands  and  used  for  tlie  convovance  of  pel■^!ons 
for  hire,  in  so  far  as  flic  same  may  reasonably  he  ai)plieal)le 
to  the  autoniohile. 

I  may  add,  that  if  you  desire  mo  to  prepare  such  an  ordi- 
nance, and  Avill  indicate  to  me  the  matters  to  be  inehided 
therein,  it  will  be  my  pleasure  to  ('(>m]ily  therewith.

Mv  Dear  Sill : — Real  estate  which  is  used  and  is  neces- 
sary for  the  generation  and  distribution  of  electricity  for 
heat,  light  and  power  puiiDoses,  is  not  subject  to  annual  tax- 
ation in  the  way  in  wdiich  real  estate  in  the  City  of  Phila- 
delphia usually  is.  This  must  be  regarded  as  settled  since 
the  decision  of  the  Supreme  Coiirt  in  the  spring  of  this 
year  rendered  in  the  case  of  Soiitheni  Electric  Light  Com- 
pany vs.  City.  It  would  be  as  well,  therefore,  to  strike 
from  your  books  such  claims  immediately,  provided  judg- 
ment has  not  been  entered  already  thereon. 

If,  however,  any  of  the  conipanies  should  use  real  estate 
for  office  or  other  purposes  diifercnt  from  the  manufacturing 
and  distributive  purposes  above  mentioned;  as  if,  for  in- 
stance, any  company  rents  out  a  room  or  any  other  part 
of  its  building  or  ground,  this  would  make  property  so 
rented  taxable  at  least  to  the  extent  of  tlie  part  so  used. 
It  would  be  well  for  you  to  ascertain  the  facts  respecting 
all  such  properties  foi'  which  exemption  is  claimed  by  elec- 
tric companies,  and  determine,  in  the  light  of  the  Supreme 
Court's  decision  as  above  stated,  which  of  them  are  entitled 
to  exemption.

Dear  Silt: — I  am  in  receipt  of  a  coiuniuiiieation,  dated 
the  25th  iiist.,  from  J.  Hampton  Moore,  Esq.,  in  reference 
to  an  ordinance  entitled  'An  Ordinance  to  authorize  the 
payment  of  bill  for  paving-  May  land  street,  southwest  of 
Morton  street,  and  its  transmittal  to  the  City  Solicitor  for 
collection." 

You  desire  me  to  advise  you  whether  there  is  any  legal 
liability  whatever  ou  the  part  of  the  City  for  the  payment 
of  these  bills. 

It  appears  from  the  communieatioii  of  Wm.  H.  Brooks, 
Esq.,  Chief  of  the  Bureau  of  Highways,  that  May  or  May- 
land  street,  from  Hancock  to  Morton  street,  was  paved,  by 
Owen  McKenna  under  ordinance  of  November  3,  1897, 
which  jwovided  that  the  contractor  should  collect  the  cost 
of  said  paving  from  the  owners  of  property  fronting  on  said 
street.  I  assume  that  the  contract  made  by  the  City  with 
Owen  ]\IcKe>nna  required  him  tO'  take  the  asKessment  bills 
in  payment.  If  that  be  so,  the  City  is  not  in  any  manner 
liable  to  the  ccmtractor  for  the  payment  of  these  bills,  or 
for  the  cost  of  the  paving.  The  Act  of  June  1,  1885,  relieves 
the  City  from  any  liability  for  the  cost  of  paving  where 
the  contractor  is  to  be  paid  by  assessment  l)ills  on  the  abut- 
ting property. 

This  same  question  was  detennined  in  Commonwealth 
vs.  Dechert,  113  Pa.  St.,  229.  The  fact  that  the  ordinance 
of  A})ril  13,  1896,  required  property  ownei-s  to  file  a  bond 
agTeeing  to  ])ay  for  all  municipal  improvements,  does  not 
effect  the  liability  of"  the  City.  The  contractor  can  file 
liens  and  endeavor  in  that  way  to  recover  the  cost  of  the 
paving.  To  whatever  extent  he  fails,  prooeeding-s  can 
be  taken  on  the  l)ond  to  recover  the  deficiency;  or,  as  sug- 
gested by  the  Chief  of  the  Bm-eau  of  Highways,  the  City 
may  jiroeeed  on  the  bond  to  recover  the  entire  amount  of 
the  assessment  bills  in  addition  to  the  contractor  filing  the 
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liens.  Both  remedies  can  be  resorted  to.  The  City  could 
also  assign  the  bond  to  Owen  McKenna  and  allow  him  to 
proceed  in  the  name  of  the  City  to  his  use,  and  it  may  "be 
that  suit  upon  the  bond  would  be  the  more  desirable  rem- 
edy. 

I  advif^e  you  that  the  City  is  not  liable  to  the  contractor 
for  the  payment  of  these  bills.  Of  course,  if  the  City  pro- 
ceed on  the  l)on(l  and  collect  the  amount,  it  would  be  re- 
quired to  pay  the  same  to  the  contractor.

Dear  Sir: — 1  have  your  communication  requesting  me 
to  advise  jan  whether  the  transfer  provided  for  in  the  ordi- 
nance approved  October  14,  1899,  can  properly  be  made 
on  the  books  of  the  City  Controller,  said  ordinance  reading 
as  follows: 

AN  ORDINANCE 

To  restore  to  the  current  funds  of  the  City  Treasury  from 
loan  authorized  by  ordinance  aproved  June  17,  1898, 
money  paid  out  of  the  general  fund  for  educational  pur- 
poses. 

Section  1.  The  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the 
City  of  Philadelphiei  do  ordai}i,  That  the  sum  of  one 
hundred  and  twenty-fiv©  thoaisand  (125,000)  dollars  be, 
and  the  same  is  hereby  taken  and  transferred  from  the  ap- 
propriation of  the  twelfth  day  of  July,  1898,  •from  the  sum 
of  three  hundred  and  seventy-five  thousand  (375,000)  dol- 
lars, which  was  set  apart  for  the  completion  of  the  Boys' 
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High  School,  and  cmhraced  in  contracts  of  Kobert  S.  John- 
son and  D'Olier  Engineering  Company,  dated  January 
13,  1899,  and  paid  from  cnrrent  funds  in  the  City  Treas- 
ury, the  same  is  hereby  restored  to  the  current  funds  from 
the  loan  authorized  by  ordinance,  approved  June  17,  1898, 
and  appropriated  to  Item  59,  in  the  annual  appropriation 
to  the  Board  of  Public  Education  for  the  year  1899,  for 
the  purchase  of  lots  and  the  erection  of  new  school  build- 
ings. 

In  the  annual  appro}>riation  to  the  Board  of  Public  Edu- 
cation for  the  year  1899,  the  sum  of  $300,000  is  appropri- 
ated (Item  59)  for  purchase  of  lots  and  erection  of  new 
buildings,  and  the  sum  of  $150,000  (Item  62)  is  appro- 
priated to  pay  for  portion  of  work  already  done  on  the 
new  High  School  building.  This  $150,000  was  thus  ap- 
propriated, with  the  understacLing  that  immediately  upon 
the  loan  becoming  available-^the  case  regarding  the  le- 
gality of  which  was  then  pending  in  the  Supreme  Court — 
all  of  it,  or  a  portion  of  it,  was  to  be  taken  back  from  the 
said  loan.  It  is  now  proposed  to  take  $125,000  of  the 
$150,000  and  apply  it  to  Item  59  of  the  appropriation  for 
1899,  which  said  Item  59  is  for  the  purchase  of  new  school 
lots  and  the  erection  of  new  school  buildings;  that  is  to  say, 
for  the  same  purpose  for  which  the  loan  was  created.  This 
being  so,  there  can  be  no  valid  objection  to  such  an  ordi- 
nance. 

In  any  event,  however,  the  authority  rests  with  Councils 
by  reason  of  tlie  form  in  which  this  loan  was  created  to 
make  allotments  of  the  $900,000  in  such  propoTtions  as 
they  in  their  discretion  may  deem  best  for  the  interests  of 
education  in  this  City;  and,  furthermore,  to  revise  such 
allotments  at  any  time  when  necessar>"  so  long  as  the  money^ 
or  any  jiart  thereof,  remains  unexpended.

DearSik: — I  am  in  receipt  of  your  cominunication  of 
the  21st  inst.,  sent  at  the  request  of  a  Committee  of  the 
Board  of  Highway  Supervisors,  asking  an  opinion  of  this 
Department  upon  the  question  whether  the  Bureau  of 
Highways  has  the  rig'ht  to  exact  from  the  Bell  Telephone 
Company  fees  for  permits  for  opening  streets  for  the^  pur- 
pose of  laying-  conduits  therein.  It  seems  from  the  commu- 
nication that  it  has  been  the  custom  of  the  Highway  Bureau 
to  charge  a  fee  of  $4  for  each  500  feet  of  street  opened  by 
the  said  company  for  the  purpose  of  lajdng  conduits,  such 
ojiening  in  each  square  of  500  feet  lieing  regarded  as  a  new 
0|>ening. 

I  find  no  ordinances  authorizing  such  charge.  Tlie 
■charges  for  permits  for  opening  streets  which  are  authorized 
by  ordinance  are  for  openings  made  for  the  purpose  of  con- 
liecting  Avitli  or  repairing  the  underground  conduits  or 
■other  services,  and  not  for  the  onginal  laying  of  the  same. 
Moreovei",  as  it  appears  from  your  communication  that  in- 
asmuch as  the  company  in  question  is  required  tO'  repave 
over  all  opening's  made  by  it,  as  well  as  to  maintain  the 
repaving  over  its  conduits  as  lonig  as  the  same  are  in  use, 
no  reason  would  seem  to  exist  for  extending  the  provisio'iis 
of  tliose  ordinances  which  require  payments  to  be  made 
for  the  opening  of  streets,  for  the  connection  or  repair  of 
conduits,  beyond  the  purpose  which  tlieir  terms  import, 
so  as  to  require  of  the  Bell  Telephone  Company  to  pay  fees 
in  cases  where  it  opens  the  streets  for  the  purpose  of  laying 
conduits. 

I  am,  therefore,  of  the  opinion  that  there  is  no  legal  au- 
thority foi'  making  the  charge  to  which  you  refer.

Dear  Sir: — Kelative  to  the  inquiry  whether  it  is  within 
yom-  power  as  Director  of  the  Department  of  Public 
Safety  to  grant  a  pennit  to  the  Bell  Telephone  Company 
for  the  erection  of  poles  in  streets  in  the  semi-rural  portions 
of  the  City,  especially  upon  South  Broad  street,  connect- 
ing the  central  parts  of  the  City  with  the  ISTavy  Yard,  I 
would  say  that  while  by  the  ordinance  of  1879  the  City 
granted  to  the  Bell  Telephone  Company  the  right  to  ope^ 
rate  its  lines  over  and  through  the  streets;  and  while  in  the 
case  of  Conimonwealth  vs.  Warwick,  185  Pa.,  page  023, 
it  was  held  in  the  opinion  of  the  Supreme  Court,  per  Mitch- 
ell, J.,  that  the  words  "over  and  through"  gave  the  right 
to  the  Telephone  Company  to  erect  poles  and  run  an  over- 
head system,  and  should  not  be  construed  as  applying  to  an 
underground  system  through  the  medium  of  conduits;  yet, 
by  the  ordinance  above  referred  to,  the  right  was  reserved 
in  the  City  to  compel  the  Bell  Telephone  Company  to  sub- 
mit to  future  regulations  of  Councils,  and  subsequent  ordi- 
nances have  directed  that  the  overhead  system  be  replaced 
by  one  running  underground. 

As  to  the  opinion  oi  the  Supreme  Court  already  men- 
tioned, I  perhaps  ought  to  say  that  it  was  not  specifically 
decided  whether  these  last  mentioned  ordinances  were  reas- 
onable regulations,  the  Court  only  implying  that  as  the 
Bell  Telephone  Company  had  acquiesced  in  them,  the  ques- 
tion of  their  reasonableness  was  not  raised, 

I  am  advised  that  it  is  of  great  public  importance  that 
the  N"avy  Yard  should  be  connected  immediately  by  tele- 
phone with  the  other  portions  of  the  City,  and  that  no 
other  practicable  means  of  so  connecting  them  than  by  an 
overhead  system  exists.  In  view  of  this  fact,  aud  of  the 
interest  and  value  said  Navy  Yard  is  to  this  City  commer- 
cially, and  of  our  desire  to  facilitate  its  conveiiiences  in 
every  way  possible,  and  inasmuch  as  that  portion  of  Broad 
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street  south  of  street,  where  it  is  proposed 

to  put  up  poles,  is  unbuilt  upon;  and  further,  in  view  of 
the  possibility  of  a  doubt  as  to  the  reasonableness  of  the 
later  ordinances  of  Councils  directing  the  placing  of  the 
wires  underground;  without  attempting  to  say  how  the 
question  will  be  ultimately  decided,  I  would  suggest  that  if 
in  the  judgment  of  the  Director  of  Public  Safety  there 
will  be  no  interference  with  the  police  necessities  there- 
from, a  permit  might  be  issued,  lea^dng  it  for  the  future 
to  determine  the  judicial  view  which  may  be  taken  of  the 
respective  rights  of  the  City  and  the  telephone  company. 

I  may  add  that,  as  1  understand  it,  the  arrangement  for 
permitting  the  erection  of  these  poles  and  overhead  wires 
as  presented  to  this  Depai'tment,  is  at  most  a  temporary 
one.  If,  however,  it  were  contemplated  to  carry  such  an 
arrangement  into  effect  as  a  permanent  system,  in  the  con- 
dition of  the  law  upon  the  subject  as  it  exists  at  present, 
I  would  deem  it  advisable  that  the  matter  should  first  be 
laid  before  Councils  for  such  action  as  those  Bodies  may 
see  fit  to  take  in  the  premises.

Dear  Sir  : — I  am  in  receipt  of  your  coramunicatioii  of 
the  15th  inst.,  enclosing  an  ordinance  which  has  been 
j>assed  by  Councils  and  presented  to  you  for  yoiir  approval, 
entitled  "An  Ordinance  to  authorize  the  Department  of 
Public  Works  to  proceed  with  the  paving  and  repaving  of 
Ionic  street,  from  Seventh  to  Eighth  street."  You  also 
send  me  therewith  a  letter  from  Mr.  A\'illiam  H.  Brooks, 
Chief  of  the  Bureau  of  Highways,  saying  that  the  provi- 
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sions  of  said  ordinance  are  illegal  and  unenforceable  be- 
cause they  direct  the  repaying  with  asphalt  of  the  widened 
portion  of  Ionic  street,  the  same  being  already  covered  by 
a  sidewalk  pavement  for  which  the  owners  of  the  abutting 
property  have  already  paid,  and  the  collection  of  the  cost 
of  such  repaving  from  the  said  abutting  owners.  In  sup- 
port of  this  view  Mr.  Brooks  refers  to  the  case  of  Philadel- 
phia vs.  Yewdall,  190  Pa.,  412.  You  ask  for  the  opin- 
ion of  this  Department  as  to  whether  Mr.  Broo'ks'  objec- 
tion to  the  validity  of  the  ordinance  is  well  founded. 

In  reply  I  would  say  that  if  the  fact  assumed  by  Mr. 
Brooks  be  true,  to  "wit,  that  the  portion  of  the  street  in 
question  which  is  to  be  repaved  is  already  covered  by  a. 
sidewalk  laid  at  the  expense  of  the  property  owners,  there 
can  be  no  doubt  that  the  ease  which  he  mentions  settles 
the  question.  In  that  case  it  w^as  decided  by  the  Supreme 
Court  that  a  sidewalk  is  such  an  original  paving  that  if 
the  City  widen  the  dnveway  and  thereby  cover  that  por- 
tion of  the  street  upoii  which  the  sidewalk  had  theretofore 
rested,  this  constitutes  a  repa'V'ing,  and  the  cost  of  widening 
•cannot,  be  recovered  from  the  property  oiwners.

Dear  Sir: — I  am  in  receipt  of  your  coimnunication  of 
November  10th,  relative  to  the  contract  with  B.  E.  Malone 
for  work  in  connection  with  the  intercepting  sewer  across. 
Wissahickoii  creek.  You  state  that  during  the  progress  of 
this  work  blasting  was  done  which  resulted,  as  it  is  claimed, 
in  injury  to  the  property  of  C.  W.  F.  Sulzer;  that  Mr. 
Sulzer  has  entered  suit  against  Mr.  Malone  for  damages 
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Surveys  that  he  wonkl  expect  a  i-etention  of  sufficient 
money  to  cover  the  amount  of  the  chiini  until  settlement 
shall  be  made.  You  inquire  whether  your  JJepartment 
would  be  justihed  in  withholding  from  the  contractoo*  a 
t^um  sufficient  to  cover  the  amount  of  the  claim  until  set- 
tlement, or  if  this  is  not  the  proper  way  to  proceed,  what 
other  steps  should  be  taken  to  protect  the  interests  of  the 
C^ity?  You  also  send  me  copy  of  the  contract  between  the 
City  and  Mr.  Malonei,  which  is  herewith  returned. 
I  find  in  the  coaitract  the  following  clause : 

"I'he  contractor  agrees  to  indemnify  and  save  hannless 
the  City  of  Philadelphia,  and  the  Director  of  the  Depart- 
ment of  Public  Works  and  his  assistants  from  aJl  suits  or 
actions  of  every  luime  and  description,  brought  against 
them  or  either  of  them  for  or  on  account  of  use  of  patent 
rights,  and  any  damages  or  injuries  received  or  sustained 
by  any  party  or  parties  by  or  from  the  contractor,  his  agents 
or  servants,  in  the  performance  of  the  work  under  this 
agreement.  The  contractor  further  agrees  that  all  or  so 
much  of  the  moneys  due  to  him  under  this  agreement  as 
shall  or  may  be  considered  necessary  by  the  Director  of 
the  Department  of  Public  Works,  shall  or  may  be  retained 
by  him  until  all  such  suits  or  claims  shall  have  been  settled 
and  evidence  to  that  eifect  furnished  to  his  satisfaction." 

While  no  claim  has  as  yet,  so  far  as  I  understand,  been 
made  against  the  City  for  damages  alleged  to  have  been 
suffered  by  Mr.  Sulzer,  it  is  possible  that  such  claim  may 
be  advanced  hereafter.  In  view  of  this  possibility  I  think 
you  should  require  from  the  contractor  indemnity,  as  pro- 
vided for  in  the  clause  above  cited;  or  upon  his  default  in 
furnishing  the  same,  you  should  withhold  a  sufficient  sum 
to  meet  any  demand  against  the  City  which  might  here- 
after be  put  forth  on  acconnt  of  the  injuries  alleged.

Dear  Sir: — Your  eoiniiiuiiication  of  iSToveniber  '3d,  rela-^ 
tive  to  the  subject  of  replacing  old  curb  with  new,  has  be^n 
duly  received.  You  state  that  the  contractor  for  furnisliing 
and  setting  curb  has  advised  you  that  he  has  been  notified 
by  attorneys  representing  property  owners  that  they  pro- 
pose to  contest  his  l)ills  for  furnishing  and  setting  new 
bluestone  curbing  in  front  of  the  properties,  the  owners  of 
wliich  had  been  notified  by  the  Bureau  of  Highways  to 
replace  the  old  worn  out  curb  mth  new  curb  of  the  dimen- 
sions required  by  ordinance  of  Ooamcils,  such  claim  to  non- 
liability being  based  upon  the  fact  that  the  property  owners 
had  originally  complied  with  the  ordinance'  of  Councils 
requiring  the  paving  of  their  sidewalks,  and  had  placed 
curbs  thereon  which  met  the  requirements  of  the  ordi- 
nance; that  by  reason  of  the  traffic  on  the  cartway,  which 
portion  of  the  street  is  maintained  by  the  City,  the  curbs 
have  become  worn  out  and  broken,  and  that  it  was,  there- 
fore, the  duty  of  the  City  to  replace  such  curbs.  Further^ 
more,  that  the  curbing  is  as  much  intended  to  retain  the 
paving  of  the  cartway  in  place  as  it  is  to  retain  the  footway, 
and  that  the  cause  of  the  damaged  and  wearing  out  of  the 
curbing  was  riot  due  to  the  traffic  upon  the  footway,  which 
the  property  owner  is  ofcliged  to  maintain.  Thereupon  you 
ask  whether  your  Department  can  compel  the  property 
owner  to  substitute  a  new  bluestone  curb  of  the  dimensions 
required  by  Coimcils,  for  the  bluestone  curb  which  had 
f>reviously  been  set  of  the  dimensions  fixed  by  (fonner  or- 
dinances, and  which  has  become  worn  out  and  broken  by 
reason  of  the  traffic  upon  the  cartway. 

In  the  cases  of  Wistar  vs.  City,  80  Pa.,  501;  Citv  vs. 
AVistar,  02  Id.,  404,  and  Wistar  vs.  City,  111  Id.,  604,  it 
is  held  that  where  the  property  0'A\iiei"  has  complied  with 
the  ordinances  of  Councils  and  has  accordingly  set  a  curb- 
stone, which  remains  in  good  condition,  and  which  the  City 
orders  him  to  change,  merely  as  an  incident  to  a  repaving 
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of  the  cartway,  or  othenvise,  the  property  owner  cannot 
be  compelled  to  pay  the  cost  of  the  new  c\irb.  1  am  aware 
of  no  decision,  however,  which  goes  to  the  length  of  hold- 
ing that  the  City  cannot  compel  a  property  owner  to  bear  the 
expense  of  replacing  a  worn  out  curb  because  it  has  reiached 
a  condition  of  uselessnes^  by  reasou  of  trathc  upon  the  cart- 
way. Such,  in  brief,  I  understand  to  be  the  contention  of 
the  attorneys  who  have  notified  the  Bureau  of  Highways 
that  they  proposed  to  coutest  the  City's  claim. 

It  has  been  univei-sally  held,  that  where  a  curbstone  is 
worn  out  or  in  such  a  state  of  dilapidatiom  as  to  make  a 
new  one  necessary,  the  City  can  require  that  such  new  curb 
be  set  at  the  cost  of  the  pro]>erty  owner,  and  in  doing  so, 
may  fix  the  dimensions  and  other  qualities  of  the  new  curb- 
ing. As  stated  above,  no  distinction  has  been  made  in  re- 
gard to  the  cause  of  the  bad  condition  of  the  old  curb, 
whether  the  same  results  from  the  trafiac  upon  the  footway 
or  upon  the  driveway.  Until  such  distinction  shall  be  ju- 
dicially taken,  I  would  advise  your  Department  to  proceed 
upon  the  theory  that  the  property  owner  must  pay  the  cost 
of  renewing  broken  and  worn  out  curbstones  which,  have 
been  directed  by  the  proper  authorities  to  be  replaced.

DeaeSir: — I  am  in  receipt  of  your  communication  of 
November  9,  forwarding  a  resolution  of  the  Board  of  High- 
way Supeiwisors,  as  follows:  "Resolved,  That  the  City 
Solicitor  l)e  requested  to  inform  this  Board  whether  the 
authority  claimed  by  the  Philadelphia  Cold  Air  Supply 
Company  for  occupying  the  streets  of  the  City  of  Philadel- 
phia, without  an  ordinance  of  (^ouncils  specifically  authoriz- 
ing the  work,  is  sufficient  to  warrant  the  Board  of  Highway 
SupennsoTS  in  issuing  ]>prniits  to  this  conipanv  for  the  open- 
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ing:  of  any  public  hig'lnvay  of  the  City  for  the  purixjse  of 
laying-  pi])es  or  conduits."  Also  enclosing  a  copy  of  an  ap- 
plication hy  the  Pliiladelphia  Gold  Air  Supply  Company 
to  lay  pipes  in  certain  designated  streets. 

In  reply  I  would  say  that  this  company  appears  to  liave 
been  incorporated  under  the  Act  of  June  24,  1895  (P.  L., 
253),  which  authorizes  any  company  so  incorporated  to 
establish  its  system  of  refrigeration  and  supply  materials 
thrO'Ugh  pipes  or  conduits  from  a  central  station  for  refrig- 
erating i)urpo9es,  and  to  erect  and  maintain  in  the  cities, 
boi'oughs  and  districts  of  the  State,  the  necessary  buildings, 
etc.,  for  manufacturing  such  material  and  distributing  the 
same,  "with  the  right  to  enter  upon  any  public  street,  lane, 
alley  or  highway  for  the  purpose  of  laying  down,  maintain- 
ing and  using  pipes  and  comduits  necessary  therefor,  and 
altering,  inspecting  aud  repairing  the  same,  doing  as  little 
damage  to  said  streets,  lanes,  alleys  and  highways  and  ob- 
structing the  free  use  as  little  as  possible,  and  subject  to 
such  reasonable  regulations  as  the  Councils  of  the  said  City, 
district  or  borough  may  adopt  in  regard  to  gTades,  or  for 
the  protection  and  eou^'eniealce  of  public  travel  over  the 
same." 

This  act  seems  to  give  corporations  chartered  under  its 
provisions  authority  to  enter  upon  the  streets  of  any  city, 
borough,  etc.,  for  the  purjiose  of  laying  its  pipes,  subject 
only  to  such  reasonable  regulations  as  the  Coaincils  may 
adopt  in  regard  to  gi'ades,  or  for  the  protection  and  con- 
venience of  public  travel. 

I  would,  therefore,  adrise  you  that  if  a  system  of  regula- 
tions has  been  adopted  by  Conncils  governing  the  subject 
relative  to  the  grades  of  the  streets  and  for  the  protection 
and  convenience  of  public  travel,  upon  the  laying  of  pipes 
by  this  or  similar  companies,  then  there  seems  nO'  alterna- 
tive but  to  concede  that  the  said  company  has  the  proper 
autliority  to  lay  its  pipes  in  the  streets  of  the  City  in  ac- 
cordance Arith  the  application  made  by  it  to  your  Board, 
upon  being  granted  a  proper  permit  for  that  purpose.

DearSik: — Kegarding  the  question  considered  orally 
between  ns  a  few  days  since  relative  as  tO'  whether  the 
United  (Jias  Improvement  C'oinpany,  under  their  lease  fix)m 
the  City,  was  obliged  to  furnish  gas  free  to  the  armory  oc- 
cupied by  the  State  Fencibles,  ray  reply  is  as  follows: 

In  Clause  10  of  said  lease  is  used  this  language:  "The 
United  (ias  ImpTovement  Company,  its  successors  and  as- 
signs, shall  from  time  to  time,  as  the  same  shall  be  de- 
manded by  the  City  of  Philadelphia,  supply  to  it  in  each 
year  without  charge,  delivered  in  its  various  public  build- 
ings, along  the  line  of  its  mains,  such  amounts  of  gas  as 
may  be  required  for  illuminating  purposes  in  said  public 
buildings." 

While  it  appears  that  the  title  to  the  property  occupied 
by  tlie  annoa-y  is  in  the  City  of  Philadelphia,,  nevertheless, 
as  it  is  occupied  by  the  State  Pencibles,  a  military  organi- 
zation not  connected  with  the  municipal  government,  it  is 
not,  in  my  opinion,  a  "public  building"  within  the  meaning 
of  the  language  as  used  in  the  said  lease  such  as  would  en- 
title it  to  be  furnished  with  gas  free  of  charge.

Dear  Sir: — I  am  in  receipt  of  your  eommunicatioii  of 
October  31st  last,  relative  to  contracts  with  the  Vulcanite 
Pa\'ing  Company  for  paving  Sixty-fifth  street,  from  Wood- 
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laud  aveiuie  to  Grenwaj  avenue;  Sixty-fourth  street,  from 
Woodland  avenue  to  Greenway  avenue;  Huntingdon  street, 
from  Twenty-ninth  street  to  Tliirty-first  street,  and  Alle- 
gheny a^^enue,  from  Grermantown  avenue  to  Tenth  street; 
also,  copy  of  the  ooiitract  witli  said  company  for  paving 
Huntingdon  street,  from  1'wenty-ninth  street  to  Thirty-first 
street,  which  copy  is  returned  herewith. 

From  your  letter  and  the  annexed  correspondence  it  ap- 
peal's tlia\  the  contracts  with  the  Vulcanite  Paving  Com- 
pany for  the  pa\'ing  of  all  these  streets,  were  entered  into 
more  than  three  months  ago,  and  that  the  specificatioiis, 
which  are  made  part  of  said  contracts,  contain  a  clause  as 
follows:  ''jS^o  contractor  shall  be  liable  for  obligations  im- 
posed by  the  terms  and  conditions  of  any  contract,  if  for 
any  reason,  for  which  he  is  not  responsible,  the  work  can- 
not be  coimnenced  within  three  months  of  the  execution 
of  the  contract."  That  the  contractor  has  never  been 
ordered  by  the  City  to  proceed  with  the  work  of  paving 
any  of  the  streets  mentioned,  because,  as  regards  the  pav- 
ing of  Sixty-fifth  street.  Sixty-fourth  street  and  Allegheny 
avenue,  no  certificate  has  been  furnished  from  the  proper 
Bureaus  of  your  Department  that  all  of  the  underground 
work  is  completed,  and  as  to  Huntingdon  street,  because, 
as  reported  by  the  Chief  of  tlie  Bureau  of  Highways,  "the 
property  owners,  builders  on  tJie  line  of  the  street,  have  de- 
posited a  large  amount  of  surplus  excavation  from  yards, 
cellars  and  sidewalks  in  the  bed  of  the  street,  which  the 
■contractors  for  paving  refuse  to  remove  at  their  own  ex- 
pense. *  *  *  We  ai'e  not  yet  in  position  to  order  the 
contractors  to  proceed  with  the  paving  of  any  of  these 
streets." 

The  Vulcanite  Paving  Company,  claiming  that  the  price 
of  labor  and  material  has  advanced  since  the  signing  of  the 
respective  contracts  and  since  the  expiration  of  the  period 
of  three  months  thereafter,  request  in  view  of  the  above 
quoted  clause,  to  be  relieved  from  further  responsibility 
under  said  contracts,  and  you  write  to  ask  the  opinion  of 
this  Department  whether  it  is  proper  that  the  said  com- 
pany shoidd  be  so  relieved. 

In  reply  I  would  say,  that  it  is  expressly  provided  in  the 
said  contracts  as  follows:    "Xor  shall  the  s.aid  paving  l>e 
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commenced  witliunt  a  ^\•l•ittell  order  from  the  said  Direc- 
tor." Under  this  requirement  the  contractor  could  not 
liave  proceeded  with  the  work  until  ordered  so  to  do  by 
your  J)e|)artment.  This  nnist,  therefore,  be  regarded  as  a 
reason  for  which  the  contractor  is  not  responsible  within  the 
meaning  of  the  stipulation  above  quoted,  which  relieves 
the  contractor  from  liabilit}-,  if  for  any  reason  for  which  he 
it  not  responsible,  the  work  contracted  for  could  not  be 
commenced  Avitliin  three  months  of  the  execution  of  the 
contract. 

In  view  of  these  pTovisions  of  the  said  contracts,  and  the 
specihcations  appended  thereto,  it  is  clear  that  the  contract- 
ing paving  company  has  the  right,  at  its  request,  to  be  re- 
lieved from  further  liability  under  these  contracts,  in  all 
of  the  cases  conccTning  which  yoii  inquire.

Dear  Sir: — T  am  in  receipt  of  your  communication  of 
December  6th,  in  which  yoii  state  that  after  advertising 
for  bids  for  supplies  for  the  yeai*  1900,  and  too  late  for  in- 
sertion in  such  advertisement  a  shortage  in  your  potato 
crop  was  reported;  that  thereupoii  you  sent  out  circular 
letters  inviting  bids,  and  in  response  thereto  various  bids 
were  received ;  that  one  of  the  bidders,  not  the  lowest,  but 
the  only  one  who  had  filed  se<'ui"ity  in  the  office  of  the  City 
Solicitor  Mith  his  bid,  claims  on  this  ground  that  the  award 
should  be  made  to  him,  and  not  tO'  the  lowest  bidder.  You 
also  state  that  the  case  is  one  of  emergency,  and  yoii  ask 
the  opinion  of  this  De]>artment  u]X>n  the  question  with 
whom  the  contract  should  be  made.

In  the  ease  of  Smith  vs.  City,  2  Bruce,  443,  it  was  de- 
cided that  the  stipulation  for  entering  security  at  the  time 
of  tiling  a  bid  for  public  work  or  supplies  was  one  which 
tlie  City  might  waive,  and  that  no  other  party  had  stand- 
ing to  preivent  such  waiver.  In  view  of  this  decision,  I 
would  advise  you  that  so  far  as  concerns  the  contention  to 
wliich  yo'U  refer,  there  is  nothing  in  the  fact  that  the  lowest 
bidder  has  not  filed  the  customary  security  to  prevent  your 
awarding  the  contract  to  him,  if,  as  a  bidder,  he  be  other- 
wise satisfacto^}^ 

I  understand  from  your  statement  that  the  case  is  one  of 
emergency,  that  it  is  of  such  a  nature  as  to  make  it  imprac- 
tioable  that  you  should  advertise  for  bids,  as  prescribed  by 
ordinance.  If  this  be  so,  you  would  be  justified  in  omitting 
to  so  advertise,  and  in  awarding  the  contract  upon  the  bids 
received.

Dear  Sir  : — I  am  in  receipt  of  your  communication  of 
November  27th,  transmitting  a  request  from  Mr.  Harry  M. 
(^uirk,  Superintendent  of  Police,  for  an  opinion  of  this  De- 
partment. He  states  that  an  application  has  been  made 
to  his  office  for  a  permit  to  run  a  Punch  and  Judy  show; 
that  such  show  is  run  upon  a  stage,  the  figures  being  cos- 
tumed and  worked  by  marionette  work,  and  the  exhibition 
to  all  intents  and  purposes  being  a  marionette  show. 

By  Act  of  May  22,  1879,  P.  L.,  73,  it  is  provided  that  it 
shall  not  be  lawful  to  exhibit  to  the  public  in  any  building, 
etc.,  ^^nthin  any  city  of  the  first  class,  '^axiy  interlude, 
tragedy,  comedy,  opera,  ballet,  play,  'farce,  negro  min- 
strelsy, negro  or  other  dancing,  or  any  other  entertainment 
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of  the  stage,  or  any  part  thereof,  tvr  any  representation  in 
whieh  a  drop  curtain  and  scenery  or  theatrical  costumes 
are  used,  or  any  equestrian  circus  or  dramatic  performance, 
01'  any  perfoa-mance  of  jugglers,  rope  dancing  or  acrobats 
or  any  menagerie"  until  a  license  for  such  exhibition  shall 
have  been  first  obtained,  and  a  license  fee  of  $25  per  an- 
num paid  for  the  same,  and  until  the  Mayor  shall  be  satis- 
fied by  affidavit  or  otherwise  as  to  the  moral  and  lawful 
nature  and  teindeiicies  of  such  exhibition. 

.From  Mr.  Quirk's  communication  it  would  seem  that 
such  a  show  as  he  describes  comes  fairly  within  those  parts 
of  the  act  cited  which  provide  for  entertainments  of  the 
stage  or  any  part  thereof,  and  those  in  which  theatrical 
costumes  are  used.  I  would  therefore  say  that  a  pennit 
for  the  exhibition  concerning  which  you  inquire  should  be 
granted  u]>oii  the  payment  of  the  license  fee  fixed  by  the 
act,  and  u])Oii  the  jiroper  proofs  being  furnished  as  therein 
required.

Dear  Sir: — I  am  in  receipt  of  your  coniinunication  of 
December  2d,  inquiring  whether  the  Philadelphia  Cold 
Air  Supply  Company  has  the  right  by  virtue  of  the  Act  of 
Assembly  under  which  it  is  incorporated,  together  with 
ordinances  of  March  17,  1884,  and  December  30,  1886, 
Section  10,  to  occupy  the  highways  of  the  City  of  Phila- 
delphia without  further  specific  authoa*ization  from  Coun- 
t'ils. 
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Under  the  Act  of  June  24,  1895,  P.  L.,  253,  such  com- 
panies as  that  making  the  present  application  are  distinctly 
given  the  right  to  occnpy  the  streets,  highways  and  alleys 
of  any  city,  borongh,  or  district  in  which  it  may  desire  to 
oondnct  its  business,  the  act  only  providing  that  in  so  lay- 
ing their  pipes  such  companies  shall  do  as  little  damage 
to  said  streets,  highways  and  alleys,  and  obstruct  the  free 
use  thereof  as  little  as  possible,  and  that  they  shall  be  "sub- 
ject to  such  reasonable  regulations  as  the  Councils  of  the 
said  city,  borough  or  district  may  adopt  in  regard  to  grades 
or  for  the  protection  and  convenience  of  public  travel  over 
the  same." 

The  above  statute  gives  the  companies  incorporated  under 
its  provisions  a  clear  right  to  lay  their  pipes  in  the  streets 
of  any  city,  etc.,  subject  only  to  the  reasonable  regulations 
of  Councils.  But  in  the  City  of  Philadelphia  Councils  have 
by  ordinance  of  March  17,  1884,  established  a  general  sys- 
tem of  regulations  for  all  cases  involving  the  opening  of 
the  streets,  whereby  the  entire  subject  is  remitted  to  the 
Board  of  Highway  Supervisors,  which  Board  is  empowered 
to  prescribe  and  enforce  such  regulations  and  miles  as  they 
may  adopt  governing  the  time  and  manner  in  which  all 
street  excavation  shall  be  made,  and  the  time  and  method 
of  repairing  over  tlie  same.  This  general  ordinance  dis- 
penses with  the  necessity  for  the  adoption  by  Councils  of 
special  regulations  in  each  several  case,  and  constitutes  the 
Board  of  Highway  Supervisors  the  proper  body  upon 
which  that  duty  rests. 

Section  3  of  the  ordinance  of  1884,  it  is  true,  limits  the 
action  of  the  Board  to  "applications,  ordinances  and  resolu- 
tions that  may  be  referred  to  them  after  the  same  has  been 
approved  by  Councils."  I  think,  however,  that  this  limi- 
tation applies  only  to  such  applications  as  require  the  as- 
sent of  Councils  to  their  efficacy. 

As  already  seen,  the  Act  of  June  24,  1895,  does  not 
give  to  Councils  a  veto  upon  the  power  of  a  company  in- 
corporated under  said  act  to  occupy  the  streets,  but  only  a 
right  of  regulation.  See  the  case  of  the  Philadelphia  Steam 
Supply  Company  vs.  City  of  Philadelphia,  17  Phila.  Ee- 
ports,  page  110.

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I  am  of  opinion  that  the  Phikidelphia  Cold  Air  Supply 
Companv  has  the  right  to  occupy  the  highways  of  the  City 
for  the  purposes  of  its  business  without  further  specific 
authorization  from  Councils. 

Answering  your  second  question,  I  would  say  that  the 
Board  of  Highway  Supervisors  is  fully  empowered  toi  adopt 
and  enforce  such  reasonable  regulations  as  in  their  judg- 
ment may  be  necessary  for  the  protection  and  convenience 
of  23ublic  travel.
